Hindoo lunar months Invariably cotiMiit of 
30 Titheos. or litimrdays : and the wholcmonth is divided into two equal paits, or 15 'I'lthce* 
each : tlic one called Shookia Puksti, or Shomi—the bright half or increase of the Moon ; tho 
other the Kristna Paksh, or Vud, the dark half or decrease of the Moon. The lunar month 
begins on the western side of India, ami iiouthfi<pf the Marbndda river, v ,(h tho first day of 
the Shookia Pukalt (Shood frutipuda) or bright half of the Moon-at Ilenares, Oojein, and

HINDOO. 

Mitckur Scjjkbast.— On this day the stin enters the sifl^n “ Afaciur,” or Capri* 
rorit.—Vide 12th January. The Hindu iiestivals are so numerous, and the oh.«ier< 
Vances of them are so inmeate, that they often bewilder a writer wh«i he aits down 
to describe them. And it is equally dioirult to point out wliich of the festivals ^s 
the greate.st. The writers of the liindu legends have set such enormous merit on 
the observances of each of them, as to aurpaai all htimnn comprehension; ami they 
have ever unhesitatingly said that those observances theniaolvcs will obtain heaven, 
(ireat rejoicings are held among the Hindus, but particularly among tlte Bralimins, 
on account of tlic least of AJuckur SKukrtml, when tlie sun reaches the luostsoutheru 
sign of the Zodiac. Muckver or Capriconius. From this day till the time of his loav* 
ing the most northern, and returning towards the southern signs of the Zodiai', he 
is called Utarayan ; and his passage to the most sonthem sign is called JLiukriianayaH. 
The vernal and autumnal cqiiinftxes divide the ITtarayan and J>vb$ftanayan into 
two e<iua1 parts. The days of Utarayun are esteemed lucky, and those of tliu I)uk- 
ahannpnn unlucky. During the days of IhtJtahanayan it is said that tile gates of 
heaven are sliuu'aud in the Utamyan they are open. For men to die in tin' L'Utr- 
iiyan is considered more blessed, bwatise tlicy get imme<linte entrance intohenvoii; 
but if tbe righteous die in the Dukitianayunf they shall have to wait outside of the 
gate~s till the f/fnray«w sets in. Jn tho days of Mooiij, the cemnony of 

investing tlie youths with the sacrod rord, and marriages, are celebrated. I’lie 
ceremonies that are solemnized at tlie, day of Muckur SunkrnHt, just at the tiim> of 
tlic sun’s ctttraiico into tho sign, are these.—Tlie Ilindns go to the sea, accompanied 
by a flrahmin priest, to bathe : there they rub their bodies with tiUas,* and wash 
themselves in the mannov prescribed in the Shastfa. I’lio Brahmin then repeats 
certain inoautations suited to the occasion, and closes the ceremony by receiving due 
adoration, and a present of money for him.«olf. On tlieir n'turii home they invite, 
Itrahinin.s, jire.scnt them uith aciiji of bell'metal, filled with tillaa and annic niiincy, 
ai'cording to the ability of the Irezamari. Stnne even pn'sonl tlic ilndimins wall 
copper pots, new Dhtturs, ninhroli.'is, Ac., and th0](iwliofo faniily receives benediction 
from tlicin, which ii done by the llrahmiiiH repoaimg certain words, and throwing 
on their heads a few grains of red coloured rice. After the pertbriiianco of this cere¬ 
mony, they go to rake tlicir meals, w hich consist of sweatmuats. They invite their 
friends anil rcl.ntions to dinner; and tnw.'irdH evening they wear new clothes, gold 
and other ornanionti:, ami frequent the housos of their friends and relations, di.stri- 
liiiting fr7/as mixed with sugar. At the time of putting the fiffos into the riarties’ 
hands, Ihevrepeat these words, "Be -eive thesetiY/as mixed with sugar, and lie friendly 
with nil! lliroiighout the wdiole year.” All the praise and nniyers that arc ollcii’ii 
lids day are to the sun. and to no other god. The second (lay of Suiilirniit is naiiied 
ATiir, wiiieli is generally celebrated by women by making small jircsinta among 
lho.s« of tlicir own sex. 

Wr&nxT Pi xni.wicr seems to have been instituted in honor of the sjiring, 
wkicti season i*. porstmifii’ii under the nuiiic (>f JVaumiUitf wboi.s fabK.J os attending 
on Kama, or the God of hove.—Vide 2Gth January. 

IlrTiisrcTWMF.i; is dedicated to the worship of tbo sun. This day is the hcgJn- 
niiig of tho Munw uritura, or period embrachig the reign of a il/n«oo, of which fourteen 
govern in succossioii, during the different ages of tho .world. The present age)» 
under tbe dominion of the seventh Munoo ; and ut the eommencement of thia period 
a new sun is supposed to havo inoonled his chariot.—Yldo 2bth January. 

SincvAJiATBEE.—A fast day inhonor of Skem, during wliiclitlie Lingn,at Baechio* 
plmllus, i.s worshipped.—Vide I.SU 1 February. Vudh ehutloordaasoc, or the2hth of 
every mouth, is kept sacred by the votaries of Shiva; hut Afayhtmdh ehutloordiissee 
lias obtained its jieculiar opittiet, Alafta Shem Itatree, or the great night of Sheva. 
The Hindu legends aecount in the following iiinntier for its notoriety among the 
rest of Shevu Jiatref*. In time inimemori«l on an-hcr of wii-ked mid licentious 
habits, went into a forest this day, to shoot deer. He spent the whole day in tli* 
pursuit of Ills game, and, on a sudden, night came on, and he w'us left to tlie 

• Tillfls are said to be the favorite grain of the sun. 
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mercy of tlio wild benstf* When he fuund himself in such a forlorn condition, he 
had recourse to a liuk or UHwa trit^ to secure himself from attack. Having got 
Ufwii the tree, by way '»f relaxfition, or to get a clearer view, he brf»kfl off all tiie 
branches that hung around and above his head, and (lung them down: fortunately 
the twigs which he threw fell on the Lingo of Sheva, which was near the foot of 
the tree. Sheva was so mngh pleased and satisfied by theaceidoutal worship of hi.s 
votarv, that he fortwith sent a Vrman, or heavenly chariot, and took the hiiiiter 
into his own abode, with acclamations of joy. To commemorate this great 

event of the entrance of the ar<'her into Eylas, the Ilindus observe a fast this day, 
and worship Sluwa in liopc.s of obtaining like merit. Observance of Sltuva Jlatree 
This day the votaries of Sheva fast, and, in the night, repair to the temples of 
Sheva, accom]>anied by a Brahmin priest, who performs Pooja by repeating certain 
incantations; first ho pours some water over the/rt'af/a, and washes it, and after¬ 
wards he decorates it with choice flowers. When this is done, the priest takes his 
sacred book, wlierein Sheva’s tlioasand different names are written, and, reads the 
names -. and the Yaminan, the worshipper, flings a leaf of Sale over the hWl of tlie 
i^i'a</a each time. This kind of Pooja i.s performed four difi'ereut times during the 
nigfit, and thus wake is kept up for the whole night. Tiiis is styled the Pooja of 
the four Frahams, or watches. It commences at about eight i*. m. and ends at five 
A. M. This night the Pagodas of Sheva are thronged by devotees. Some persons 
engage twelve Brahmins, and others four,&c., to perform the Pooja, aci-ording to the 
abilities of the Yujaman. The Brahmins must be liberally paid for their labours. 

IIoi.F.K (Sanscrit— IT01.IKA or I‘nAi.ouT 8 i;vA). — This festival, called al.S'i 
Loluvntm, or the swinging festival, is supposed by Sir W. Jones t<> relate to the 
vernal equinox, and to bo similar to Hie Persian Nowroz. It commences fift.eou 
days before the full moon, on whicli the ceremonies arc tcrminati'd, and is held in 
honor of Krishna. In the freedom with w'hich the lower 1 ' sea nowbehuve towards 
their .superiors, this festival resembles the Roman Saturn and, in the .sending 

S coplc on h(»olle.ss errands, it eorrcspoiids with our 1st of April. ll«d powders are 
aubed upon the image, of the god, and thrown and s(juirtcd by lii.s ivorslnppcrs 
on eacli other, while females are .saluted l)y oxclam.atioii.'s and jests of no very chaste 
flc.scrij)tion. 'I'lie wheiitcu cako vg|iich is placed on the i>iie liglitcd at the' close .tf 
the festival i.s called jiollei*, and tho right of first offering it in a village is con.sirlcred 
as an honorary privilege. Neither the origin of this festival, nor the muntier in which 
it is observed, can be described. Nor is this manner of observing it confined to 
the lower classes of the n.ative community—the highest apparently joining in it 
with the same zest as the lowc.st. This festival nominally continues'from the in.w 
to the full moon, but. only a fewof the last da 3 ’s,arepraclicnUy and openly devoted to 
it. For two or three daj-s no re.s|»cctable women appear in the, streets, so obsc-ene aiul 
abusive is the language in almost every one's mnnl.h, aitd aiqiliod to any woman 
that they may happen to sec. It is often called Shiinga, from the name, of tin; 
month ill whkh it occurs.—Vide ICth March, 

T«k Ilixnno Xnw Tear (Slxalivun, called (roody Pivlwa').—<)n the morning of 
this day’ a Hindoo tirst rubs oil ujion his body', and then bathes him.self with wann 
water. A polo, bearing a flag, and surnionnted rvitli a brass or coppci \essel, is 
ereeted in front of the house. One sneh pole must be ereeted by’ each family'. This 
represents the banner of Iiidra, the king of the gods, which on this day is also 
raised in honor of him by the goiLs. What is done here on earth is therefore in 
imitation of what takes place in the heaven of Indra. The leaves of the bitter nimb 
troe, are then to be. eaten, whicli secures health to the. body, bccau.ss tliia tree is the 
offspring of the Ambrosia of the gods. The almaniu' for the New Year i.s ihen to bo 
worshipped, and its predictions, in regard to the year jnst commencing, arc to be. 
heard from the mouth of the Jotisheos. They tell* whether there is to be an ahun- 
dance or a .scarcity of rain, whether there will be unusual heat or cold, whether rob¬ 
beries. insurrections, Ac. are to abound, whether uousiial sickDC.s.s is to prevail, &c. 
fee. Each individual on this day' also Icnrii.s nhat he is to expect during the y'ear; 
whether he.alth or sickness, prosperity or adversity, is 1obehi.s portion, Ac. Ac, 
All this important information i.s not,of course, to be obtained without some compen¬ 
sation, And not only are presents to be given to the Jotishee.s, but the poor people 
are taught on this day to extend their liberality also to the Gooroos and Bralimiiis. 
The. day is also to bo celebrated by' feasting. This is an aa!(picioo.s day for com men«‘- 
^■bg a new building, or engaging in any new undertaking.—Tide 21st March. 

*A favourite tree of Shova's. and which is held sacred among the Hindoos. 
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Ram Nowmke.—O n Ibia day Rumcliundra, fne 7tTi incarnation of Vialmoo, waa 
ft>om at Ayoda^a, or Oude, about B. C. 1600^—^Vidc t!bth March. Baum is supposed 
to be the same os the tirceian Dionysius or JBacchtut, and the object of the Incania- 
tion was to eflb<-t the destnuition of Kawum the ten-heodcd tyrant of I.nuha or 
Ceylon, which was at lost done with the assistance of Hunoomau, the chief of the 
monkey tribe. The birth of Rama is, strange to say, celebrated eight days previous 
to its occurrence, that is, from the first of Chytru Sootlh to the ninth, hrom tho 
first day the temples of Rama are whito-washed, and illuminated in the evening, 
and the image or Rama is adorned ivith costly ornuments. In tho e^'ouing the 
Hamayan, or the sacred legendarv history of Rama, is road in tho temples, and in 
tb«‘ night Kirtvn is j>reaclu'il by tlic liurntln»», who tlosi'ribc.s the morality and heroic 
actions of Rama. 'Nautches nro also not omitted during the. uight. In some tcnijilea 
Bralimins ore fed with a rich and substantial dinner for eight successive days ; tbeso 
<la^ s .are denniniuutcd Hama acioratrer, or nine nights of liama. During thc.se days 
man}' Iliaijns, both males and female.^, go to tho temples of Rama to liear tho Kirtun 
and Poifriht, The last or principal day is Ramnmenwi', wluui, it is s.aid, Rama 
Itccaiae incarnate at uoun. In honor of this incarnation, the Ilituhis fast the, whidu 
day. They get up in the morning, wa.sh tlicmselvea, mid put on rich eUdhes and 
ornaments, and repair to the temples of Kama at about nine o’clock, livery teiuplw 
of Rama is well furnwhed this dgj', ami images are decoralctl with pm ions onm- 
luents and rich brorade. A lliirridass is engaged to describe (lio birth and 
I’ircuinstaiu'bsthutatteiidcd this incarnation. Hecontinues his praitliHgtill twelve, 
o’clock, when be brings u small image of Rama, nicely orniunciited and well clad 
and sluiws it to bis audience, and tells them that it is Ibima, who became incnnuito; 
.Slid puts it into a small cradle pre]mrcd for tlic purpose. The asw'-mbly tlicu throw 
tbonmclves priwtrale before the inifige and worship it. <lreatisth« rejoicing and 
acil.'imalioii of llic avsciubly on tiii.s weapon, they fling </<>//»/, a red poivdur, on 
0 . 1(11 other, and with great niirlh about one o’clock' tJicy return home, and again 
go to I Ik; icmplcs in the evening. The feast of Raninowince is more parliculiu'ly 
oliscrved b^- the votari(>s of Vishnu. 

Vini SKvrntKh (Switiike VuiiTt ai).—A fast ohsem-d by women at the root 
of th(' Indian tig tree, to jircsovvc them from wi^mhood.— Vide ititii .Juno. 

Asiiaapy RKAn.t.ssicii is (he eleventh of the light half of the nmon yf-s/iad, and 
!.■, dedicated to Visimii. t>u thi.s daV, which refers to the snumicr solstice, com • 
nience.s the night of tiio gods during which the deity reposes for four months on thu 
SCI pent SSesliu.—VidetJTtli June. 

J\A« PcNciiAAiF.K is paered to the demigods in the form of seiiionts. reremoniea 
arc performed on thi.s d.iy to ensure protection agaiii.st tlie bUo.s oi snake.'*.. Vidn 
21st Jith'. The scijient Kuliya, slain by krisbna, is worshipped at the Jesiival, 
as w'as Pytluin, at i h'lpiii. 

SnnAwiJN JS’AHi’i I'l..—(oB Nahull PoOEsriMA).--Oii JliD day the rainy season 
is considered to be at an end, and a oocoa-uut i,s offcH'd up to tho sen, to gam its 
favour towards those who uow' begin to trust themselves to its iiierey.—Vido 
Til St Julj'. 

.li NMA ANi» Goki't, L’sHTrMEE—(Jt'KMA Asin'fMKK).—Instituted in eom- 
mcmoraiion of the birth of Kruhitu, which took place at iiiiduiglil in the eity of 
Miithoonu Kiisiiiiu, wlio in many lespeets agrees with the Gieciaii ApoUo, 
was the eighth incarnation of Vimnao, in w'hich, aeeording to a large sect of 
Hindus, was innnifiisteil a greater portion of divinity than in any of tiie piccciling 
ones. His uncle Kowhv, who it was predicted would be slain by one oi lii.s own 
family, endeavoured lo ensure the destruction of the infant god, by jitachig guards 
over bis pregnant sister, Imt the child was preserved from tbi.s and other uLteuipts 
tif lii.s ielation.i, wlio subsequently gave directions for tlie slaughterittg ol all newty- 
hurii infants.—Vide 7th and 8tn August. This holiday is eonsidei'ed one of the 
greatest among the liinclu.s, and ia thereforeolserM-d by*almost ait the liuidu com¬ 
munity ; tiiere arc two'seits among the followers of Krlthm, and they siJcniiiize 
the feast ou dilTercnt days. Those belonging to the one keep tlie liirtli-day of 
Krishna on tli<> cightli day of the dark moon, and thor,c belonging to the otlier 
the day following, being the one on which be was removed to Guknl, to the house 
of Nando, tlirough fear of his maternal uncle, who sought his destruction; and 
«ome even keep both days, 'i'he former fast on the day of Junma and thjs 

latter on the day of Gokul Aghlumi They fast the whole day, ucict at night they 
bathe and worship an image of the infant Kruthna, adorning'it with tuttce, a io- 
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Toriteplaulof Viahniit, andwitli other flo%vers, in the manner enjuintMl in the Shatlrn ; 
and at about ten or eleven j*. m. they eat their FUihar food, vrhich lainsiets of fruit* 
and some kind of grains, being pruliibited from eating ria* and other grains that 
day. A ISruliiniii is called in to jterform the Pooja, and uftei'warda he hiiiiiielf i« 
wur3bi])]ied, and sent away loaeled with Detkaninu and other presents. This is 
all done acfordiug to the rules of the Shastru. The holiday is thus observed among 
the people of the higher castes. On the day of Goku! Ashtimi, gomlcea (or keepers 
of cattle) keep a great jubilee among themselves, as Krishna was bred up 
among their race. They join themselves into a conipaiiy, and frequent the 
iiouses of the people who follow their profession, holding each otiier’s hands, 
dnucing in the street, and repeating these words, " Gooinda, Covhida,’' wtiere they 
aru honored either bv throwing over titem curds, or presenting them a certain 
quantity of cui-ds. These people are called Gopalla —protectors of cows. But the 
most e.\traordinary thing relating to this festival is tlie iullow'ing ; On the nighc 
of Janma Ashtvmiy crowds of people, generally of the lower ranks, i^k into the 
tcrnjile of CanoOtt, which is commonly known by tlie name of Muth ; there they hire 
native miisir-, aud continue shouting and making a great noise, so as to deafen one s 
♦ ars. The lihugal of Cattoba, or the head of the temple, who is very often of tiic Sftudra 
caste, and who is considered a supernatural being, at least at that time, with groat 
.solemnity and grave countenance makes his way through the assembly' and stands 
before the shrine of Canoba, and otlbrs jirayerstuthe idol of Canobu, wJiich is richly 
ilocorated ontbe occasion,accompanied bytlioplnviiigof tom-tom.s and accluinatiuns 
of joy irom his disciples, lie is at lirst quite cafin, but shortly after show s signs of 
inspiration by the god. He begins to untie his sliciidi, or thV tuft(>f Imir on the 
crown of his head, aud then slowly shakes his limbs. By degrees hi.s whole frame 
ipiivcr.<, and lie throw.s his wlmle iMidy into violent contortions, dancing aud mutter^ 
ing strange ambiguous aod wild sounds, which no one m understand. He then 
takes his Hcuiirge, which is ko]>t near the shrine, and sC' ' .rca.himself as if he weto 
jurane, and jHirtbniis many other equally strange act nn.s, IS’o sooner doe.s the 
assembly around see liiiii in this prcdicaimmt, than, believing tliat liie .spirit of tlie 
god has entered into him, they burn iiiccii.se before liini. and tiiJrj)ro.striite, and piay to 
liiui to be merciful to them. Wlicn be iia» leccived divine liounige, ho quietly takes 
liks seat; but docs not cease (]ualciiig and trembling. J]i.s di.sciples, who arc alwai s 
near hill), then cummciicuOlio aftei another tn shake thenisclve.s and dance in the 
same way; and tlio spirit of the god is believed to enter them iilwi, IJiis day the 
griMt liSm'jat i-aii create now disciple-S, and gdre them the power ol' bringing the spint 
oi the god into tlicir bodies. Sick jiersoiis, jtersons possessed of devils, (luldren, &c., 
are brought to tins temple to receive tlw beiiedielion of the Uhuyat and hi.s disciples . 
he rubs a little ashe.s on their foiclieuds, parses his liaiid over their lieads, and gr. cs 
them full assuruncu of their speedy riicovcry irom their sickness without taking any 
medicine. The poor patient, witli full contideiice, returns home, e\pecrnig the 
fullilinent of the pvotnLse; but jirobably, to his great disaj»pointmeiit and 

di.stress, ho gets w«r.se, oris perhap.s cut oiV next day. it is a great wonder, iiotnitii- 
Ktiiiiding sucli disap]luiiitnicuts, that the etesof 'tbc ignur;int arc not opened to 
i-cu the imiiotoiicy and imposition of the Jihuyat,iov they still remain a.s liiithfiii to 
liini i'8 ever. It is tlie subtlety of bis speech, and the dexterity of his actions, 
that delude them. The Jihui/ui receives large pi csents on this occasion from 
the followers of his tenets, and he is hold in great respect among the ortiiodox 
Hindus, and e\cn among persons of some oilier tribes too. thi the fulluw'ing uionu 
mg, the likugat collei-la the ciulc of his dL'ciple.sin fjmit of tlie temple aud orders a 
Mthk'ient quantity of curds to b)’ llirown o> er their heads to wet tlieir whfJe Imdies; 
they all begin to dance ill company, holding each other's hands, and occasionally 
throwing tTiemselves 00 the ground and bcsincariiig their bodies with mud, shout¬ 
ing as loudly as they cau. The lihngat, in the lueuiitime. wdlli a scourge in his 
hand, forces his way into the crowd with all his pretended dignity, and stands in 
the midst of tlio crowd, and looks in all dircitions in his feigned solehiuity, and thou 
lii'tsup his powerful scourge and putsitaioiind the neck of one of lii.s disciples us a 
token of his regard, and draws him towards himself; when the disciiile tiembles a 
little, and then stands firm, stretching his hands towards the sky, with his eyes 
closed. No sooner dues the Jihugat sec liim in this state, than he scourges him tw'o 
or three times, so adroitly that it gives him no pain, while to the eye of the specta- 
ton. it appears a prodig}' that he docs not fed it. This i.s repeated till he has shown 
the same mark of approbaUou to the whole body of his diciplcs,—when he 
• eases, and sweetmeats are distnbuted among the disciples and to all the spectators, 
i'hiu: leiminatos the feast of Gokul Asbtumt among the people of the IShudra caste. 



PiTHOOXEK, OR Pn-iCHEEUEE AoMAAVAsru.— A ccrmonj’ obscvved at tbeSew 
inoou of the ntontli Shrawutt, at which the 64 Vogiaees, or female attendants of tlit* 
Ooddess Doori^a, are Aror8hippcd-~pai'ticnlarIy it is said by women, with tiw hope of 
obtaining issue.—Vide 15th August. The SJOth of the month of Shrawnn, or the last 
day of the dark half id* the moon, is denominated ‘*Prach6e Aumwautyu.” Pracbeo 
is, it is suppoAd, one of the goddesses of tlic East. She is commonly known among 
the people of the Konkan and Deccan by the name of Pethoewie. Wealthy Banians 
and other people of Guzerat go to Walfceshwar on the previous, evening with their 
families, to remain in tlio JJhurrumnlla daring the night; and, on the anbseqnent 
morning, they bathe in the tank of Walkcshwar. ('I'lii* tank is c^led by tho 
natives Bint-gunga, i. e., the Ganges prod need by an arrow; and they give ■ marvel- 
loua account of its origin. They say, when Itanui visited this part of the world, and 
found that there was no pure water to drink, ho pierced tho ground with an arrow 
from his bow, and thus brought the Ganges into existence.) They also perform 
i^raddka$ sfR the margin of the tank, and ceremonies for proimring the deliverance of 
their departed ancestors from the thraldom of Yama, the king of the infernal regions, 
if they still remain at his court or in his dominions. Tiiey afterwards repair to tho 
temple of lYutkesliwar and worship his image, after which they take their meals. 
The remaining part of the day is spent in amusements, among wliich gambling ia 
«Viot overlooked or neglected. Booths are erected on the loealttv of the temple, and 
furnished Avith all kinds of the choicest articles that pleaso the fancy or delight the 
t.iste. 1'lic Hindus on this occasion squander away hundreds of rupees in hiring 
vehicles, and buying toys and sweetmeats for their children. This holid^' is not 
observed by tbe'inajority of the inhabitants of the Konkan and Deccan. It is kept 
up chiefly by those women Avho lose their rliildi'cn in infancy. They fast this day, 
and Avorship' an Jniago of Pe-t/mnne, by adorning it with various kinds of fruits and 
flowers, through the medium of a Brahmin priest. 

fitfNiwit Choittu, Am ('iir’TUoonTiiKE.—On this day was horn Gnnputtee, or 
Cutteshjvrhn is euusidured an tlie God of prndenee, ami invoked, like Janus, at the 
comnioncemciit «>f all undertakings. The manner of hia birth is dilTcrently told : 
one story relates that, ns the god KartiAegn wan creaUid by Shova without connubial 
assistance, in like mmiiicr Gttnpntlte Avas formwl bj' his consort Panmttee from the 
turmeric and oil sciaited oft'from her own body while bathing. Tho loss of hia 
huinau head, and the siiltsliiatimi of that of a female elephant with one tusk, is also 
varioAwly explained. By sAtmc, iii.s head is said to have been out off by Shiva when 
he oiideavuured to prevent the god from entering the chamber of Farwutlee when 
pei'funniiig iier ablutions as above. According to other accounts, it was reduced 
to ashes a glimpse from the eves of Skunee or Saturn, when all the gods went to 
look atthencwlj'-born child, and its place supplied by that of the animal first found, 
which liappened to be an ele])liant. Clay images of the deity are formed, and after 
having been Avorshipped for nine or ten days, lire tlirown into the water. 'HieChin* 
chore or Chinchwud (properly Deo,) avIio resides at the village of that name near 
Poona, is SAipposcfl to be .in incarnation of this god, who gran ted to a holy Gosayeeii 
who had Avon his favour, that the divinity should be continued in Ills family for 
seven geucrnLion.s; and though the- present one has exceeded that limit, the miracle 
is perpetAitttod by the Brahmins, for sclf-intorcat.— A'ide I7th Sept. It is commonly 
«»aid among tlie Hindus, that the S/imtrn enjAdns its folloAi-erH thoworship of Mri- 
tica, eartik, in the IblloAving forms, (hr<-e tiihes ayeaf. The first of these is N€^~ 
punchmee, on v hiclj <iay a smikc «)f clay is made and worshipped; the second 
Gokul Ashtumep, ulien a clay image of the infant Krishna is made and worshipped; 
and the third ami last is Gttnesk C/utttoorthee, ou which day a clay image of Gunesh 
IS worshipped. Tliis being tlic last day of the worsiflp of Mritica, it is observed 
Avith greater pomp and more ceremonies, conviviality, and music, than the two 
others. The image worsliipped on thi.s occasion has ioiir hands and an elephant’s 
head. The inoiiHC, being GuapviUe'n favourite vehicle, is ahoploced hcarhis image, 
richly saddled and britlled. Besides this, tho Avorship of Gumah may be traced to 
hie origin. But different accounts are given in different PiiraiMiofthatorigiii,and 
the consequent introduction of his worslAip, which it would be rather a difficult task 
to detail. Ihe imi^e of Gunputtee is either made in the house or purchas^ from an 
arti8t;it ia gilt witlilhe finest gold, and painted with snperiorand variegated colours; 
much labor and ingenuity is bestoAned on if by some to render it elegant and attrac¬ 
tive, according to the taste and peeuniacy meanspf the worshipper. The4th of the 
month of BhadrapuJ i.s tim apiMiiutcd period fur the celebration of this fea.st. On tba 
previous day, tliewonfliipper cleans and Affhitewaslie.s his house, and fnraishes itwi^ 
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xll sorts of costly furijltare that can he procured. The profusion of light is Uw 
Urst thing that would attract one’s «ye. On the fullovring morning, i. e., on the day 
of (Juneith Chuftort/wK tliey bring the image home (if it he bought) with great spleu- 
<hjur, tici-ompanied by riiitivo music, and with nil ti»c honors of a god. A place where 
the god i.s to be seated is preintrod, either in the form of a covered shrine or open 
space, which is adoriicd witli ail kinds of fruits and flowers strewed round it, and 
twig-i of trees hung over in elnatera; after which commences the bosiness ofthc oifl- 
4.‘itiMiig priest, wlio sits near the master of the house, and begins oooseernting the 
idol, by reciting incantations or muutras from bis book, and throwing over it 
ri‘d coloured ricu: thus, after jierforming many consecrative ceremonies, lie brings 
from he.'jven the god head into thu image on earth. Being thus installed, the devotee 
]ilace.s before him iVnvnced/t food, whiem consists of aweetuieats, ami invokes the god 
to partake of the ollfering. Afterwards he falls before him, and prays him to b« 
grnciuu.s to tiitn and his family. To perform the whole jPn/a, according to the rules 
of the Shastra, rmfuires atlcWt three or four hoars’ time. By the geacrailty of the 
people GunpaUcf' is kept one day and a half; bat by some five or ten days, according 
to the weultit and wish of tbe. proprietor. A discourse is delivered in commemoration 
of his godly exploits by a Hurridasa in his presence, to which frieiuLs and relatives 
are invited to attend. A largo party of Brahmins are entertained at a sumptuous 
dinucr, in honor of (iunmih, nod they are thou disniissed with the usu«n 
JJakafii’rnu. On the last day preparations for his departure are inadn. Kven- 
iiig is the appointed time for p:irting, when the master of the house pnriorms Ooter- 
puju llirongh the T»rie.st, who takes away the divinity with which the image was 
invested, Ily rci)cntiug certain 7nuntnuor charms; flowers, fruits, and sw'cctmeats, 
are odered to the idol, undMrhr, that is, lighted wicks, are moved before him, accom¬ 
panied with music and hvmim; and he is invoked to bless the owner and his family, 
and remove any culainily that might befall them through < the year. Afterwards 
the Brail mills sin> {ircseuUvl with Daksheena, and thu ima is seated in a jialaiikccn. 

in an nrk cvprc.'"»ly niiidolor the purpose, adorned wit.> fresh fi(>wer>j, aiidcurrieil 
to the sea or lank in a j»rocc-!sion, which consists of the master of the house, his 
tdiildrcii, und relatives, who are richly attired on the iHicasiou. When they reach thu 
place, tliey take out the imago and commit it to the water, with every rtevoiii feeling 
of n'gret” for its absence till next year. On the day uf Gunesh Chuttonrthee the 
Ilindiis are prohihitod by the Hhaatra from looking at the moon, onri therefore jire- 
judiced and credulous Iliiulus are afraid to look at her this evening, for fear of in¬ 
curring any calamities throughout the ye-ar. If the vulgar people happen to see the 
mtMiii, they tiy to provoke their ncigbours to abuse them, and comfort themselves 
until llic idcii that the calamities incurred will be all eompreliended in that abuse, 
and removed by it. 

Kusiikk Prxcu.vMEK.—Observed in honor of the seven rushce,s or sages, whoare 
niiiiposfd to be tbe seven bright stars in the Great Bear .—^VidelHth September 

Oowur.K.—fine of fbo names of the goddess Barvuttee .—Oakes are made in the 
.shape of pebbles, and CHlcii at night time.—Vide lUtli September. 

Wampn I)\vai>ashi;h.—X ustitutod in commemoration of the fifth incarnation of 
Vislimio, in the shape of n dwarf, to prevent J5«ttce from obtaining dominion o\’cr 
till! three worlds through the efl'ects oMiis religious austerities. Bullcc promLseci 
thedwuif at his own request to grant him as much land as he could compass at 
three steps. On the ratification of this promise, tho firsttwo strides of the incarnate 
deity embraced the heaven and the earth: there being now no placa* for him to put 
down his foot fur the third time, Bullco magnanimously told him to put it on his 
head, which the dwarf having done, crushed him down to Patnla, the dominion of 
which was conceded to tlic ambitious monarch.—Vide 2oth September. 

PiTuc' I’rKSir.—The dark half of tho month Shadrapud, and sacred to the Pitris, 
or progenitors of niaakiiul, to whose heaven tho souls of the decoa-sed ascend after 
the coTcbrafion of funeral rites, which is particularly proper during this scaiion.— 
Vide 2Hth September. 

DossipnA.— This festival, called Doorga Pooja, or Dorg^mm is supposed to relate 
to tlie autumnal wjuinox. On tlii.s day, in commemoration of the victorj' of Bevee, 
tho wife of over the monster Jlfa/iees/tasoor, her images, after having been 

worshipped for nine days, are tlmiwn into the water.—Vide 22ud Ortober. On this 
day also Haniu marched against Bfltaatme, on which account the Mahrattas seem 
to have selected it as a proper period for commencing thoir ^ plundering^ excursions. 
Thi# day is observed thus Early in tlie mdroiug the Hindoos, having washed

thtmselrei, petfonn the;w;a of their household gods in conjunction with (hat of alt 
their ahastrica/(/ruNtAs or religious books. IdaraUias and Kshitrias, or those who 
fonsider themselves of the military race, worship the implements of war, and ask 
prutcrtion of thm throughout the year, under a (‘onception that to the propitious- 
ness of the sword they owe every prosperity. Thereafter at noon they take dinner 
in the company of their relatives, who have been invited on the occasion. In the 
afternoon tlioy go to the temples in procession wdth friends, and relatives, andi 
children,richly attired. Moombadavee and Boolaishwnr are the principal scenes. 
Both of these places are thronged by dense masses of lliudoos, bearing each in his 
hand flowers and a branch of acortain tree(^pra) denominated sona (gold), which 
is held highly sacred and indispensable in commemorating this dav. On entering 
is the temple they oflTertho aona and flowers to the image, accompanied with prayer; 
they also give sundry Dtixmia tothe Brahmins, and return home, visit their i^rieiidit 
and relatives, present them with a hearty embrace, and receive similar treatment in 
return at the tunc. The <tona forms the chief article of the Dusscra holiday. The 
vicinity or front of the above temples is surrounded by tlte venders of this plant, 
who range themselves with baskets full of hraochea in bundles. At night an fllu" 
mination is made. This day is eonsideml by the Hindoos roost, auspicious for send- 
ing their children, who are beginners, to school, llie preceding days of the Dusscra 
are called nowratree, a compound word for nine nights. During these previous nine 
days, the devotees of Durga keep themseives holy, engage a Bruhndn to read hymns 
before her, in wiiich her exploits are extolled, and her rewards to her votaries arc 
described. On the ninth day, at every temple of Durga, or Ilm-un, a sacred lire, is 
created and fed with rice and elarifled butter, and adored by the rc]>catii)g of nmn- 
tras. It is customary among the Banian women to keep up a dance during these 
nine nights, called (ivrhha, which is aceoiupanied with religious songs. The cele¬ 
bration of the Dussera owes its origin to the I'anduwaa, the live sous of I’aiidoo 
having selected tliis day, after completing their cifile of twelve years, as an auspi¬ 
cious one for making preparations for the tremendous w'ar with'their paternal cou¬ 
sins, the G'lWrtMias, of wiiicli the Piiraiins give an account, occupying the whole 
volume, Tlie Ilimloos decorate the horses with flow'ers this da}-, putting garlands 
of flowers around their necks. It is said tiint I'arth, tho most invincible of the (I va 
Damlinvas, who had a peculiar fondness for horses and a pre-eminent skill in the 
art of I'huriot fnrhting, andftom being auxiliaries in the matters of battle, washed 
his tiivourite milk white horses with great warlike spirit, )iut garlands of ilowera 
around their necks, and tapjOid them, in token of fondness and approbation, with his 
own hand : owing to tills legend, it seems, the decorating the horses wi^ flowers 
tills day is observed. 

Dr.wAu.i:E.—(from Dc/>aa’«/>, San.sc.rit, signifying a rowof lamps)—is celebrated in 
honor of the goddess Kalec, orBliuwanoe, who wa.s fonncrly propitiated by huniaii 
sacrifices, ami of Vishnu’s victory over the, demon Tareekeo.—Vide lUh Nov. 'I’he 
festival, however, seems to be 'inoic pivuliarly consei-rated to Lukshinec, or tbe 
goddc,•^^ of pro.spevity. The first day (t.sliwin wndh) is ferined Hhamotmyada^ue, 
and Sowkars now count tlndr stores uiid perform pooja to tiicir wealtli. On tho 
(Jmau'astfu, or new moon, there being a fresh account, ruoja is again performed 
before tlie old and new books, I'hc festival lasts altogether five days. The Dewnice 
means the feast of illuminalion, or ranges of light. It is celebrated for the. pciiod 
of live days, during which houses are cleaned, white-washed, and illuminated: a 
quadrangular floor is made in front of the house, and ]iainted with difi'erent coloured 
powders; it is called RawjoKee. Gambling is the chief recreation of the* feast. I'he 
Dcwallce commences froin the 2titli day of Aalmnw^k ,—^tliis day is denominated 
Dhuntriyodaahi. This day they eolhad all the treasure in their houses and worship 
it, giving the name of TMXumee tlio goddess of wealth; a light is made and dedicat<>d 
to Famu, the god of the infernal regions, andevery preparation is made for the suc¬ 
ceeding morning. Fireworks, crackers, spout>‘rs, &c., are dif^ilayed, and gambling 
shops ore opened, wliich cotilimie tilj the end of the holidays, lliic 29th is Nwruck- 
ehuttordnahie. This day Vishnu killed Nurrnckasoor, an invinciblegiant, aftcra dcs- 
Iterate battle, and entered bis dty early in the rooming with the jialm of victory, 
when the jieople illuminated the city, and received hitn with great joy and ai'clama- 
tion; and the women of tho city, having adorned themselves, went before him with 
lighted lamps and concratulated him. The Hindus keep this day to c<)mroemorate 
this great conquest. This day tlicy get up early in the morning, fill the house with 
ligh^ rub theirbodies with perfumed ointment, and bathe themselves with hot water. 
No metuber of the family is left uubathod : new dothes and ornatnents are put on, 
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&nd children are decorated. When this is done, the mistress of the house performs 
a sort of ceremony called u4rtAee->-by placing wicks either in silver or brass dishes, 
which mean that God would remove all the difficulties and make the year happy— 
when each malo member makes hern present of money; sweetmeats are dis¬ 
tributed, and friends are invited to dinner. The 30th. Amawashia, last day of the 
moon, is the day of SaramuUet, the goddess of learning and wealth. It is vulgarly 
known by the name of Pedipoojun, or the worship of the shops. This day the year 
of Vikram Sumviit, or Vikmma era, closes: all the merchants close their accounts 
this evening. New journals, ledgers, and day books are bought and woTshix)ped 
through a Brahmin priest; new entries are made in the account bonks; writers nre 
sent to difierent shops with rupees to credit In tbeir names, on tliis au-spicious even¬ 
ing. Saramuttee is invoked to render the subsequent year prosperous, and to be 
with them throughout the year; then the Brahmins are sufficiently paid for tbeir 
labors, and servants receive a present of some money, according to their rank; this 
day is celebrated by all classes of pwple—Banians, Parsecs, Maliomedans, &c. 
The first day of Kartkk Shoodh is Baliraj, the day of king Bali. This day 
Bali was sent to Fatal, or the lower region, by Visnnooi for his great merit. 
They also rise up very early in the morning, make the lights, clean tli* 
houses, wash tbeir bodies, and*^ fill a basket with dl the rags and rubbish in the 
house, pnta h’glited lamp over it, and throw it outside of the house, repeating tliese 
words, “Lot all the misery and troubles go, and tlie kingdom of Bali come.” After 
the ablution, the women make an image of Bali Rmah and worship it; presents are 
given to the Brahmins and other mendicants; and playing with dice is continued 
with greater ardour and spirit than ever. The 2nd day of Kartick ShoAdh is Varna 
.OioUtifa, which is commonly known by the name of lihavhij. This day Yama, the 
king of the infernal regions, wont to iiis sister to dine, and to propetuatc the memory 
<if this the Iliiidus must go to their sisters' houses and to' heir meal with them, and 
make them a present of some money or gold ornamcni . uud thus please the king, 
who will save them from the punishment of their .sins. 

Kahtick Ekadasiiku— is the eleventh day (in some years the fourteenth) of tlje 
light half of the month Kai'tik, and is celebrated iii honor of Vishnoo. On this day 
the god is supposed to rise from his slumber of fonr months—a fable which has 
reference to tliesuiiattho winter solstice.—Vide 22u(l November. 

Kaktick Poobnima— is the full moon of the month Kartik. On the fifteenth of 
this month, as well as of IMagh, Ashad, and Yaishak, each of wlticli day is called 
Dnnuma»ya Kuru" gifts to Brahmins are considered mdispcnsablv uecc.ssary. 
Shiva also is said to have gained. his vu-tory at this season over the monster 
TrifKKTOimora ."—Vide 2Gth' November. Kartik Shoudh Poornima, tlie fall moon 
in the month of Kartik, is called the Tree Fooru Soom, master <»f the tliree cities. 
This demon is said to have liccome so powerful that he defeated almost all the 
gods, and drove them out of their habitations; when they formed a levee, and 
wont to the abode of Shiva, and represented to him their grievances; 

who, after lending an ear to their pitiful supplication, comforted them by the 
assurance that the evil should be soon removed, and sent them back to tbe'ir res 
pective homes, lie accordingly made a car of the earth, the wheels of which were 
the sun and the moon. Biahma was chosen his cliariotecr, tlie mountain llymalia 
fbrmed his bow, and Wasnohy, the king serpent, his bowstring. Yislina himself 
became lii.s quiver. Thus equipped, Shiva rode himself in it, and destroyed the 
mighty giant after a .struggle. To perpetuate the memory of this great event, the 
women of'thc Hindus gel uj) very early in the irtpriiing'this daj', at about two 
o'clock, and wash themselves in cold water, and repair to tJte temple of Shiva, and 
worship his image. Afterwards they return home, and present a Brahmin with a 
lighted lamp, rpade cither of silver, copper, or bras.s, according to their ability, along 
with sonic fruits and dukshena, ii present in hard cash; this is called Dee^an, or 
prc.sent of a iauip. In tlic evouing an illumination is made in the temples of Shiva, 
and a pillar of stones hfiilt in front of all of them for this special occasion. A grand 
fair is also celebrated this day in honor of Walkeehwar, an image of Shiva at Mala¬ 
bar Hill. It i.s kept for thcco' days, when booths are erected, and shops are adorned 
with all kinds of articles by the people of all denominations. The Hindus, both the 
rich and poor. Brahmins and Slioodras, go there and worship the image of Shivn 
and buy sweetmeats and toys for their children. Some of the wealthy Hindui re¬ 
main there with their families for three or four days In the JDhannshdla, or inns 
built by them, but the poor return the same evening. During these days hundreds 
of rupees are speut in hiring conveyances, and purchasing sweetmeats and toys. 
Among the many other entertainments, gambling is not orefiooked, 
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BIUTU CEREMONIES. 

Different ceramoniea are prescribed by the Sbasters to be observed at the period 
of conception, and the different stages of pregnan^. ** JatkumC* is to be periormed 
at the bWh of the infant, and consists in giving it a drop of honey out of a golden 
spoon before dividing the navel string. Other rites are to be observed on naming 
the child twelve days after birth —on bringing him outside the house when three 
months old—on feeding him with the hand at six mouths—and, if a mele, on 
shaving his head at the agoof three years.' “ ' 

MARRIAGE CEREMONIES. 

Among Brahmins the male may be married at any time after the “ MoonJ” or 
investiture with the sacred thread, which is done within the age of eight years, 
and among other castes at any age. The female should not be teuJmars old, and 
her age must be less than that of her husband ; and she should I^HHirrlcd before 
the appearance of the signs of puberty. The Shastrees mention ^wht kinds of 
marriage, but only one is ol^rved by the '* higher castes,” named jSruhma, when 
the charges are st'veraily incurred by the fathers of the parties. Tbo principal 
marriage ceremonies aioung Brahmins are the ” Lugunputricka” or wilting by 
the Joshcc or Astrulogerof the names of the parties, and the day and hour at 
which tlie wedding is to take place ; the ** Su^tupwke!' or walking round a fire 
three times, at each time seven steps, and tying together the garments of the 
ppties, and the home or burnt ofTcring; alter which tlic contract is indissoluble. 
The girl is given away by her fatlier in his own house, in which it is usual for her 
to remain till the appearance of the signs of puberty, after wluch she proceeds to 
the residence of her I'atbcr-iii-law, where hor husband also resides, or to that of 
tlic latter, should it be otherwise. Particular months and junctions of the planets 
are prescribed for the celebration of marriages in different castes; os also the same 
castes in diflVrcnt countries have their peculiar cerTsmunies, whidi are too various 
to be described hero. The ” Phulsltolmn” is the peiformancc of certain ceremonies 
on the oconrrencu of the first mcastntous symptoms. 

DEATH CEREMONIES. 

On the death of a man. the performance of bis ftmeral obsequies (&'r»ya*,) and of 
the monthly and annual purificatory ceremonies, devolves on Ins heir. I'iie principal 
times for performing " Shratlh” are eleven days after death ; secondly, every 
month ; and thirdly, on the anniversary of death. Brahmins arc unclean for 
ten days aller the death of a illation,—the military class for twelve,—the mercantile 
for fifteen,—^and Shoodras for thirty. Among the Hindoos, generally, the body of 
the deceased is burnt, but that of un infant under two years of age is huried. Tho 
” Shradh” consists in the offering ofrice, flowers, water, &c., to the deceased and 
to his manes, in order to enable bis soul to ascend to the heaven of the Pitris, or 
great progenitors of the human race. 


MAIIOMEDAN FH.STIVALS. 

Rr.MZAi;N. — This Mnlionicdan fast commences each day througlinut the month 
of this name, w hen the first streak of light borders the eastern huri/.oii, and con ■ 
tinues until the stars arc clearly discerned in the heavens, During the whulo 

f ieriod not the slightest particle of food, not one single drop of water, nor any other 
iquid, passes the lips fiotn the dawn till the appesiauce of the stars in the even¬ 
ing. Each dayduring the fast is passed in occasiouaL,prayer, besides the usual 
iiamauz, and in reading the Koran or the lives of the prophels —'V'ide liUth July. 
The fast is first broken by a cooling draught called Zfumlhle, the same which is 
used in fevers. It is composed of seeds of lettuce, cucumber, aud melon, with 
coriander, all well pounded, and afterwarcU diluted with c<dd water} rose-water, 
sugar, syrup of pomegranate, aud kurat, are also added : the wliole preparation is 
matje in the zenanah, aud then drunk by basins full by true JtazriUiaur*. PluJu 
boiled rice, with dhie(suur-(‘urd), aud sugar forms the first morning’s repast of 
the Red : dried dates are eaten with it in icmembrame of the prophet’s family, 
whose greatest luxury was supposed to be the^dates of Arabia, 'ibe conclusion of 
the mouth Rumzauii is celebrated as an Etd or lestival, and is hailed writh great 
rejoicing and merriment, as a sort of reward for their severe abstinence. In e%’ery. 
house the same dainties are provided, every amurtment that can be thought of fa 
indulged in; the Nautch-womcn in the apartments of the gcntleucr, and tha 
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domence in lUoso of the kdies, are in ^eat request, the Zetianabs ring with 
festive songs : and all is life, joy, vheerfufiiess and cordiality, on this lost day of 
the Bunixauii, wlicii the lady of the mansion sits in slate to receive luiazurs from 
inferiors, and to grant favors to others. 

Eki>.—' liie followers of Mahomed daim to "be the descendants of Abraham 
through his son Islimaei, who, they aver, was chosen os the otfering to the Almighty, 
and not Isaac, thus ditfering from the belief of the Jews and Christians, and sun- 
jiortiiig their assertions by traditions which they deem conclusive evideniv on the 
subject, in opfiOHitiou to the authority of the Bible. The offering thus made to 
heaven is annually commemorated by the sacrifice of particular miimals, such as 
camels, sheep, gouts, kids, or lambs, according to each person's means, and answ'ers 
tlic double purpose of honoring the memory of Abraham and Ishroael, and also as- 
sisllng to a mejM in a time of ji^-eat need. The followers of Mahomed believe that 
the entranca|||bjl*aradi8e is guarded by a bridge made of a scythe, or some such 
et]ually sharj^^tmment, auording a prccariouH and unstable footing. To enable 
tliein, therefore, to (mss without danger, they believe that the number of animals 
they have samiicedat the feast of Ecd will be present to lend their aid to help them 
over in safety. 

Ei n Kouu.\k.—I n commemoration of Abraham offering up Isaac, hut in Ma- 
liomedan estimation Istimncl; and this is the day on Avhich they annually i>erfonn 
the Iliij at Mecca.—Vide *25th September, 

MoiiURKii'M.—A celebrated mourniiig fiMitival, held annually, in remembrance of 
the iirst martyrs of the Mussulmans—Ilassein and Hosseiu—the eldest sons of 
I'atimii and All, from whom the whole race of the Syuds have generated, ll.^-ssein 
was (toisoned by an emissary of the usurping (.'alipha, and llossciu, the last victim 
of the de.Me{>nd(tnts of the pru])het’.s family to the king izeed’s fury, aiiirered a 
ennd death, after the most severe trials, onthc plain of / fxdhi, on the tenth ilay 
of the Arabian inuiilh Mohumnn, theannlversniy ofwhic j catastrophe is suleimn/ed 
with the most devoted zeal, llusscin and lio.s.suiu were, as abi>vc stated, tin two 
sons of Ali, by ills cousin h'atiuio, the dnnglitcr of Mahomed ; and after the murder 
of their father by the euiiirivarnes ot the (kl)])ha, tiny witli their tuinilies lemoved 
from Slnui'n the cai>ital, to Medina. After residing lliere for sevcrnl years, tho 
pcOiJe of iSV(oa'», being tired of king Yiizeed's tyruiiuiciil rule, invited Uo.s.seju to 
return to the cupilal and take up iiis latvful right us lannuin (Leader of the Faith-- 
ful.) Before accepting this invitation, llo.ssein sent Moslem, his ctHisin, a.s a nios- 
sciiger, to repnit the true state of affairs to him ; but on his arri\ulwith his two 
soiKs at he WU.S seized by order of king Ynzood, and cast from a prc<‘ij)icc, 

and lii.<s tuo innocent sous vere barbiivoii.-ily murdered, for the sake <»f the icward 
otlcied for their luiaiis. 'Phis forms the subject of the ten days' lii'wailing during tlio 
Moliurruui. The Mahonieitan.s arc divided into distinct sects, culled the Mieaa 
iind the tSuonics. 'J'lie former believe Ali and ln.s descendimts to be, the lawful Jeud- 
cis after Mahomed, and the latter are (lersuaded that the Calij*has, its Aboubnker, 
Oiner, Ae., arc the only loaders to be aei'veditcfl—hence (jnarrels, aiiimositie.s, 
and dislikes aie hoiuxled iqi, to bo avenged during the Molmrniti). The festival 
begin.« on the first day of the moon (Molmrnun). 'razias, (a term signifying grief, 
and applied to a icpie&cntnfion of the Mausoleum oicf ted over the lemaiits of 
Amam llossciii at Knrbulhi,) made of ivory, ebony, saiidal-wnod, eednr, and .oouic 
wrought in silver filigree, and indeed of every variety of mate-rial from pine silver 
to bamlioo and paper, according to the rank and vve'alth ot the iwirty, are ex¬ 
hibited in eveiy direction, and conveved in procession through the streets. Mourn¬ 
ing assemblies aie held morning ami evening, in the Liiuiuiii Barrahs, during the 
Alohurruin, and the hmd jiriest or preacher recites a eubjeet for each day’s service, 
from the various hooks coiiiposod on the .sulijcct descriptive of the life and suf- 
ferings of Has.'iein anil Hossciii. The Murseeah, a poetical coiu|wsitioii of great 
merit, and embracing all the subjects they meet to commemornte, is chaimted with 
great efl'ect : the namea of their lawful leaders are recounted with blessings, and 
tlial of their usurpers, the Uuliphas, vv'ith curses. Then comes the proc-ession of 
i)h«l ObulJ, the nameuf Mosscifi’s horse killed at Kiirballo, bcaiitifirily caparisoned ; 
and tlnally the Tazius are deposited with funeral rites in the public burial grounds, 
when the Mohurrmn ceases,until the return of another year. The taboot i.s a 
slight Iramework of bamboo, in the shape of a mausoleum, covered and ornamented 
wi th coloured paper and tinsel, and is designed to represent the mausoleum built 
over the lemains of the slaughtered Hossein. They vary considerably in size and 
appearance, according to the taste and ability of those who build them. In some 
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of ihetn are the repreiientation of the tomb of Haamin and Hoaaein. Before these ta> 
iMtuta incense is burned, and various other rites are also performed. The taboots, it 
is said, are peculiar to India. They, of course, are not meationed in the Koran, and 
they are not built either by tlie inhabitants of Persia or Arabia. Many Maho- 
modans regard them with strong disapprobation. In Bombay the larger .portion 
of the Mahoniedans n^te in buildiDg the taboots. These are token out, and, ac« 
complied with music cmied in procession Uirongh the Bhendy Baaaar, firoin 
midnight of the ninth antU three o’clock of themamuig of the tenth day, and firoin 
two to six o’clock, on the afternoon of the same day, on Uieir way to the beach on 
Back Bay, where the greater part of the talioots, oner being stripped of wliatevar 
was possessed of valuo, are cast into the sea. The practice of building taboots 
seems to be losing ground in Bombay, a portion of those who formerly united itt 
this having adopted the views of those opposed to those tilings. The Indian 
M^oinedans, who do not unite in building the taboots, are oKcustomed to go on 
this occasion to the moMues for flve successive evening to listen to the account of 
the death of Uossein. Their demonstrations of grief^ however, are not caual to 
those of the Moguls and Persians, who, while listening to the recital, weep aloud, 
and smite violently upon their breasts. These we accustomed to meet at the 
Masjid, a little to the c^t of the Aiuoricon Mission Chapel, near the Bahoola tank, 
in Mirza Mahomed Ali Khan street. In Bombay tiiere is, strictly spewing, no 
representation of the battle which was fought previous to the death of Uossein. 
Some two or three horsemen, bearing flags, enter the large yard adjoining the 
Emaum Baroh, with loud wailings, and are followed by two horses caparisoned, to 
represent those which were for the use of the (kllen Hosaeln. Oae person on horse¬ 
back, with a long sword ap{MirentIy run through the head, and covered with blood, 
joins in the wailings. ^ A female infant in deep mourning, sitting at the door of u 
small mausoleum, which is carried on the shoulders of men, constantly casts ashes or 
cut straw ufion her bead, in token of grief. These pass round in it circle, accompanied 
or followed by a company on foot, who beat upon their breasts, crying, “ Hai 
Hassoin, hoi llaasein.’’ Iwmetimes a person represented in a dying states hw body 
covered with wounds and blood, and darts and daggers mn into it, is carried about 
in tlie procession. The whole is, indeed, a strange exhibition, fitted toexcifo in the 
mind ot the enlightened .spectator mingled feelings of pity, wonder, and grief. 
We are not sufilcieutly informed to give an accurate account of all that occurs on t^is 
occasion. It would seem that this festival is now celebrated witli lese eflbrt and 
than foriueriy. It is apparently bccomi^ more and more a farce. The 
gincf is (Ionbtlcs.s for the most part feigned. The decline of the peculiar zeal of 
the Mahomedaus must necessarily lead them to enter into these with less spirit.

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ADMINISTBATIOlff OP THE ANGLO-INDIAN aOVEBNMENT 

UNDEB THE CHABTEB. 

CFrom Mac^egor's Cmmereiai Tariffs.) 

Gharp;es of maladministration hare frequently^ aometimes justly, been 
made against the liritish authorities in India. Let ua, however, cotu- 

J iare the acta of the monarchical and republican government of 
^^urope, with the Indian administration, under a simple court of direc¬ 
tors, consisting, generally, of men brought up as merchants, or as the 
civil, military, or naval servants of the Company, and we must honestly 
acknowledge that the genertd conduct of the latter appears in a superior 
character. At one time the Company's ileets were powerful enough to 
combat all other fleets except those of England, France, Spain, and 
Holland; and from the date of the Battle of Trafalgar, the navy of 
England only continued more powerful until the charters of 1813 and 
1833 provided that tlic East India Company should cease to carry on 
trade. 

It is, at the same time, true that circumstances attendant on, and 
consequent to, the mere existence of the Company, on being once esta¬ 
blished at all, OB the possessors of territory in India, have been nccom- 

{ laniod by acts which nothing but self-preservation could well justify, 
)ut which we can only condemn, on the ground that territorial occupa¬ 
tion, from the first, was not to be defended. But, however virtuoua 
such abnegation might have Iraen, we could not have expected a spirit of 
self-denial, which would rqjoct territorial possession, on Uie part of 
merchant adventurers, and of the courageous and intelligent officers, 
and of the hardy seamen and soldiers, who sailed to India, since the days 
of Elixabetb, from motives than the spirit of bold en^prise, the ambi¬ 
tion for glorious achievements, and the prospects of gairtnil commerce. 

Nor, we contend, was it to be desired by those who wished for the 
progress of man in civilisation, that Europeans should have abstained 
h'om settling, or acquiring territory and authority in India; and, not¬ 
withstanding all that we may justly deprecate in the progress of Euro¬ 
peans in the East, we do believe tnat the Hindoos, and their Mahom- 
medan oppressors, have, by the presence of British power in India, 
avoided omamities, from the intestine wars of their princes and chiefr, 
which would have been infinitely more destructive end cruel than those 
that have occurred since the first assumption of power, in Hindustan, by 
the East India Company. 

That there has been left undone mudb good which might have been 
practical, we admit. But, considering all the operations of the Com¬ 
pany in those vast regions, flie government, the institutions, civil and 
military, which that association has establudied and maintained, their 
deeds will ever be, historically, the astonishment, and wonder, and ad¬ 
miration of mankind. 
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We are, npon principle, opposed to all exclusive privileges. But it is 
impossible not to acknowled^ that,'without the power of association, and, 
lor a long time, of exclusive privileges, the Anglo-Indian enij>irc never 
could have been founded, and, certainly, comd not have aequired its 
pennanence and its power, 

The charter of 1813 abolished most of these exclusive privileges ; and 
the charter of 1833 terminated the commercial functions of the Com- 
jisuiy-—functions which, though for a very long period almost alisnliitely 
necessary, were, however, not profitable. By the charter of 1813 the 
intercourse with India was opened to ships not less than 330 tons, from 
certain British ports, where suiricicnt intercourse should be established, 
to the then ports of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay. The restrictions as 
to the tonnage were abolished in 1823. The exclusive trade of the Com¬ 
pany to China was continued until 1833. The charter willfully explain 
the privileges which then ceased; before which period no hluropean 
could settle in India, nor proceed ten miles into the interior, except with 
tlic consent of the Company. The separation of Upper India from Ben¬ 
gal, under the name of the Agra Government, or fourth presidency, was 
carried into effect contrary to the recommendation of Lord Willwm 
Bentinck. The Agra Government has since been re-annexed, under the 
style of the North-West Provinces, to the Presidency of Bengal. See 
** Kevenue Statistics, &c. &c. of the North-W 3t Provinces,” (by Colonel 
Sykes.) 

The liast India Company, by an cxtraord.nary combination of politi¬ 
cal, military, and fiscal admmi.stration, has maintained native armies, 
native revenues, and commanded chielly by European officei’s. 
The ecclesiastical institutions in Indio, the colleges of the Company at 
Addiscombe and Ilailcybury, the institutions, the colleges, and the 
schools of ibe Company in nearly all parts of India, have all been esta¬ 
blished on foundations of the moat creditable liberality, tolerance, and 
intelligence. Q’he details of these will be found instruertive and inter¬ 
esting. Thu PresSf also, has, during late years, made meritorious progress. 

The following brief view of the executive and administrative autho¬ 
rities under which tlie Anglo-Indian Empire is possessed, governed, and 
administered, is ncccs.<sary, in order that the British power in lmli.% and 
the means of developing the vast resources of that empire, may be, in a 
general view, comprehended ;— 

Whoever enters the tw’o unpretending house.*!,—the one in an obscure, 
dirty lane in Westminster, and the otlier at nearly tlie extreme eiul of 
the City of London,*—may well marvel at the acts and deeds of the 
Anglo-Saxons in Asi.a. Tnousands of private houses, in the kingdom, 
arc far more coiuinodions and suj>erb than the edifice called “ the ofiice,” 
where the affairs <tf India are controlled. And if we enter the dark pas¬ 
sage.** of another “ ofiice,” where the whole East Indian «lirec- 
tion holds its boards and councils, we find the supreme head of that im- 
|»erial direction sitting, in moclcst simplicity, within a little, dark, 
octagon room; and here and there, within the same gloomy edifice, 
wo are, on inquiry, presented to the individual directors, in their res¬ 
pective little, ul-lfghted nooks. 

Such arc the loci within which arc decided tlic disposal or annexa¬ 
tion of kingdoms and states ; and whetlier mouavchs and princes are 
to be ollowed to rule nominally by sufi^oge; or be conquered, or allowed 
to 1 ‘otire from power, on a pension. In one of the.‘'e olhees the directors 
initiate, and in the other the sovereign, by her commissioners, approves 
of, those who arc appointed the governors-goneral, wlio, in India, hold 
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suvorcigii rule, and \rIiosc courts display iin^rial magiulicencc and 
military splendour ; the governors of presideneies, the eommandur>iu> 
chief of a mighty arm v, and the generals under him. ^ XliO Crown ait-^ 
iK)ints the judges of tlic supreme 'courts at the presidencies, and tho 
bishops who consecrate the places of Christian worship, and who confirm 
young Christians in Hindustan, ordain ministers, &c. In these offices, 
also, tho deliberations have taken place which have decided on l4io aug" 
mentatum of armies and fleets ; and the adoption or framing of eom- 
nieretal and fiscal systems ; and here, also, have the orders been given 
which have sent aruiics to Afighanistan, and the fleets and military ibrees 
which have l)attered the cities, and humbled the power and pride, of 
Celestial Chwu. 

Vet, notwithstanding those great powers, and the still more wondor- 
ful suc'ccss which has attended the exercise of such extensive authority, 
we have neither heard, nor read of, nor seen individuals in place or 
power, or as mere merchants, so thoroughly unpretending, and in social 
life less obtrusive than have been, and arc, tho East Indian directors Lu 
London. 


THE COURT OF DIRECTORS. 

Tins court and its chairman constitute an oxccutivc body; the mom- 
bci s of wliicli are the representatives of the proprietors of tho capital 
stock of the Company—viz. 6,000,000/. sterling, divided among about 
3600 projirietors. 

The adiuinislration of Indian affairs will appear involved in all the 
clangers and misrule of despotism, if we merely consider that iiie posses¬ 
sion and government of Inula is represented only by a capital of nearly 
six millions, and that the constituency of that vast emjiire is vested in 
3600 persons, a majority of whom never take uuy^ interest in tho elec¬ 
tion of directors. If wo reflect also that the constituency, limited ns it 
is, may be still further reduced in numbers by a fcAV rich proprietors, 
Avho would aspire to power, purchasing the stock of several small pro¬ 
prietors, in order to constitute eligibility to additional votes in tlie sumo 
rich proprietor; and that there are usually above 200 proiirietors who 
do not possess their stock long enough to jiossoss votes, and about 400, 
whose stock being under JOO/., hare no right to vote at all. The actual 
number of votes is estimated at little, if above, 2000. Women, posses¬ 
sing .sufficient stock, have a right to vote, and the very agents of forcigu 
potentates, though aliens, may purchase stock to any amount they can 
pay for, and vote within the prescribed limits—the maximum number of 
voles exercised by any individual being four. 

The directors arc certainly invested wiUttConsIdcrablc powers i and 
although those have politically and Icgall]^ been subjected to restriction, 
throu^ the Hoard of Control, by the ministers of the Crown, yet we 
are bound to say that powers so extensive have, probably, never iu the 
history of the world been, on the whole, more judiciously exercised. 

The capital stock of the Company, namely, 6,000,000/. sterling, was 
some time ago stated to have then lieen divided among 8379 proprietors, 
33 of whom had four votes ; 34, three ; 347, two ; 1434, one; and 221- 
only 300/. stock: the latter are not qualified to vote, but may debate on 
any Indian question ; 396 who held stock under 3007, were- not (jualified 
to vote or speak, and 220 had not held their stuck a sufficiently long 
time to entitle them to vote. A proprietor possessing not less than 
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1000?. has one vote ; 3000Z., two; 6000/., three ; and of 10,000?. and up¬ 
wards, four votes, The stock must be horn Jide the proprietor’s fbr 
twelve months to enable him to vote, excepting in cases of bequest, 
marriage, &c.; this regulation was adbpted to prevent coUnsive transfers 
of stot;K. By a recent classificarion the gent^, bankers, merchants, 
traders, ship-owners, shopkeepers, Ac., held 1836 Votes ; women, 43 *, 
officers in the king’s and East India Company’s army, 222 ; the clergy, 
86 ; officers in the royal navy, 28 ; medical men, 19; nobility, 20, The 
proprietors meet os a comrt re^larly every quarter, and specially when 
convened to discuss special business. The powers vested In the court of 
primrietors are—^the election of qualified proprietors as representatives 
to form a court of directors; to appoint a committee to frame bye-laws 
for the^ regulation of the Company ; to control the salaries or pensions 
exceeding 200Z. a-year, or gratuities above 000?.; to confer pecuniary re¬ 
wards on any oriental statesman, warrior, or others, a^ve the latter 
named sum, sulriect, however, to the confirmation of the Board of Con¬ 
trol; to demand copies of public documents to be laid before it for dis¬ 
cussion and consideration. The chairman of the court of directors is 
ex-officto chairman of the court of proprietors. Debates arc conducted 
much as in Parliament, and all questions are'decided by show of hands, 
division, or ballot. Elections are decided by baUot. 

The court of directors consists of twenty ‘bur gentlemen, qualified 
according to an act of Parliament, which pi . •/ides that each must be a 
natural born or naturalised subject of Oicat Britain ; possessed of 
2000?. stock. He cannot be a director of the Bank of England or the 
South Sea Company ; and he shall be liable to be removeaif he should 
promote his own, or the elcv’ation of any other director, by promises of 
a-eward, collusive transfer of stock, or payment of travelling expenses, 
receive any pecuniary or other rcniiuieration whatever, for any appoint¬ 
ment In his gift or patronage as a director. Six directors retire annually 
by rotation, and are re-cligible after twelve months. The proprietors 
have every four years the power to reject such directons as they deem 
unfit for that office. The court of directors elect from their own body 
a chairman and deputy-chairman annually, and who go out by rotation, 
meet once a week; thirteen Ibrni a court, and all questions are decided bv 
ballot, if demanded. 

ThoDirertorj.ibr their services and responsibilities, have only a sala¬ 
ry each of 300?. a-year—a most paltry amount! They have, however, 
patronise, which tliey might abuse, and turn to their pecuniary advan¬ 
tage. But the efficiency of their appointments free them from this im¬ 
putation. 

When the number of apjMintments to tbc offices of eadets, writers, 
and assistant surgeons for year arc ascertained, the whole are divid¬ 
ed into twenty-eight equal parts, of which two are allotted to the chair¬ 
man and deputy chairman,—to the president of the Board of Control 
t.wu, and to each director one. 

The ^urt of Directors are divided into three committees, which sit 
aMhe India House; via., 1. The Committee of Finance and Home 
Ajffain, eight directors ; 2. Political and MilUary Affairs gf India^ seven 
directors; 3. Revenue^ Judicial^ and JjcgisUitive^ seven directors. 

• t papers received from abroad or from parties 

in the United Kngdom come, in the first instance, to the secretary’s 
office at the East India House. The despatches are referred by the 
chairs to the officci s whose duty it is to prepare answers. The draft k 
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prepared upon an examination of tJie documenta, and st^bmitted to tbe 
cfafura; it b then bi*otight before ita apbrrariate committee to be ap- 

{ )roved or alteredt ^d then laid before the Court of Directors. After it 
IBS passed the Court of Directors, the dmit b transmitted to the Board 
of Control, which b empowered to make alterations,'but to return it 
within a limited time^ with die reasons assigned for the alterations, if anj^ 
shall have been made. Freviousljr to the draft being laid l^ore either 
committee bj the chairs, it b usually submitted to the president of the 
Board of Control, in the shape of what b called a previous communica¬ 
tion, between the presidrat and the chfdrs, in which sta^ alterations^ 
contmning the original views of the president, are made, draft be? 
iiig returned to toe chairman, he li^s it, either with or without the fd- 
terations, as he may sec fit, before the committee. The draft, when ap¬ 
proved of by the committ^ b submitted to the court, or it m^ be re¬ 
lented, altered, or approved. It is then officially sent to Board of 
Control, who make such alterations Us they judge expedient, and return 
it to the court, with their reasons for die same. Against these altera¬ 
tions the court may make a representation to the Board of Control, who 
have frequently modified the alterations. If the board decline to do so, 
they state the same to the court, and desire the draft may be sent in the 
form of a despatch out to India, agreeably to the tenor of the act of par¬ 
liament. In the event of refusal, three judges of the Court of Queen's 
Bench may finally decide os to the legality oi bhe board's order. 

Tux SucBXT Committee. —^By die act of 17iB4 and of 183S, the direc¬ 
tors are to appoint a Se&ret Committee^ which alone are authorised to 
forward to India all despatches which, in the opinion of the Board of Con¬ 
trol, should be secret, and the subjoci matter of which can only be 
divulged by pernibsion of the boora. The committee consists of three 
members of the Court of Directors, chosen by the court generally, who 
usually select the chairman, deputy chairman, and the senior member, 
who take the oath of secrecy, as prescribed by the act. Their offieera 
are also sworn to secrecy; and no one b employed in transcribing secret 
despatches without the permbsion of the boara. The board b empower¬ 
ed by law to bsuc, through the Secret Committee, orders and instructions 
on all matters relating to war, peace, or negotiations of treaties with the 
states of India, and the Secret Committee b bound to transmit such order 
to India without delay. The Secret Committee has no legal p^er to re¬ 
monstrate against such orders, provided ^ey rebto to the subjects above 
named. This committee, in communications upon seci^i despatches with 
the Board of Control, has often arranged, by mutual understanding, al¬ 
terations in previous orders or instructions; but with regard to des¬ 
patches sent down to the Secret Committee in respect to other do^otch- 
es, the committee b not empowered to nttho representations thereon to 
the Board of Control, whose orders are craclusive. The sij^atures of 
the three members of thb committee are necessary to insure obedienco 
to the orders conveyed by them to the Company's servants, with whom 
the Board of Control has no direct correspondence. 

The president, two secretaries, and assistant-secretary and clerks of 
the Board of Control ore paid by the Bast India Company, for which the 
fixed sum of 20,0001. per annum b tfioited. The establishment at the 
Indb House b maintained also at the expense of the Company, and con¬ 
sists of the chmrman, deputy carman, and other directed and the of¬ 
ficers of the following respective departments and committees into which 
the Court of Directors b divided, tW despatch of btuwcss, viz 


First—Sbcretahy’s Department, with seCrctaTy and doputyst'* 
crctary, and sub-divided into five branches, viz, 1. Minuting and Corres- 
pandit^, with an asHistnut-sccrctary and six clerks, and a clerk of the 
JBuyittg Dpmrtnusnt ; two clerks in charge of Evclegiastical liegistrationsf 
&c.; a clerk of the College Department, and u clerk of Correeporuience re-' 
lative to vegetable productions of India. 2. Account^ branch, with an 
assistant-secretary and twelve clerks. 3. Pap branch, with an assistant- 
secretary and five clerks. 4. Audit branch, with an assistant-secretary 
and six clerks. 5 Marine branch, with an assistant-secretary and three 
clerks, and a superintendejd and assistant of extra clerk. 

Seconp — The Examiners' Department, with chief and assistant- 
examiner, and two assistants, fifteen clerks, and registrar and ossistant- 
remstrar of book office. 

Tuiju>— Military Department, with secretary, and assistant-se¬ 
cretory and eight clerks, inspector and sub-inspector of military stores. 

Keccntly an independent department has been established for the col¬ 
lection of statistical inibrmatiun, consisting of a cliief, his assistant, and 
a clerk. 

There is, besides, a standing counsel and solicitor, librttrian, who is also 
Sanscrit professor at C)xfnrd,keepcr of the Asiatic museum, geographer, 
examining physician, inspector-surgeon for invalid seamen and soldier.^, 
examiner of veterinary medicines and instruments for India, chaplain 
and surgeon of Poplar Hospital, clerk ofthi vorks, door-kcc)>ers, &c. 
There i.s a hospital ibr invalids at Poplar, a depot for recTuits at War- 
ley, in Essex, with a colonel-commandant and second in command,* a 
major, a captain and a paymaster, adjutant captain, lieutenant, and 
surgeon. 


THE HOAKD OF CONTROL. 

This department originated with Mr, Pitt, and by act of parliament 
was styled The Hoard of Commissioners fur Controlling the Affairs of 
India ” b»it, like the Board of Trade, it is no board in its administra¬ 
tive functions ; and, thereibre, its imnic is a fiction, and it in reality and 
absolutely is, in conjunction with the chairman and directors of the East 
India Company, in Leadenhall-street, a department of state, with very 
extraordinary jiowcrs, and the president is, lor all intents and purposes, 
a sccrctal^ of state Ibr the afi'airs of India, with his parliamentary under¬ 
secretaries, assistant-socrctarics, and dcpoi'tmcntal clerks. No commis¬ 
sion, wu believe, cvei' sits ; although, like the Board of Trade, the other 
three secretaries of state, w'ith some additional members of the govern¬ 
ment, are dc jure members of this commission, or committee. 

TJie Boai*d of Control is presumed to over-rule tlio political govern¬ 
ment of India, and also the fitfeimcial expenditure of the civil and mili¬ 
tary departments of the Company. The political decisions arc chieily 
communicated to India by the president of the Boai'd of Control, through 
the three secret directors of the Company. A power which may be both 
justified and denounced j a power, when exercised with sound judg¬ 
ment, which impai'ts vigour and practicability to the administration of 
India ; but which, in the absence of political wisdom and enei'gy, may 
inirolve evil con.‘>equences that may be fatal to the whole Anglo-Indian 
empire. This board, or rather through it her Majesty’s ministers, have 
the appointment of judges, bishops, and the officers of the royal forces in 
India; but tlie Court of Directors name the governor-general and go- 
voi nors, Jjut the nominations require to be approved of by her Majesty’s 



government. The court usually chooses the royal eommandcr-in-cliift' 
in India, and the royal commander!)'iu-chief at the dijSbreut |irei)idcu> 
cies, to command their own armies. 

The Board is divided into six departments, viz., Accounts, Kovenuc, 
Judicial, Militai^, Secret and Political, and Foreign and Public. 

1. The AccomtaM'a Department —To examine the accounts of the 
finances at home and abroiw { control the correspondence between the 
Court of Directors and the Indian governments, in tho departments of 
finance, and mints, and coinage; also occasional correspondence in 
most of the other departments of the Company's ailairs requiring ca]cu> 
lation, or bearing a financial character. 

2. The Iteoenue Department. —IVincipally revision of despatches pro¬ 
pped to be sent to the several govcrunients of India, reviewing the de¬ 
tailed proceedings of those governments, ami of ull the subordinate re¬ 
venue authorities, in connexion with the adjustmtmt of the land assess¬ 
ments, the realisation of the rovenue so assessed, and the general opera¬ 
tion of the revenue regulations on the condition of the people, (ind tho 
improvement of the country. Besides the laud revenue, the detailed 
proceedings of the local authorities in the salt, opium, and custom de¬ 
partments, come under periodical revision. 

3. The Judicial De/nirtmcnt. —^Examination of all correspondence be¬ 
tween the Court of Directors and the local giiverninenls, on subjects 
connected with the administration of .civil and crimtnul justice and 
police in the interior of India, such us the constitution of % ariou.s 
courts, the state of business in them, the conduct and jirocecdings ol'llie 
judges, and all propo.sals and suggestions which, from time to time, conic 
xinder discussion, with the view of applying remedies to acknowledged 
defects. 

The royal courts at the three presidencies are not subject to the au¬ 
thority of tho Court of Directoi’s, or of the Board of Control; but any 
correspondence which takes place in relation to the appointment or re¬ 
tirement of the judges of those courts, or to their proceedings (including 
papers sent home for submission to tho king in council, reconiinenda- 
tions of pardon, &c.), passes tlirough this department. 

4. The Military Department —Attention to any alterations which 
inny be made in the allowances, organisation, or numbers of the Indian 
army at the three presidencies ; to the rules and regulations aflcctiiig tlio 
difiereut branches of the service ; to the general .slatlj comprehending 
the adjutant and quartermaster-gencrars deportment; the commissariat 
(both army and ordnance) ; the pay, building, surveying, and clothing 
departments; and, in fact, to every branch of Indian ^ministrutiou 
connected with tlie Company’s army. It also embraces so much of the 
proceedings, with respect to the king’s troms, as relate to the charge of 
their maiutenance in India, recruiting them trom this country, and the 
(leriodical reliefs of regiments. 

5. The iiccrct^ Political^ and Foreign Department —Examines all 
communications from or to tho local gbvommonts, respecting their rela¬ 
tions with the native chiefs or states of India, or with foreign Europeans 
or Americans. It is divided into the following branches:— 

I. The Secret department, containing the correspondence between 
the Indian govcrnnicnts and the secret committee of the Court of Direc¬ 
tors. Under the provisions of the act of I’arliament, such confidential 
communications as, in the opinion of the local governments, require se¬ 
crecy arc addi'essed by them to the secret committee. Any directiuus,

also to the local governments, relating to war or negotiation, which, in 
the judgment of the Board of CkintroT, require secrecy, are signed by the 
secret committee; and the local governments are bound to obey those 
directions in the same manner as li' they were signed by the whole body 
of directors. 

]I. The Political department, comprising all correspondence not ad¬ 
dressed to the secret committee, or sent through that committee to the 
local govommeuts, respecting the native chip's or states with whom 
those governments are in alliance or communication, or whose i^aurs are 
under their political superintendence, or who are in the receipt of pecu- 
stipends in lieu of territory. 

111. The Foreign deportment, including all correspondence relating 
to communications between the local governments and the several foreign 
Europeans who have settlements in India or the eastern islands; and 
embracing, in fact, all the proceedings of the local governments in rela¬ 
tion to foreign Europeans or Americans resorting to India. 

The proceedings of the local governments, with respect to their resi¬ 
dents and political agents, and to any other officers and their respective 
establishments, through whom communications with native states and 
(diiefs, or with foreigners, may be maintained, arc also reported in the 
several departments in which those officers are respectively employed. 

C. The Public Department .—The husirress of wis dcpai’tinent com¬ 
prises the examinatiou of all despatches to and i im India upon Commer¬ 
cial or Fcdesiaatical subjects, and oftliose whit h, bmng of a miscellane¬ 
ous character, are distinguisliod the general appellation of “ Fublic.'* 
The commerciol and ecclesiastical de.spatches, which are considered as 
forming two branches of correspondence, distinct from the “ Public,” are 
united with the latter in the same department, only on account of the 
convenience of that arrangement, with reference to the (hstributiou of 
business in the establishment of the Board of Control. 

The ]*uhlic correspondence comprises ail those despatches which do 
not belong s{>ccilicully to any of the branches of correspondence hither^ 
enumerate<l. They relate to the education of the natives and of the 
civil servants ; to the appointment of writers, and of the civil service 
generally, and to their allowances ; to the several compassionate funds ; 
to the grant of licenses to reside in India; to the press ; to public build¬ 
ings ; to the Indian navy and the marine department; to the aflairs of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore, Malacca, and St. Helena ; and to 
various tnisccllaiicous subjects. Sumo of these, being closely connected 
with the business of other departments, ore reported upon in them, al¬ 
though the whole pass through, and are recorded in, the public depart¬ 
ment'. 

The Ecclenafttieal despatches contain cv^ thing relating to the ap¬ 
pointment of chaplains, archdeacons, and bishops; to their allowances; 
to then’ conduct; to the building and repair of churches, or other places 
used for public worship ; and to all (questions respecting the affairs of the 
churches of England and Scotland in India, or that of Borne, so far as 
public provision is nmdc for its maintenance. 

Any ]>apcrs treating of ecclesiastical or miscellaneous topics, though 
they are not despatches to or from India, are likewise recorded and re¬ 
ported u(H>n in this department. 

The expense of the Board of Control to the Company is about 30,000/. 
a-year. 
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CIVIL SERVICE OF THE EAST INDIA COMPANY. 

AppotirrMfiKTS to tbe civil service of the East India Company arc in 
tite gift of the Presidmit of the Board of Control imd 'individual members 
of the Court of Directory, who have the power of nominating students to 
the college at UiuleybdrT} where oifioers in this department of the public 
service must be educated: persons are eligible whose age is not less than 
seventeen or more than tw^y^one years.; provided they have not been 
dismissed the army or navy, or expelled any place of pui>lio instruction. 

Tlie parent or guardian of every candidate must address the ibllowiug 
letter to the nominating director

The above certificate and declaration are tolie annexed to the peti¬ 
tion to be written by the candidate, who must skn a declaration there¬ 
on, thiit he has read these printed instioictions. The same decoration is 
to be signed by the parent, guardian, or near relation of the candidates 
respectively. 

QmUJicutiom for Ailmmion in the College ,—Candidates will be inter¬ 
rogated in an open committee os to their character, connexions, and 
((iiuliflcations. The nature of the interrogation may be known on ap- 
l>lieation to tiic clerk of the college department, at the India House. 

Each candidate shall prodvee testimonials of good moral conduct, from 
the superior of the institution Avhere educatial, or his private instructor, 
iiaving refiH’cnee to the two years immediately preceding his presenta¬ 
tion fur admission. 


Each candidate shall be examined in the Four Gospels of the Greek 
Testament, of which he must possess a competent knowledge, and also 
I)c able to rimdcr into English some jmrtion of one of the following Greek 
authors :—Homer, Herodotus, Xenophon, Thucydides, Sophocles, or 
Euripides ; and of one of the following Latin authors :—Livy, Terence, 
Cicero, .'J’acitus, Virgil, or Horace ; and this part f the examination will 
include questions in ancient history, geography, iid philosophy. Each 
candidate shall also be examined iu English hist c'y and geography, the 
common rules of arithmetic, vulgar and decimal fractious, the first four 
books of Euclid, and the first part of I’liley’s “ Evldeiieosof Christiauity." 
{Superior attainments in one of the above departments of literature or 
science shall, at the discretion of tlie eximiiners, be considered to com¬ 


pensate for comparative ilcficicTiey in otlier qualifuaitious. 

'Fhe oxaraiuations are held at the East India House, half-yearly, in 
the months of .Tiimiary niul .fiily. 

'J’he East India Collkgc at IlAn.KYiniBT has its visitor, the Right 
Reverend the Lord Bishop of Loudon for the time being ; its principal ; 
its professors, namely, European department—classics, mathenmtics, his¬ 
tory and political eimnomv, law; Oriental department—Hindi, lliu- 
doostani, and Muharatti; Arabic and Persian, Sancrit and Tcloogoo. 

The terms of arlmission for students arc one hundred guineas per an¬ 
num ea<“h ; a moi<;ty to be i)aid at the commencement of c'acli tei-m, 
besides the oxjiense of books and stationery. Students to provide them¬ 
selves with a table-spoon, tea-spoon, knife and silver fork, half a dozen 
towels, tea-equipage, and a looking-glass ; also, with not loss than two 
pair of sheets, two pillow-cases, and two breakfast cloths. Ten giune.os* 
to bo jiaiil on leaving college by each student, for the use of the library. 

The course of study pursued atr this college embraces the Latin and 
Greek classics, aneit'iit and modern history, political economy, jurispru- 
ileiiee, and the Hindi, lliudoostanl, Mnhratti, Arabic, Persian, Sanscrit, 


and Teloogou laugusiges. 

All time, not exceeding two years hona fide, spent in the college in the 
regular course of education, after a student has attained the age of se¬ 
venteen years, is considered as time passed in India, and reckons in his 
qualification for certain places and emoluments. 

A student publicly cx]>cllcd will not be admitted into the Company’s 
civil or military service in India, or into the Company’s Military 
ISeminai'y. 
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The college terms are ft9 follovrs the first commences January li), 
and ends June 30; and the second commences September 10, and entU 
December 16, in each year. 

The students are to provide themselves with proper academical habits. 

to the Service .—No person can bo appointed to the civil 
service whose age is less than eighteen or more than twenty-throe years, 
nor until hts has resided four terms, at least, in the college, and obtained 
a certificate of having conformed to the statutes and regulations. 

On a student’s ep]:»ointment, he will l>o rociuired to atti>tul at the se¬ 
cretary’s oftice, East India House, to*euter into covenant, giving a bond 
for 10001. jointly with two sureties,' for the due fiilfilmcMit of th^c same; 
namely, tliat he will faithfully ami honestly, t.o tin' best of his skill, do and 
}>erforin all matters and things lawfully comtnitu^d to his charge ; obey 
orders, keep accounts, not divulge secrets, or be guilty of malpractiuos, 
nor leave India without notice, and to subscribe to the <;ivil lund, and 
tlic annuity fund. A legal instrument is also to be entered into by some 
one person (to be approved bj the Court of Directors) binding himself 
to pay the sum of .^OUOf,, as liquidated damages, to the Company, for 
breach of a covenant to be entered into, that the student’s nomination 
has not been in any wa^ bought, or sold, or exchangcal for anything 
eonverltible into a pecuniary benefit. 

‘The rank of a studtsnt’s leaving t he college is determined by 
the certificate of the principal, gr.inhid with reference to the industry, 
proficiency, and general g(*od behaviour. Such rank to take ellcet only 
in the event of the stndont’s proceeding to India within six months from 
the ilatc of the said certificate. 

A civil servant, on arriving at the presidency to which he is ap]K)inted, 
should immediately report himself in the proper quarter, as his residenco 
in India is ealcitlak'd from the date of his so doing ; and this is most im- 
]»ortant with respect to furlough regulations, and a variety of other 
privileges. 

Under the royal warrant of precedence, civil servants arc divided into 
six classes, viz. civilians of thirty-five, years’ standing form the first class, 
of twenty years’ standing the second class, of twelve years’ standing the 
third class, of eight years’ standing the fourth clas.s, of fbur yearV stand¬ 
ing the fifth clas.s, and under four years* starnling the sixth <*lnss, 

KmobimeiiU .—On first re.iching India a civilian is allowed about 30/. 
per uionlh, till, having passed the neetwary examination in one or more 
of the Oriental l.'inguagc.s (which must be within twelve months of his 
arrival), he is attached to the serviecj the emoluments of which vary 
from 500/. to about J 0,000/. per annum. 'Phe members of council receive 
0600/. each tier annum in Bengal, and 6000/. per annum at Madras and 
Bombay. Civil servants must Imve three ye:^rs’ aetual residence inindia 
to hold a situation of over 1500/. per annum, nine years’ residence to 
hold a situation of over 3000/. per annum, and twelve years’ re.sidenceto 
hold a situation of over 4000/. per annum. No civil servant can receive 
a greater salary than 5230/. per annum, unless he be a gcivernor or mem¬ 
ber of council. 

Sich Leave .—A civil servant absent from his .station on sick leave is 
entitled to retain his office for two years, and to the salary of such office, 
subject to a dcHluction of one-sixth for tin; first, and one-fourth for the 
second year, where it exceeds 2400/. per annum. If it does not exceed 
that sum, the deduction is one-eighth for the first, and one-sixth for the 
second year ; and where it is as low as 600/. per annum, no deduction is 
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mfttic for the first, and onljr one-eighth for the second year. If absent 
more tli»n two years, a civil servant can only draw, if a senior merchant, 
400 /., onil if below that rank, 3002. per annum. Under this regulation 
no second leave is granted to a servant who has been absent two years, 
till three years have elapsed from the date of Us return. These regula- 
t iems refer to civil servants proceeding to China, Australia, t|ie Cape of 
fTOod Hope, Mauritius, St. Ilelena, or to anyplace within the limits of 
the Kast India Company’s charter. 

Furlot^h*—It is provided by regulation as follows ;—That after an 
actual residence in India of ten years or upwards, a covenanted civil ser¬ 
vant shall bo entitled to return once to Europe, on leave for three yeors, 
and to receive for that period 500/. per annum, provided in no case a 
greater number come home under this reflation, annually, than seven¬ 
teen from Bengal, nine from Madras and Bombay; and that the prefer¬ 
ence shall bo given first to those servants producing medical certificates, 
that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoration of 
health, and then to servants in their order of seniority. 

That civil servants compelled by illness to return to Europe previous 
to completion of ten years, shall receive 2000 rupees as passage-money, 
and for a period not exceeding three years, 250/. per annum ; but ser¬ 
vants having received this shall not, in the even' of again returning to 
Europe, after a residence of ten years or upwai «< . be entitled to any al¬ 
lowance, except it be occasioned by illness, and then only to the dfiTcr- 
cnce between what they have before drawn in the shape of absentee al¬ 
lowance and 500/. per annum for three years. 

That if the absence of a civil servant returning to Europe upon private 
nffair.s (jirevious to a residence of ten years) shall exceed one year, the 
exccs.H »iaU be deducted from the period during which the furlough al¬ 
lowance when it is granted to him would otherwise be enjoyed. 

That servants proceeding to the Gape of Good Hope, &o., for health, 
and from the same cause thence to Europe, shall be entitled to the bene¬ 
fit of the foregoing regulations: and that in all cases, the allowances 
whicli are to be jiaid quarterly in Europe, commence from the date of 
leaving India, anil terminate at the expiration of three years, or the time 
of arrival in India, whichever may first happen. 

Assay masters, and deputy assay masters, compelled by ill-hcalth to 
return to Europe, receive 191/. 12«. Qd. and 118^ 12«. 6^. respectively, 
for three years, when it is to cease. 

That any servant in receipt of absentee allowance from a civil fund, 
shall not be entitled during the same period to the allowances prescribed 
by these regulations beyond such amount as may bring tbo totid of his 
annual receipts from both sources to the sum aoove limited. 

Civil servants returning to England must, immediately on arrival, 
report themselves, with address, by letter to the secretary at the India 
House, forwarding at the same time the certificates received in India ; 
and they are re(]^uired to rejoin the service at the expiration of leave, 
unless ail extension has been obtained six months previous to its expira¬ 
tion, which is only granted in cases of sickness, or where a furdier resi¬ 
dence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

Tiiat when a civil servant has obtiuned an extension of leave, he must,* 
at the expiration thereof, obtain permission either to return to duty or 
reside a further time in Europe; failing in which, he is liable to be 
struck offt 

* The forlovgh regakUoas are under revision. 
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That tiio Act 33 Geo. 3, cap. 39, ace. 70, as it respects civil servants, 
applies only to cases of sickness or infirmity, and that no civil servant be 
considered eligible to return to the service after five vears* absence un¬ 
der that enactment, urho has failed to obtain, a^eeably to the foregoing 
r^ttlattons, an ext^sion of leave undeor the orrouznstanoes referred to 
in the Act.

capable of again serving in India in the Company's service, unless it shall prov¬ 
ed, to the satisfaction .of the Court of Directors, that such absence was occasioned by 
sickness or infirmity, or imloss such person he pennitted to return with his rank to 
Indio, by a vote or resolution ]>assed by way of ballot, by three parts in four of the 
prufnrictors assembloil in general court, specially convened for that purpose, wlteroof 
eignt days' previous notice of the time and purpose of such meeting shall be given

Jietirement.-^A civil servant retiring from the service lias no claim to 
a pension, but government guarantees -him tlio benefits of the annuity 
fund of liis presidency, to wnicli he is bound by covenant to subscribe. 
This fund secures to him, in his turn, a pension of lOOOZ. after twenty- 
two years* actual residence in India; and if compelled by illness to re¬ 
tire previous to the completion of such tenu, he is entitled to 3001. per 
annum after fifteen, and 2501. per annum after ten years’ actual rcsidonce. 
If he retires before the expiration of ten years’ residence, he receives a 
bonus of 5001. Assay masters and deputy assay masters who arc permitted 
to retire after twenty years* service, including three years for a furlough, 
the former upon 3002. per annum, the lat ter upon 1912. 12«. Cd. per an¬ 
num, and if compelled oy ill-hcalth, duly certified, to quit India at an 
earlier period, the retiring allowance after ten years* service for an assay 
master 2002. per annum, and deputy assay master 1302. |)er annum. 


MILITARY SERVICE OP THE EAST INDIA COMPANY. 

Cavalryt Jnfaniryt SngineerSf and ArtiUery. 

Appoiictmeuts to the military service of the East India Company are 
made the President of the Board of Control and individual members 
of the Uourt of Directors, either “direct** (^hat is, proceeding to India at 
once), or through the military seminary at Addiscombe. Neither 
“ direct*' appointments nor nominations to^ Addiscombe can be legally 
purchased ; and where tbey have been obtained by corrupt means, the 
parties are liable to penal consequences. 

No person who has been dismissed the army or navy, the Royal Mili¬ 
tary College at Sandhurst, the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, or 
. who has been obliged to retire fimm any pubuc institution for immoral or 
ungentiemanly conduct, will be ai^ointra a cadet, either direct to Lidia 
or to Addiscombe. Cadets appointed to Bengal must subscribe to the 
MUitary Cbphan Allium and Military Widow's Fund ; and then to 
Madras and Bombay to the military ftud at their respecUve presidencies*

Qwd^ka^on *—They must be surtoen and under hoesfy-hso years of 
tge, unless they have held a commission in her majesty's service, or hr 
the militia or tenoiblea when embodied,* and called into actuid service, 
or have been in the company of cadets of the royal artallery, when they 
are digible, if not more than Itcreafo^M years of age ; provided always 
that they produce the certificates mready noticed, and also their oommu- 
sions, together with a certificate from the War Office or commanding of¬ 
ficer under whom they hove served, to the efihct that they have joined 
and done duty with a regfroent for the full term of one year aud upwards, 
and they have neither been disnnssed, nor have they resigned in oonse- 
quence of any misconduct. 

Cadets rank according to seniority of the directors nomi¬ 
nating them, from the date of the sailing of the ship in which they leave 
Gravesend or any outport at which they may embark, as it appears from 
Lloyd's List; and all direct" cadets appointed or sworn in between tbe 
10th of March and 10th of June, or between loth of September and lOth 
of December (or the days which may be fixed on for the public examina¬ 
tion of the seminary cadets), rank after the seminary cadets who may 
pass their examinations, provided the latter sail for their respective des¬ 
tinations within three months alter passing examinations. 

JEngineers and ArtiUeru .—Candidates for the scientific, branches of the 
service must be educated at the military seminary.f Those cadets who 
are most distinguished are selected for the engineers, according to tbe 
vacancies in that branch of the service ; and those immediately following 
in order of succession are promoted to the corps of horse and foot artil¬ 
lery. Those for whom there is no room in the engineers, but who are re¬ 
ported to have attained to a high degree of qiiaiificntion, receive hono¬ 
rary certificates, and their names are announced to the governments in 
India, and published in general orders to the army, as meriting porticu- 
lar notice. They have tbe privilege of choosing the presidency in India 
in which they shall be stationed. The cadets not anpoinuHl to engineers 
or artillery are, when reported qualified, posted to the infantry, and rank 
together, according to the rank which they obtained at the seminary. 

Cadets may pass through the seminary as rapirUy as their qualifications 
will enable them after a year's residence, proyided that they are of the 
age of aixfssa years on or before the day of final examination. Their 
stay at the institution is limited to four terms. 

AmA.—'Cadets educated at this imitation take rank in Uie army above 
all other cadets who are appointed foom the commencement of three 
months previously to the date of the seminary cadets being reported 
qualified and the time passed at the im^itution after eixieen^ counts as' 
so much time passed in India, in caldulatiiig the period of service for re¬ 
tiring pensions on full pay.

Seminary.—CondUionefer Adsitsi^n.—No can^date cap be admitted 
under fourteen^ or above eighteen yean* 

Independent of the documents already noticed as necessary for admis¬ 
sion to the service, each candidate for the seminary must produce a cer¬ 
tificate of having had the smdl-pox, or been vaccinated, and of good 
conduct, from the master under whom he last studied. He must also 
deliver the names of two persons reiiding'.in London, or its vicinity, 
vrho engage to receive him if dismissed ^ seminary, or be remov^ 
Aroin sickness, or any other cause. 

Qualifications .—Tlic candidate will be req* red to write down a sen¬ 
tence from dictation, and if found deficient inhsiud-^iting or orthography, 
his reception will he deferred for such length of time as the head master 
^all report necessary. No candidate will be admitted who cannot con¬ 
strue ** CGQ.sar*s Commentaries,'* and who docs not possess a correct 
knowledge of all the rules ofarithmetic usually taught in schools, espcci- 
lUly the ruli! of tliree, compound proportion, practice, interest, vulgar 
and decimal fractions, and the extraction of the square root. 

These tests are all that are absolutely requisite, but it will be of 
advantage to a cadet, if, before admission, he is well acquainted witli the 
following portions of Cape's Course of Mathematics," in the order in 
which they are given, viz:— 

The remainder of arithmetic, omitting pages 76,77. The use of loga* 
rithms. The first three sections in geometry, and the theory of proportion* 
First part of algebra, omitting the propositions of the greatest common 
measure and the least common roulUpio. Fourth and filth sections in 
geometry and geometrical problems. It is very desirable that a cadet, on 
joining, should be able to (Iraw in pencil, and wade with Indian ink. 

Every cadet is considered it pro&aiyoiitriy pupil for the first six months ; 
at the end of which period the public eacaminer will report on the pro¬ 
bability of his passing for the artille^ or infantry within four terms, and, 
should this apj^ar improbable, he wtU be returned to his firiends.

CHAPnanrs are appointed to the East India Gompany*s service by the 
chairman and deputy-chairman and indrvidual duectors of the Court 
of Directors, subjecft to the approval of the Archbishop of Canterbury or 
the Bishop of London. 'J hey must enter into a bond, with covenant for 
dU02. jointly with two sureties, the expenses of which amount to 14/. 6s., 
and are required to subscribe to the Military funds of the presidency to 
which they are attached. Cliapluns are subject to military orders, and 
form part, of the military staff. , . 

QmlificaHons. —Candidates must not exceed forty years of age, and must 
show that they have been two years in orders, by producing their letters 
as deacons and priests. 'I'hey must also produce the following testimonial, 
signed by three bencficed clergymen :— 

“We, whose names arc hereunder written, rVclaroand testify, from our 

personal knowledge of the life and behaviour of -- - 1 for 

the space of three years last past, that lie hath dunng that time lived 
piously, soberly, and honestly, nor bath he at any time (as far as we 
know or believe) written, taught, or held any thing contrary to the doe* 
trine or discipline of the Church of England.—^In witness whereof we 
have hereunto sot our bands, the day of •*' 

. The Bishop of London requires a testimonial, in a form differing some* 
what from the above, which form may be obtained upon application to 
his lordship’s secretary. 

The ioliowing certificate, signed by two practising surgeons, is also 
required :— 

“ We have this day carefully examined the Rev. , and certify 

that his eyesight and hearing are perfect; that he has no appearance of 
any constitutional disposition or tendency to disease; and that he does 
not appear to have any mental or bodily defect whatever, to disqualify 
him for the duties of bis profti.<ision in Jiidia." 

After obtaining the counter-signature .of the Bishop of London to the 
certificate of appointment, chaplains must again at^d at the India. 
House on any subsequent Wednesday, at half-past one o’clock, for the 
purpose of being sworn, on which occasion they must appear in canoni¬ 
cals. When sworn, the sum of 160f. is paid to them toAefray the ex« 
pensc of passage and outfit; but tbe^ must proceed to their destination 
within six months; failing which, without leave obtidned, the ap|>omt- 
meni lapses.

MEDICAL APPOINTMENTS. 

AatUtant Svrgecm, —'th^ officers are appointed by the Presideut of 
tbe Boiurd of Contrd and individual members of the Court of Directors, 
and such appointments cannot legally be purchased. They are required 
to subscribe to the militaryi or medical, and medical retiring fund, at 
their respective presidencies. ■ » 

Quah^utumt .dge. — A candidate must not be under twenty-two 
years ; in proof of which he must produce an extract from tbe register, 
and also the other certificates and documents. 

QuabJScation in JSurgerjf.— On receiving a nomination, he will be fur¬ 
nished with a letter to the College of Surgeons, and their certificate will 
be n satisfactory testimonial of qudification ; but should be possess a 
diploma from the CoUeae of Surgeons of London, Dublin, or Edinburgh, 
or the University or Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, 
either will be deemed sufficient without further examination. 

Qmdifieation in PhyM.—lie must also pass an examination, by the 
Company’s examining physician, in the practice of physic; in which will 
be included as mumt anatomy and physiology as is necessary for the 
treatment of internal diseases, os well as the art of prescribing and com¬ 
pounding medicines. He must produce proof of having attended, at 
least, two courses of lectures on the practice of physic, and a certificate 
of having attended diligently tbe practice of the physieiaiis at some gene¬ 
ral hospital in London, or in the country, for six months, provided the 
provincial hospital contain, at least, on an average, one hundred in- 
patlcmts. No attendance on the practice of a physician at any dispensary 
will be admitted. ■ 

JSnAtttkiaim .—The asristant-surgeonis required to apply to the cadet 
office for orders of embarkation, aiM actually proceed under such orders 
within three months from the date of being passed and sworn. He must 
pay 61. fim the certificate of appointoieat. 

AmA—The rank of assiatant-surgeons is determined in tbe same 
manner as is that of persons procee^ng to India as “ direct” cadets. 

Vatrhtarif SisrteoM .—These o%ers are appointed by the Court of 
Dhrecumn and re<^ve 901. for apMiageio Indhk 
QiM^(|86afiinu,---T1iey mustbe ibiitelRwM^years ofage, and prodnoe a 
dij^bam firomthe Veterinary College of Ltmdon, and a oertificate fimm 
the professor, general fitness. 
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BEGULATIONS AFEECTOG THE MILITABT Sl^VICE 

IN INBIA. 

Lmw of Ahtence. —Officers hevtag lesTe cm medicel eertfficele to 
China* Australia, the Cape of Good Hope, Mauritius, St. Hdenja,orpUces 
within the limits of the East -India Companj’s charter, are entmed to 
draw their pay and allowances. 

Officers employed is the civil departments, and drawii^; a civil allow¬ 
ance, are entitled, in common with officers holding staff situations in the 
military department, to draw the ntilitary nay and allowances of their 
rank, within the limits of the charter, while absent for two years, on 
leave under medical certificate, and likewise one-half of the difierence 
between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the offices to which 
tfa^ stand appointed. 

Chajplains proceeding on leave within the limita of the charter fbr bene¬ 
fit of health, are, in resract to proportion of allowances to be drawn 
during-absenoe, the conditions and period for which such allowances 
are to be drawn, and the. allowances to be drawn in case of their not re¬ 
turning within two years, subject to the same rules as civil servants pro¬ 
ceeding on sick leave. 

Officers must be ten years in India before they can be 
entitled Except in cases of certified sickness, to be absent on furlough, 
The furlough is granted by the commander-m-chief at each presidency, 
with the approbation of the respective governments. 

Officers who have not served ten years, visiting England on urgent 
private affairs, may be allowed a furlough for one year without pay. 

A chaplain (appointed previous to the 1st of September, 1636,) aflefr 
seven years* residence, is allowed furlough and 292f. per annum. Should 
he return from sickness, prior to such a period, he is allowed only 19 If. 
'12s. per annum. If appointed subsequent to that date, after seven years, 
19U. I2s. per annum ; and if compelled by ill-hcolth to return prior to 
that periou, only 127f. I5s. per annum. 

Ko officer on furlough can receive pay for more than two years and a 
half from the period of his quitting India until he returns, excepting 
colonels of regiments, and these of the rank of lieutbnant-eolonel regi- 
mentally, when promoted to that of major-general ; the latter are then 
allowed to draw the pay of their brevet rank beyond the above period. 

A conductor of stores is allowed furlough pay only in case of sickness. 
Officers visiting England on furlough 'must report their arrival 1^ 
letter to the secretary at the India House, stating the name of the ship 
in which they came, and their address, forwarding at the same dme the 
certificates they received in India. 

The period of furlough is three years, reckoning from its date to the 
day of the return of the officer to his presidency ; and officers are re¬ 
quired to rejoin at the expiration of throe years, unless they have ob¬ 
tained an extension of leave six months beibre the expiration of that 
period. No furlough is extended except In cases of sickness, certified 
m the manner hereafter-mentioned; or where a farther residence in 
Europe is indispensably necessary. . ^ ... 

All officers soliciting extended'leiiyemiut,if mX<o&don|or its vidifit^, 

Nosb.—T bs whole the finloiigli regoIatioiM, both oivfi and mSftsry,)||||r to 
progivH of rsA'ision, the text applies onij to exietittg regulKUotm

•t»te of such officer's health. And if resident in the country^ roust 
trensinit tritb the letter of i^plicntiope certificate in the foilovtng form, 
ugned bv at least two eminent medidal practitionen. .'When the officer 
n abroad, in any partof Eitrppe, it must have also the Attetts^oh of a 
magistrate, that the parties certiiying are eminent phyi^apa.'* '

Officers having obtained an extensitm (d* furlough to a given periM 
must, at its expiration, apply lor permission, either to return to duty 
or to reside a further time in England. 

In every case in which an offieier has had his fnrlough extended beyond 
the prescribed period, on the ground of ill-health, ami shall apply to re¬ 
turn to duty, he shall produce a certificate frmn the examining physlcj^ 
that his hemth is completely re-established. 

bTo officer wbo has fhiled to obtain an extension of furlough will he 
considered eligible to return to the service after five years' Absence, 
under the act of 33 Geo. 3, cap. 02, see 70; but the provisions of this 
act have been modified as respects some officers, by the £3 Geu.3, cap. 
153, sec. 84, as follows:—**Whereas inconvenience to the military 
service of the East India Company has been found to arise in cortain 
cases from the provisions of the act 33 Geo. 3. cap. 02, sec. 70; be it there* 
fore enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for the said Court of 
Directors, with the approbation of the said Board of Commiiaionm, to 
permit any military officer, being of the rank ofa generid officer or 
colonel commanding a regiment, or being a lientenunt-coloncl com¬ 
mandant of a regiment, who, having departed from India with such leave 
as aforesaid, shall not have returned to India within five years from 
the time of such departure, to hare bis rank and to be capobie of ag o fyi 
aerving in India, although such absence may not have been occasioned 
by aichness or infirmity, or any inevitable accident; any thwg in said 
act contained to the contrary notwitfastandbg.” 

Every officer upon leaving India will receive a printed copy of tie 
gener^ order on tbis subject, so that a plea of ignorance cannot be ad¬ 
mitted. Officers, tlierefore, who shall not in due time apply, so as to 
effect their return within the period oftlnrpe' years from the commence¬ 
ment of fiirlouah, will subject themselves to the loss of the service, un¬ 
less they shall be permitted by the court to remain a further time in 
Europe- ! . . 

Returning to Iwrftu.—Whenever a detachment of Company’s recruits, 
to the extent of thirty men, fra embarked bn any one ship, they may 
be placed in charge oi the senior Company's officer, not exceeding the rank 
of field ofil^, woo shall have obli^ed^lMinnisliOR toretum to bis duty on 
toe ship, within atleast seven period fixed for embarkation: 

toe officer ii to proc^ with the mmi ilnimtoe depfit; and, as a rennuijera*

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Behring from Service.* —Officers who have served leee than thceejean 
tn India, and lost their health, are entitled to an allowance from Lord 
Olive’s Fund, if proper objects of that bottntj, as follows, ida.;—Second 
Ueutenant, cornet, or ensign, %». a-day ; and a lieutenant, 2s. 6d. a-day .* 
provided they are not possessed ol; or entitled to, real or personal {wopwty 
to the extent, if an ensign, of 7501, if a lieutenant, oflOOOl. 

Officers compelled to quit the service by wounds received in action, 
or by ill-health contracted^ on duty after three years* service, nu^ 
retire on the half*pay of their rank, viz. :—Second lieutenant, cornet, 
or ensign, 3s. a*day; lieutenant, and assistant-surgeon, 4s. a-day. 

A subaltern officer or assistant-surgeon haying served six years, may 
retire on 3s. a-day, if his health prevd&t his continuing in India. A 
lieutenant having served thirteen, or a second lieutenant, cornet, or 
ensign, nine years (including a furlough), may retire on the half-pay of 
his rank, in case his heidth shall not permit him to serve in India. 

Regimental captains, majors, and lieutenant-colonels, who have not 
served sufficiently long to entitle them to retire on full pay, and whose 
health renders it impossible to serve in India, may retire on half-pay, 
viz: — Captains, 7s. a-day; majors, 9s. dd. a-day ,* and lieutenant- 
oolonels, 1 Is. a-day. 

All officers who have actually served twenty-five years, including a 
furlough, may retire on the full pay of their rat k. Officers may also 
retire on the following pensions, without referent to rank, if they have 
served for the undermentioned periods, including a furlough, viz:—After 
twenty-three years, 191/., 12s. 6d. per annum ; after twenty-seven rears, 
292/. per annum ; alter thirty-one years, 365/. per annum; after thirty- 
five years 450/ 5s. per annum. 

Surgeons who have served ns follows, including a furlough, may retire 
on the annexed annual pensions, viz After twenty years, 191/.; after 
twenty-four years, 250/.; after twenty-eight years, 800/.; after thirty- 
two years, 3652.; after thirty-five years, 500/.; after thirty-eignt 
years. 700/, 

When officers on furlough retire upon the pay or half-pay of their 
rank, they are only entitled to cinim the benefit of the rank held by 
them at the expiration of one year Irom the date of landing in the 
United Kingdom. 

A veterinary surgeon may retire afierthe following service, including 
a furlough, viz.:—After twenty years, 7s.; after thirteen years, 5s fid.; 
and, after six years 8s. a-day. In the two last cases, provided his health 
shaU not permit him to continue in India. 

A chaplain (appointed previous to the 1st of September, 1836) may re¬ 
tire liter eighteen years' service, includingfurlough,on 305/ per annum; 
after ten years, if compelled by ill-health, on 200/. 15s. per annum; after 
seven years, on 173/. 7s. fid. per annum If appointed subsequently to 
that date, acconlingto the following scale, viz After an actual re«- 
dence in India of fifteen years, on 292/. per annum after ten years, if 
compelled by ill-health, on 173/. 7s. 6d. .per annum; after seven yean, 
on 127/. 15s. per annum. 

* In these regulations, where a prescribed time is mentioned, **incladingafiir' 
lengh,*' it does not mean that the party must have atisdlately aamd the entire 
time, Whether he has taken his fnrloti]^ «r not. Thus an omcer who is entitlad 
to r^re on fiiU pay after an actual aervice of twenty-five yeatt ** hidnding a fiir- 
longh,** should he not have taken such ihrlougb, is entitled to the seme p^vilege 
after an actual service of twenty-two years.

Every commissioned officer must previously make oath that he is not 
possessed of, or entitled to, property, if a colonel, to the value of 40001. ; 
a lieutenant>colonel, SOOOl. i a major, 25001,; a captain, 20001.; a Ueute* 
nant, 10001.; an ensign, 7501. Officers’ widows must produce proof, on 
affidavit, that their husbands did not die possessed of property as above^ 
Petitioners residing in England may be admitted, if the court shall ad* 
judge them to be proper oQocts.

Nominees must not bo under fifteen, or above eighteen years of age, 
unless they shall have served on board steam'Vessel, or under an engi¬ 
neer in a factory or foundry, from the compli^on of their eighteenth year 
up to the titiie of being nominated ; and in such case they must not ex^ 
ceed nineteen years. 

No person who has been dismissed the army or navy, or obliged to 
quit school for immoral conduct, will be appointed. 

Nominees must produce such certificates of having undergone an exa¬ 
mination in arithmetic and the elementary branches of nautical educa" 
tion, w will satisfy the Courtpf Dh^^tors thAt they are qualified to enter 
upon the service ; also one from j|-i%||H8ct8ble engineer, that they have ^ 
a^ttired such a knowledge of nutrine engineering as to affiord promisetffi 
efficient service on boarda steam-vesj^; and a certificaie from two piteV 
tising Surgeons, that they have no mntsl or bodily defect that nuiy, 
disqualify them for the service. 
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Voliinteera are req[uired to proceeid to India within three montha aft^ 
^aj^nttnent, or their appointment will be forfeited. The^ must ittb- 
‘icri^ to the Indian Navy Fund. 

Jiank is determined as in the case of ^^divect^’cadeli, 

Lmxc of Absence .—4 certain proportion of the officers (to be 
rained by Government) are allowed fnrlough for three years, with i^e 
pay only of their rank ; but no officer under the rank of Ci^ain, who h^s 
not actually^served ten years, can be allowed furlonsh, unless in easel ^ 
ill'health. 

The regulations for drawing pay on furlough and retirement by the 
officers are, os far aa eircumatauces will admit, the same as those for the 
military officers. 

Retirement —Every officer who has actually served twenty>two years 
or upwards in India,is permitted to retire from the service with the fol* 
lowing pay, viz.A captain 3601.; commander, 2901 ; lieutenant, 1901.; 
purser, i&oZ. Every officer retiring, from iU>heaUh, after ten years* 
Service, and before he has completed that of twenty>two years, is granted 
the following •retiring allowance, viz. :~A oaptain, 2001.; commander 
1701 ,* lieutenant, 1231.; purser, 1231. 

ADMINISTRATION OP THE GENERA^ AND RESIDENTIAL 
GOVERNMENTS IN J *OIA. 

Ebitish India, is divided into the presidencies of Bengal, Madras, and 
Bombay. The governor at each presidency is assisted and partly con¬ 
trolled by a council of two of the Company'.s senior civil servants, and 
usually the commander*in-chief of the army. The supreme government 
is vested in the Governor-General of India, and the same council as that 
for Bengal. The Governor-general, under certain limits, is invested 
with extraordinary power, and exercises some of the most important 
rights of sovereignty, such as declaring war, making peace, traming 
treaties, to a certain extent forgiving criminals, and enacting laws; 

The governor-general's council consists of hve councillors, the first 
three ordinary councillors are to be chosen from those who have been, 
or are, servants of the Company, and to be ap{X)inted the directors ; 
the fourth to be appointed by the directors also, subject to the ap¬ 
probation of the king, but not from among East India Company’s 
servants, and with power to sit a^j^d vote in council onlj^ at ^eetings tbr 
making laws and regulations. TheOomroandCr-ln-chief Is nm necessarily 
a member, but if appointed is extraordinary, and has precedence alW 
the governor-general. 

.On all questions of state policy, the governor-general, independent of 
Ats council, possesses extraordinary powers, and sSministers accordin^^ 

' If the council are dissentient, the members record their objectionl, 
which are submitted to the governor-general; and if he should still per- 
gilt in his original opinion, the discussion is adjourned for for^-mght 
.liours, when the governor-general may proce^ to execute bu> mea- 
•nrei: first assigning his reasons fbr dissenting fimn the council. The 
whole of tile documents relative to tite difference between the^govertutfe 
general and the council, are then transroit^d to the Court ofDireetmn 
and Board of Control; and the oouiilmve the power, should deem 
fit, of appointing hew memberi of eounofi to sueeeed the dunentient onel, 
mr of re^pm thegovemori'genera!. * ’

Jf^giUations for the good goTeminent of the Bril^ poes n Mfami In 
India are pas^ by the govenior»general in council; they immedjial^y 
become enective, but are transmitted home, and subject to the r^UMon 
oftbeCourtuf Directoisand Board of Control; heretofore QO^naOces 
for the guvemmeiit of the presidency capitals were not valid until 

f ublisheu for fourteen days ; and then when registered by tbe siipnma 
Royal) court, put in force, subject to a further ordeal at home : but 
these checks excepted, and which may be said to have bwu, to a greaieit- 
tent, removed by the new charter, tue governor-general in council nan 
make laws for the resulation of even ner Majesty’s supreuia courts. 
Under this supreme and legislative government, the executive is generally 
adiministerod m Bengal by the r^pective departments oi Revenue; Qua- 
toms, salt and opium; Trt^; Military; and Medical;—at Madrasthrao: 
Revenue; Military; Mediual; and at Bombay by oue, viz.; the <StocfU« 
tartcUi' JSstabluhmetU^vrith ih> subdivisions intoiPohfrcal and<Srcre<X)s/)Hrf- 
tnent i Mibtary^ Mat ine^ and St^-atn Depat ttaerUf TerrUorudand Fvumoa 
Department; Judicial Department; iJetmral and JScclestaatical Depart¬ 
ment ; Peman Departnient, ^c. There are at Bombay, Cnstotne and 
Optuau, and Mint Sectioned tfith revenue rommisoioners, collectors. Ire., 
under the Finance Department and also the Foltccy and some other 
Snbsuhurp Departments. 'I hese hoai ds, or departments, make reports to 
government; they also receive from tlieir subordinates suggestions, eith^ 
lor their own information or for trunsuiission to the govomor-genotal in, 
council; so that the local knowledge of the inferior ofocois is brought 
under the knowledge oi the supicme or presidential governments. The 
first duty of the government in India is that oi recording every transac¬ 
tion, whether as chief departments or as boards; regular habits of busi¬ 
ness are therefore systematised with the checks of supervision. All 
minutes of proceedings are laid before the government monthly, and then 
transmitted to London. Tbe objection to this is delay ; but the Court 
of Director!, m their letter to the Board of Control, 27tli of August, 
1829, observes that the government of India may in one word ba 


1829, observes that the government of India may in one word be 
desciibed as a Government of Check*. The court thus judiciously 
remark:— ^ 


**• Now, whatever may be the advantage ofohecks,. it must always be 



cormpondence between the Court ofDirectors and the governments of 
India, is conducted with a comprehensiveness and in a mtaii quite un- 
eacampled; every, tbe minutest, proceedings of the local goyemmenti, 
induding the whole oorrespondenob respecting it which passes between 
them and their subordinate tunctionaries, is placed ou record, and coin- 
plete copies of the Indmn records ire sent aonfiolly to Kngland for tbe 
use of the home authoritieB. The 4B8patche8 fhm India are indeotes to 
those records, or what a table of oonteuts is to a book, not merely 
manicating ou matters of high iatiiresti, or soUeiUng iustruotfons on inv- 
portant measures in contemplation, but containing summary norrefonn 
of all tbe proeeediugi of the respeetive governments, wiw partisuler 
references to the correspondence and consultations thereon, waetber in 


itiwi political^ revenue, judiuial, military, financial, ecolesiutical, or mik^ 
cellazieoas departments. In the ordinary course of Indian administration 
flBQch must always be left to the discretion of local governments $' and 
nnlesa upon questions of general policy and personal cases, it rarely oo« 
curs that instructions from hence con reach India before the time for 
acting upon them is gone by. This is a necessary consequence of the 
^rest distance between the two countries, the rapid succe^on of events 
m Indio, which arc seldom long foreseen, even by those who are on the- 
spot, and the importance of the ruling authorities there acting with 
promptitude and decision, and adopting their measures, on their own 
responsibility, to the varying exigencies of the hour. These circum¬ 
stances unavoidably regulate, but do not exclude, the controlling 
authority of the Codrt of Directors. Without defeating the intentions 
of Parliament, they point out the best and indeed the only mode in 
which these intentions can be practically fulfilled. Although, with the 
exceptions above adverted to, a specific line of conduct cannot often be 
prescribed to the Imlian governments, yet it seems to indicate any other 
rather than a state of irresponsibility, that the proceedings of those 
governments are reported with fidelity, examined with care, and com¬ 
mented upon with freedom, hy the home authorities; nor can the 
judgnwnts passed by the court be deemed useless whilst, thougli they 
nave immediate reference to past traneactioi' they serve ultimately as 
rules for the luture guidance of their servanti! uorohd. The knowledge, 
on the part of the local governments, that thjuir proceedings will always 
undergo this revision,-operates as a salutary* check upon its conduct m 
India, and the practice of replying to letters Irom thence paragraph by 
paragraph is a security against habitual remissiiess or iiecidental oversight 
on thepart of the court, or their servants at home. From ujierusal ol the 
Indian records, the court also obtain an insight into the conduct and 
qualifications of their servants, which enables them to judge of their 
respective merits, and to make aprojicr selection of members of council. 
The duties of territorial secretary, in one branch, conespoinl in a great 
measure with those of the chancellor of the exchequer in this country; 
he manages tlic whole financial business of the govcnim(.'nt, in concert 
with the accountant-general; but the secretary is the chief officer of the 
government in that departuient; moreover, ne has the managemfut of 
the territorial revenue, and the revenue derived from salt and opium, 
and lico<mducts the correspondence of govcriunent with the three boards 
of revenue in the upper, lower, and central provinces respectively. 

“ In relation to the board of revenue, he is merely the ministerial officer 
of the guvernuient j he is not a responsible officer, and has no direct 
power over the board of revenue. 

“ If any increase of charge were proposed by any of the board of 
revenue, or by any jiersou acting niider them, that proposal for increase 
is submitted to the territorial secretary before it is acquiesced in and 
sanctioned by government—he is the person always addressed. The 
boards of revenue have the power of writing directly to the governor- 
gontral in council; but that is a mere niattp of ibim, for such letter 
goes equally through the office of the territorial secretary, and is sub¬ 
mitted by him to the governor-general in council. 

^ The territorial secretary oners his opinion upon the admiMihilUy of 
any new charge proposed. He has no right or power to dp so, but he is 
generally called upon to do so. The secretaries are in the habit' of 

f iring in papers called memoranda. As thej^ovemor-geheral, or mm- 
ers of council, lay minaUft before the council boai d, so the secretaries, 



wib^dver. (hey heve eay suggestion to mek^ submit vrhat are calied 
memoranda. 

“ One of the mombets of the council is nomi^ajly Froiid^t of ihe 
Board of ^erenue; he perfbrms no duties. ';. 

“ The duties of the territorial and Judicial departments as r^rd the 
judicial department are quite distinct departments. There are 
secretaries {the judicial secretary is quite independent of the territoriid} 
he cotulucts the correspondence of the government with the Sadder 
Dewanny and Niaamut Adawlut; they are the chief criminal ai^ oivUi 
courts. ^ ^ 

** The police is under his direction^ at least all the oorrespondenca ^ 
government on the subject of the police is conducted by him. Like tbe 
territorial secretary, he is not a substantive officer, only a mihisteritd 
functionary of the government. He writes always in. the name of thq 

g overnment; hts letters always begin with words to this eftect— 
irected by the goveruor'gcneral ui council to inform you and tlim 
holds good with regard to all other secretaries. . 

“ The business of a collector in the lower provinces is the receipt of 
revenue ; the conduct of public sales, in the event of any defalcation on 
the part of any landed proprietor who is responsible for any porrion of 
the revenue. 

** There being a permanent settlement of the land revenue in those 
provinces, he has not much to do direCtly with the collection of the 
revenue; hut he has a great number of other duties, as the hianagement 
of wards’ estates (minors’ estates) ; tor the Board of Kevenue is also a 
court of wards. 

lie exercises Judicial functions in what are called summary suits* 
arising from disputes between landlord and tenant, between zemindar 
and ryot. That is, in disputes connected with the administration of thU 
revenue. 

“ With reference to the extent in. which he decides suits.—The suits 
are summary suits ; they are not conducted with the formality of regular 
suits; they are instituted originally in the courts of law, and are referred 
by the judge to the collector for decision ; they ate of a particular 
description ; they are not conducted with the formality of regular law 
suits; there is a particular process laid down by the regulations for 
them. 

“ It is indirectly in the nature of a reference; it is a claim of the 
zemindar on the ryot for rent, which the ryot disputes or denies; and it 
is referred to the collector, as a summary suit, under particular re> 
golations. 

“ All the instances in which be exercises judiciahpower are referred 
to him by, the court, as far as regards the summary suits relerrcd to ; 
but there are also investigations which partake lorgcly of judicial in¬ 
quiries, which he conducts independently of the courts tas, lor instance, 
where landholders in coparceny have petitioned to have their estates 
divided, and to become senarately responsible to government. Such 
divisions are called butvrarabB. 

“ The revenue collected retnatna in the custody of a native treasurer* 
who mves heavy security, 'and urhois to n great degree mdependent of 
the ctmlector. Security is given to thegovernmeut through theooUector; 
but the benrd of revenue see Ihut i4» sufficient, and^e collector is 
Tcsponsibie." ^ 
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ADMtNlSX&AnON OF JUSTICE IN UrOU. .

' ciTil Uw is admiiuftered .aooordlng to theTeluioui co^ of tlio 
!jP^7» whether Hindoo or hljdioiDediui. A.oommmtbn ben been itoned to 
ixamine into the variety of the civil laws exIaUiig in toe various 
Vinces, and to endeavour to codify them into a general system* The cii*- 
minallaw in India is toe Mahomedan code, in which mutoations of toe 
limbs and flagellations to death are not unfrequently ordained; these Me 
commuted by us for imprisonment, &c., and it will be seen in toe section 
on gaols how crime has been diminished in Indio. There are in toe 
Cumjiany's courts three grades of ^aropsan judges—thedistrict, toe pro- 
vincml, and the judges of the Sadder Court, (there are also magistrates, 
who exercise civil jurisdiction under speciilil appointments, and the regia- 
trars try, and decidie causes referred to them by the judge of the district)^ 
The native judges are divided in two classes, Ist Motmsijffgy of whom 
there are several stationed in the interior of every dhitriut; and Stodly, 
Sudder Aumeema^ established at thesame station with the European judue. 
Kative judges of any sect can try causes as flir as lUOO rupees, and toe . 
amount may be increased at the recommendation of the European judge 
to 5000 rupees; this permission has been granted in very many coses, 
and the decisions have been extremely 8atistact'^*'y. An appeal lies from 
the district native judges to the district Europ iO ju<lge, from the latter 
to the high court of Sudder Adawlut at Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, 
and from thence to the queen in council in England, but not for a less 
sum than 10,000 rupees, or 1000^. sterling. 

In the Bengal presidency, for itistunce, there is first a-high court of ap¬ 
peal termed the Sudder Dewnniiy and Nizamut Adawlut,” or chief 
mvil and criminal court. The functions of this court are cognizance of 
civil, criminal, and police matters; the remission or mitigation of punish ¬ 
ment when the sentence of the law ofiicers is unduly severe, co-revi¬ 
sion previous to the execution of any sentence of death, transportation, 
or ]ierpetual imprisonment, ubitration where the provinical judges difieir 
iVom their law oliicers; revisions of the proceedings of any ol the courts, 
with power to suspend provincial judges ; it may direct suits for pro¬ 
perty exceeding in value, to be originally tried before it; it may 
admit second or special appeals from the inferior courts, ami its construc¬ 
tion of the government regulations is final. The chief justice has dOOOf. 
a year, and the three puisne judges fiOOO/. each. 

The second degree of courts are the provincial courts of appeal, with a- 
chief and puisne judge to each. Ti^ey have no criminal jurisdiction; 
try suits exceeding 5000 rupees in valiie|, if the plantiff desire their deci¬ 
sion (he may prefer It before the Zillah judge, if the value do hot exceed 
10,000 rupees); appeals lie from the Ziluih courts, and are final unless in 
cases of .•i^ial appeal. ^ 

For the Bengal presidency there are numerous commissioners of cir¬ 
cuit, who combine revenue with judicial functions. They bold aessions 
of goal delivery at least twice in each year at to^ diflerent Zillab and 
city aUtjpmi*^ The direction and control of toe magistrates, reyeiwe offi¬ 
cers, and police are vested in them. The salary of eacheommismoner is, 
or was, 4n00l.a-year. , . 

The Zillah Courts of Bengal have a judge, mtigiatrate,bnd|fagistrar; 
to some less extensive, toe duties of and nmgistrato are eonjotood^ 
or toe duties of mi^sttote and registrar. 
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Tfae«e courts have eognitanee of afilraTS, tbefti, btiri^aries, acc., when 


lore Bte commiwioners of cireuir; try original suits to tile vi^uO 0^ about 
9(l|0OO rupees ,* decide appeals firom registrars (t‘. e. cauaef IMM eayeidi- 
ittff ffOO rupees in value), Sudder Aumeems (native judges) ana M<k>i|i> 
■HTs; and by a regulation of 183*2 (/or the expedition of criminid jtts|dce)i 
three Zillahjudges may be invests with power by thegoveraor-gepCrtd 
to bold sessions and gaol delivery. 

Tliese courts have authority over the pcdicoi and the judges art eajoittod 
to visit the*gaols at least once a week. 

Another and extensive set of Zillah and city courts have been establlilt** 
ed, with native judges of every class, cnvte, or persuasion, found qualtfiod 
Ibr the duties enjoined them, to whom liberal salari^ have been grant^; 
and by a more recent regulation, native assessors sit on the bench wlA 
the European jtt<lgos. 

The courts of] udioaturc similar to the fbregoing in the pr^ldenciei of 
Madras and Bombay, and in the North-West Provinces, are modified by 
local usages; in some parts there are punchayets (native juries) of arbi¬ 
tration and of civil ana criminal procedure; in others, native assessors in 
civil and criminal matters. 

In the administration of civil justice the objects of the East India go¬ 
vernment have been that it should be pure in its source, speedy in exe¬ 
cution, and inexpensive in practice; in criminal justice the ob/ects have 
been to prevent crime, and to promote the reformation of the criminal.

Company, with the approbation of the Commissioners for the Affairs of

2. “ All laws and regulations shall be translated into (he several native 
languages most commonly spoken, and printed and sold at a low price. 

A “ The governments of the several presidencies will make such a 
dist^bulion of copies of the laws and regulations so to bo sold aa may 
bring them most conveniently within the reach of all persons, and will 
notify in a public manner where such copies may be procured. 

4. “ governments will likewise, on the passing of any law and re¬ 
gulation, publish the title of it, and an abstsact of its contents, in the 
gasettes and auch other newspapers as are most generally circulated. 

“ Authe/^Ju^on nf Lam and lietfulatioM. —1. The original copy of 
all laws and regulations shall be stgti^ by the members of the legisittiva 
council by whom they shall be paf^, and such copy shall be preserved 
in the archives of the government of India. 

2. “ Such coptes only of the several laws and fegulations herealler 
passed as shall w print^ at the goveniinent press slmll be admitted as 
evidmme in courts of justice. Such wpiesso printed shall bear in ^ 
title-pag#4|b*Bimiies of the tlgnatnrts of the members of conilctt W 
whooTute serera! laws end .regulaUbne may have bee& respacfiivii&' 
passed ” ^ * 

There is a supreme court at eadipresidenoy, with a eldef and two 



jyikitnc judges at Calcutta, and a chief and one puttne judge at each of 
the other presidencies. A master in e(|aitj, registrar, and attoroejs 
and barristers admitted to practise, at the discretion of the judges. At 
Calcutta there is a Hinder and a Mahomedan la^r oflioer attacbM to the 
supreme court. The jurisdiction of this court extends over the presi¬ 
dency, with certain exceptions, and courts olahn jurisdiction in cer¬ 
tain cases beyond the presidency ; such claims have, hoiyever, been 
viewed with jealonsy. The salaries of the judges of the supreme court 
are, Bengal^ chief, 80001.; Puisne, 6000/ \ Madras^ chief, 60,000 rupees ; 
Puisne, 50,000 rupees ; Bombay^ chief, 60,000 rupees ; puisne, 50,000 
rupees- Trial by jury in criminal matters, notin civil; natives are eli¬ 
gible BrS petty and grand jurors; proceedings are in Knglish, with the 
aid of interpreters, and in general toe civil laws pf England are applied. 

There are at Calcutta and Bombay courts of requests, for the recovery 
of small debts, the recorders of whiem are Europeans. 

The police in Bengal are divided into stations with a native officer, na¬ 
tive registrar, petty officer, and from twenty to .thirty policemen well 
armed. In eanh district there are numerous stations,makiDg altogether 
in lower Bengal above 500, and in the upper, or western provinces, above 
400. Every village has also its own watchman, armed and paid by the 
village, and ns there are above 160,000 villiu;es m lower Bengal, there is, 
therefire, a force of about 160,000 men adcli^ ^o the goi^ernment esta¬ 
blishment. In sorneparts of Central India, eac). village has apetty officer, 
whose duty it is to apprehend thieves, or when he traces them to a village, 
to intrust the arrest to the police of that villager 

The head officer at each station receives criminal charges, holds in¬ 
quests, forwards accused persons with their prosecutors and witnesses to 
Me Zillah magistrate, uses every exertion for the apprehension of crimi¬ 
nals and the preservation of the peace in hU district, and regularly re¬ 
ports all proceedings to the European magistrat-e from whom he receives 
orders. The village police, with the village corporation officers, that is, 
the barber, sehoolmastcr, accountant, waterman, measurer, &c., land 
•gents, zemindars, &c., are all required to give immediate information of 
crime committed within their mnncipallties, and to aid in the apprehen¬ 
sion of olFendcrs. There is amounted police and a river police, both 
commanded by native officers. 

The police officers are furnished with brief, clear instructions. The 
best of the native laws have been retatn<^d, and a practical and generally 
equitable system constitutes the police law and practice. The generm 
system of police in India is thus detailed in the evidence before porlia- 
loent 

The lowest |iolice officer is the village watcher. There are several 
in the village who perform the lower offices. They are under the control 
of the head of the village; the head of the village is under the control of 
the Tehsildar, who is a native collector of revenue; the Tebsildaris under 
the magistrate, who is the collector. The village watchers are remu' 
Iterated by a small quantity of grala from the prince of the vWage, and 
l^m certain fees from the inhabitants; end the head of the village has 
also similar allowances, to a greater extent. The Tehaildar is a stipen¬ 
diary officer of the government, employed in the collectioi^f the re¬ 
venue. There are poliee officers appointed to towns, CBU fli | |^ ameems 
nfpidice, who have a jurisdiction also beyond those towns $ sad there 
are officers biffied Cutwals, a kind of high conel^es,^ ^ident in

CIVIL AND MILITARY ESTABLISHMENTS IN INDIA. 

Bengid and Agra Civil EdeMiahmml* 

Ths supreme council of Lidia consiaU of the ffOvemOr>^eneral of In* 
dia, who is also governor of the presidency of Fort William; the com* 
mander-in-chief of the army, when not governor-general, is an extraor¬ 
dinary member; the first, second> third, and fourth ordinaiy members; 
with a provincial member to fill a vacancy. 

The governors of the other presidencies, when tho supreme council 
shall assemble within their territory, are also extraordinary members. 

SeerHcarm to the Government of Jndta..—The home department, finance 
department, foreign department, and military department, have each a 
seeretanr, and under-secrctaiy. 

For the North-Western Provinces there is a lieutenant-governor, se¬ 
cretary, and assistant-secretary. 

For the government of Bengal there is a secretary and two under-se¬ 
cretaries. 

On the personal staff of the governor-general there is a private 
secretary, military secretary, surgeon, five aides-de-camp, two extra 
aides-de-camp, and several honorary aides-de-camp.

Bengal Civil Service Annuity jPuad.»Undcr the regulations of this 
fund, to which the subscribers must contribute four per cent, of salary, 
and every other public emolument, except compensation for travelling 
expenses; nine m^bers of the civil service, who have not been dismiss* 
cd, but have servecl twenty-five, and actually resided twenty-two years 
in India, are entitled to retire upon an annuity of 100(tf. per annum, 
payable to the date'of decease, provided they actually resign the service, 
and that in each case the contribution of the party amount to me^half 
the value of such annuity on his life, or that he pays over to the institu¬ 
tion, when retiring, a sUm equal to the deficienc;^. If the deficiency be not 
paid, the individual is only entitled to an annuity diminished in propor¬ 
tion. The senior members on the gradation list have, in edeh year, the 
option of accepting or refusing the retirement; and when a person who 
has served the requisite period resigns the service before the option of 
an annuity devolves upon him, he is still entitled to the same when his 
turn has arrived. 

Civil servants who have not completed the dl period of twenty-two 
Jem's' residence, and twenty-five years’ service in India, but are com- 
jielled to retire from illness, are entitled, out of the unclaimed annuities 
of any year, and before any other appnipriation is made, to receive as 
follows, viz:—If they have not completed ten years’ residence, a dona¬ 
tion of liOOZ. If they have completed a residence of ten, but not more 
than fifteen years, an annuity of 2501. per annum, on payment, sub¬ 
scriptions inmuded, of a sum amounting to one-half the value thereof. 
If they have completed fifteen years, an annuity of 6002. f|)er annum, on 
the same terms. 

Bengal Civil JPund.—Tins fund provides for the widows and children 
of members who die without leaving sufficient provision for their families, 
provided they contribute as follows, viz,:—if salary and other public 
allowances do not exceed 1000, Company’s rupees per mensem, 10 Com¬ 
pany's rupees per mensem; if exceeding 1000 Company’s rupees, and not 
above 2000 Company’s rupees, 20 Company's rupees ; if Receding 2000 
Compau;^’s rupees, and not above 3000 Company’s rupeei^ 30 Company’s 
rupees; if exceeding 3000 Company's rupees, and not above 4000 Com¬ 
pany's rupees, 40 Company's rupees; if exceeding 40(^ Company’s rupees, 
60 Company’s rujices, per mensem. When the annual income of the 
fund is less than its expenditure, tlie deficiency is made up, by assessing 
all subscribers in proportion to their allowances. 

If a subscriber who has served twenty-two years in India retires from 
the service, or having served ten years in India retires from ill-health, 
and has contributed by previous payments, including interest, or by a 
further donation, the sum of 25,000 Gompany'’8 rupees, he entitles his 
family to the benefits of the institution; bat the fiunily of a member who 
has been dismissed the service has no interest in the mnd. When a sub¬ 
scriber discontinues his subscription for one entire year, he is considered 
' to have withdrawn altogether. No family can receive more from this 
fund than 6002. per minuiu. 
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Bltdioivs.—A widow whose income, however derived, does not exceed 
1002. per annum, is entitled to as much as will make hm: income 4001. per 
annum. When her income, pension included, exceeds 400/. per an> 
nu^, to a pension reduced as much as her income exceeds the latter 
sum; and when the income, exclusive of pension, exceeds 400/. per 
annum, the pension ceases altogether. For every ten pounds sterling 
per annum allowed in England^ uie recipients of this Amd are eatittea 
to be paid ten rupees per mensem while resident in India. If a widow 
marries, her pension ceases during coverture, but may.be renewed on 
again becoming a widow, subject to the preceding conditions. 

CkddreH. — Children are entitled as follows, via.:—^I'ill five yean of 
age, to an annual payment of 30/.; from five to mght, of 00/.; firom eight 
to deven, of 80/.; and after eleven, of 100. Whue the child remains in 
India, 30 Company's rupees per mensem are considered equd to 30/. per 
aimum; 40 Company's ru[)ees to 60/.; 50. Company’s run^to 80/.; and 
60 Company's rupees to 100/. The payments to female cuildren cease on 
marriage, and to males on attaining the age of twenty-one years, or 
being settled in any profession or umttluymeul, whiohevor first happens; 
or sooner, should they, whether male or iemalc, obtain, by bequest or 
otherwise, suflioicut to afford the payments alreaUy s^iecified ; but where 
the amount ib insufficient ior such purpose, the fond is to provide the 
deficiency. 


. LAW DEPARTMENT. 

Supreme Court of Judicature. —Chief Justice, first puisne justice, and 
second puisne justice. 

The East India Company's law officers are the advocate-general, the 
standing counsel, and solicitor. 

Officers of the Court —sheriff ; deputy sheriffT^ master in equity, ac¬ 
count an t-generul, :uid examiner ; taxing officer ; clerk of the crown, 
prothonotary, and clerk of the papers ; ri^istrar ecclesiasdealside; coro¬ 
ner ; receiver, recurdkeeper, and sworn clerk ; attorney ibr paupers; 
sealer and clerk to second puisne justice ; clerk to grand jury ; chief in« 
terpreter and translator; clerk to chief justice; clerk to first puisne justice 
crier, keepei, and apparitor {about sixteen advocates bdug buTisters, 
and numerous Attorneys. 

A commissary, registrar, and marshal of the Vice-Admiralty Court. 
Advocates and attorneys of the Supreme Court are advocates and proc¬ 
tors in this court. 

Insolvent Debtors' Courf.—The judges of the Supreme Court preside, 
with an examiner and common assignee, chief clerk, and special assignee. 

PoUce Dj^ce.—Chief magistrate, and superintendent of police. 

The civil servants of the Company, dispersed all over India, arc, al¬ 
phabetically,^ agents, auditors, collectors laf revenue, oommissioners, 
judges, magistrates, superintendents, secretariei^ cl^ks. Ihese are 
divided into first, second!, third, fourth, fifth, and sixth classes, and they 
have also their gradations of principal, head-deputy, assistants, special, 
joint, subordinate, extra, additiouaT; and also, with respect to land, the 
terms of sessional, council, sudder dewanny, nixamut adawhit. 

Sengal Ecclesiastical Chvrek of EngUuid EsteAhshmenL —The Lord 
Bishop or hletropolitan of Indip, the archdeacon, and about twenty 
chaplains, and thirty-six assistant chaplains, dispersed in various states 
in India. There are also ministers of the Church of Scotland at Cal^ « 
Ctttta. r 
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Sfadras Civil Eatahliskment. —The civil administration of this prc'- 
eidency consists of the governor, with his council of first, second, and 
a provisional member. The chief secretary, who is also secretary io 
revenue und product d^artmen^ secretary of civil department, secre* 
tnry and deputy secrecy of military department; juivate and military 
secretary, and three aides-de-camp to the governor, with six classes of 
revenue and other civil officers, dispersed over the presidency. 

There is a civil annuity fund regulated on the same principle as at 
Calcutta. 

Madras Laxo Department. —Chirf and puisne justices of the supreme 
court are the advocate-general, solicitor, shenff, and deputy snerifi^ 
master in emiiW, accountant-general, prothonotary, and remstrar, de¬ 
puty ditto, clerk of the crown, clerk to the grand jury and examiner, 
coroner, counsel and attorney for paupers, sealer, £> 60011 , Portuguese, 
American, and Dutch interpreters, clerk to chief justice, and advocates, 
attorneys, notaries, &c.; commissary of vicc-admiralty court, with re¬ 
gistrar and tnarshtd^; intedvent debtors* court, in which the judges of 
supreme court preside, with examiner, common assignee, and clerk. 
The police is under the superintendence of a chief magistrate. 

Madras EcclesiasUad Estahliskment —Bishop of Madras, archdeacon 
and regbtrar, with about twelve chaplains, and ciiffitcen assistant chap¬ 
lains. There are two ministers of the Church > ' Scotland. 

Domhay Civil EstahUshmeni. —Governor, cl n'f, mid first and second 
ordinary members of council, and provisional uiembm to fill Vacancies. 
Chief secretary, who is secretary in secret and political departments, 
secretary of judicial and general departments, secretary of revenue 
and finance, and secretary of military and naval departments, with 
private and military secretary, surgeon, and two aides-de camp of the 
governor. There are also six classes of civil servants. 

'J'lic civil annuity fund is regulated as at Bengal and Madras. 

The law department consists of the supreme court, wltli chief justice 
and puisne judge, advocate-general, solicitor, sheriffi, and deputy, mas¬

Act No. XLIII. or 1850. 

An Act for the Regulation of Regietered Joint Stock Companiee* 

[let January^ I 86 I .3 

For ibe r^pilation of Joint Stock Comptmes regiatcred under 
thie Act, it is enacted ai follows : 

I. Every unincorporated <!^onipany of partners, associated under a 
deed containing % provision that tne shares in the stock or business of 
the said Company are transferable without the consent of oil the partners, 
and also every Company established for some literary, scientific, or 
chwitable purpose, which does not carry on any business for the pe¬ 
cuniary benem of any of the Proprietors or Shareholders, shall be en¬ 
titled to registration under this Act. 

II. The Supreme Courts of Judicature at Calcutta, Madras, or 
Bombay may, on such petition as is hereinsRer mentioned of any per¬ 
sons desiring to register the Company to which they belong, order the 
registration of such Company ; and wereupon such Company shall be 
duly registered in the said Court, and deemed a registered Company 
within ue meaning of tbb Act. 

III. Eveiw petition *ibr the registration of any Company under this 
Act shall be filed in the Court to which it is prt^nted, with the deed, or 
a copy of the deed of partnership of the Company, and a list of the Di¬ 
rectors and Sharcholaers of the Company, severally verified by affidavit 
of the Secretary, or Manager, or principal or other servant of the Com¬ 
pany, intended to bo a Registered Officer of ibe Company within the 
Presidency in which the petitioners shall apply for registration ; and 
such petition shall set forth the following pai'ticulars, that is to say : 
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jFVrtf .-^Tlie names and additions of all those who u'e at that time 
partners of the Company, and their usual places of residence ; and, when 
any Company, which has carried on its business before registration, 
shall be admitted to the privileges of this Act, a separate memorial of 
the names and additions and last known place of abode of all persons 
who, within three years next before the presentation of the petition, 
were partners thereof 

Second .—The style under which the Company is to carry on its 
business* 

77itrd.—The names of the principal {daces, within the Presidency in 
which they seek to be registered, where the business is to be carried on. 

The amount of capital stock and of an^ proposed addition 
thereto, and if consbting of money how much is piud up, and if other 
than monev, the nature of such capital stock, and in all cases how in¬ 
vested, and if separate provision is made lor working capital, the amount 
thereof, and how muchofitis paid up. 

Fifth .—The number of shares into which the capital stock has been, 
or is to be, divided- 

IV. Before the registration of any Company, which has carried on 
its business before registration under n deed of partnership,not contain¬ 
ing any provision for registration of the Company under this Act, the 
Directors shall call a special meeting of the Shar<moldcrs for the purpose 
of resolving that tlie Company i|hall be register! . under this Act, to be 
held at a place and time to bo mentioned in the notice of meeting ; and 
such notice, beside being given to the partners in the manner provided 
in the deed of partnership for notice of special incctings, shall be pub¬ 
lished in the Government Gazette^ and in at least one other newspaper 
circulating within the Presidency ; and the time of holding such meeting 
shall be not sooner than three months and not later than four months 
after the first of such publications. 

V. Three-fourths m number of the Shareholders assembled, either 

personally or by their lawfully constituted attornies, at such meeting, 
owning at least three-fourths of the whole number of shares owned 
by all the Shareholders so present, may resolve that the Company shall 
be registered under this Act, and such resolution so carried shall be 
binding on tlic whole Company. . 

VI. The petition for registration in such case shall contain, beside 
the other particulars herein mentioned, statements of the notice and 
publication thereof, of the holding of the meeting, and of the several 
numbers of Sbar.'holders and shares held by them collectively, who were 
present at the meeting, and who voted in favor of the resolution res¬ 
pectively, and shall state that the petition is presented ujion such reso¬ 
lution. 

VII. No Company shall be disqualified for registration by reason of 
any outstanding loan to any Director , or by reason of any Director 
being a surety, or under any other pecuniary engagement to the Com¬ 
pany : but any Director having such loan or being such surety or under 
■ftch engagement shall, by the fact of the registiNition of the Company, 
cease to be u Director, unless the loan or other engagement be such as is 
authorised by tliis Act. 

VIIL Every registered Company shall be subject to the following 
regulations, notwithstanding any provisions in thor deed of partnership 
varying therefrom ; and the Supreme Court, in which the Company shall 
be registered, shall have authority, on the petition of any Shareholder, 
to enforce the same, and from time to time, to make any mrder or orders 
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in respect of any breacli or neglect thereof as to such Court shall seem 
meet. 

First —Every registered Company shall hold one or more ordinary 
gcncralmeetings of the Company in every year, at such times and places 
as ore appointed by the deed of partnershTp, or in default thereof, as the 
Supreme Court, in which such Company is registered, shall in the order 
for registration appoint, subject to variation by any subsequent order or 
orders ofsuch Court. 

Second ,—Every registered Company shall, from time to time, hold an 
extraordinary generm meeting, whenever seven Shareholders, or any 
greater number may require it, W notice in writing under their bancU 
lu be delivered to a Registered uiHccr of the Company, or, if he cannot 
be found, to any other servant of the Company, at one of their usual 
places of business. 

Third. ^1^0 registered Company sball purchase its own shares or 
make any loan of money or securities for money to any person or per- 
H«)ns, on the security of a share or shares in the partuersliip^or business ; 
and every such purchase or loon shall be a breach of trust within'the 
meaning of all laws now in force, or hereafter to be in force, relating to 
bre.aches of trust by agents or trustees misappropriating money or pro¬ 
per^. 

Fourlh .—Ko registered Company shall make any loan of mon^ or 
securities for money to any Director or Registered Officer of such Com¬ 
pany, nr to any member of a Local Committee at any Branch or Agency, 
c.xccpt only in the case of Banking Companies, to such limited amount, 
and on such securities as shall be sanctioned by the deed, or, from 
lime to time, b|[ a general meeting of the Bharchoiders ofsuch Banking 
Company; and every Such transaction, except as aforesaid, shall be a 
like broach of trust. And the particulars or every loan made to any 
Director or Registered Officer of such Company shall be reported to 
the next general meeting of Shareholders, with a statement and specifi¬ 
cation of the several securities on which such loans were advanced. 

Fifth .—No Director or Member of n Local Committee at any Branch 
or Agency, or Registered Officer shall become a security or guarantee 
ior any person in any loan or other trahsactiim with the Company, nor 
shall bo, m any way, incur liability to the Comi»nny, uncovered by such 
security as is sanctioned by the deed of partnership. 

Sixth —The accounts of every registered Company shall be audited 
half yearly oroftener, by two or more Auditors, chosen at a general meet¬ 
ing of the Shareholders, none of the Auditors being a Director or Regis¬ 
tered Officer at the time. 

Seventh.—A Copy of the Auditor’s report (if any) and balance sheet, 
and a separate profit and loss account, and adq^ital account shewing the 
amount of the capital, and how invested, and the estimated value 
thereof, verified by affidavit of the same being made to the best of their 
kiA>wledge and belief, as often as the aocounts arc audited, shall be filed 
in the Court, in which th^ company is registered, atfd a written or print¬ 
ed copy of the said report, balance sheet, and accounts, shidl be deli¬ 
vered to every Shareholder who shall demand it, or sent by the General. 
Post Office to the place where he inay, from time to time, require ddi- 
verv thereof. 

1^. The Court in which the Company is registered may, on the pe¬ 
tition of any Shareholder, enforce the ^rformance by the Directors of 
any of their duties und^ this Act, or ofthe deed of partnership, which it 
may appear just toeuforce in a summai^ manner, after due notice given 



to irach Directors ; end disobedience to *ny order of the Court in this 
behalf shall bo deemed a contempt of Court, and shaU be punishable ac« 
cordingly. 

X. Within one week before or after the first day of January ond 
first day of July, in every year afier the regbtry of the said Company, 
a memorial shall be filed in the Court in which such Company is regis¬ 
tered, setting forth, in alphabetical order, the names of all the partners, 
with their several additions, places of abode^ and the number of shares 
belonging to each, and the names of the Directors of the Company, and 
also the names of the servants of the Company to be deemed tnc l^gts- 
tered Officers, within the Presidency in Vrhich such Court is situated ; 
and, as often os a change in the Direction or of any Registered Officers 
shall take place by death, resignation, disaualification, or otherwise, a 
memorial of such change shall be forthwith filed in the Supreme Court. 

XL When any share is held by two or more persons, the name, addi¬ 
tion, and place of abode of every such person sbml be separately entered 
in every such memorial, and each of such persons shall be considered as 
jointly and separately liable for the engagements of the Company on ac¬ 
count of such share; unless when such share belongs to any other Regis¬ 
tered Company, in which case the name of such Company shall be enter¬ 
ed in the memorial instead of the names of the partners thereof. 

XII. The severol memorials shall be signed by two or more of the 
Directors of the Company, and verified by afiid:'* oue of them l^eforo 
the Master of the Supreme Court or a Commissiouer by the said Court 
appointed. 

A III. An office copy of any such registered deed, or copy thereof 
filed as aforesaid, or memorial or of any part thereof, issued under the 
seal of the Court, shall be received in evidence before*all Courts, as 
proof of the contents thereof, and no proof shall be required that the 
persons by whom any such memorial purports to be verified were Direc¬ 
tors of the Company. 

XIV. The Keeper of the Records of the Supreme Court shall allow 
all persons, at reasonable times, to inspect any such deed, copy, or me¬ 
morial, and shall furnish office copies of any such deed, copy, or metpo- 
rial, or any part thereof, under the seal of the Court, to all persons apply¬ 
ing for the same. 

XV. Such fees shall be paid for re^stering every such deed and 
memorial, and for allowing inspection and furnishing copies thereof, or 
of any part thereof, as the Judges of the Supreme Court, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Governor or Governor in Council, from time to time, 
•ball establish. 

XVI. Subject to the provisions of the deed of partnership, every 
Shareholder in any such Registered Company may sell and transfer all 
or any of his shares therein oy a deed according to the form in the 
Scbraule annexed to this Act, or to the like effect, and the same, when 
duly executed, shall be delivered to a Registered Officer, who shali midce 
an entry thereof in « book to be called the Register of Transfers, and 
•hall endorse such entry on the deed of transfer, and deliver an acknow¬ 
ledgment of the receipt thereof to the purchaser, for which entry and 
endorsement the Company shall be entitled to have a fee not exceeding 
One Rupee ; and until such transfer is so entered and endorsed the pur¬ 
chaser of the share shall not be entitled to receive any share of the pro¬ 
fits of the business, or to vote in respect of such share. 

XVII. No Shareholder shall be entitled to transfer any share until 
he has pmd alt calls at that tune due ou crerj share held by him 
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XVni. On ihe transfer of any share in a Begistercnl Company be¬ 
ing executed, and notified in the manner required by the Deed of the 
Company and this Act, the party making or the party accepting sucli 
transler may require a memorial thereof to he made forthwith, and filed 
with the memorial of the nam<a of Shareholders of the Company; and 
in case such memorial shall not be made and filed within ^ one month 
niter such requisition, the Supreme Court shidl on the petition of either 
oi the said pa^es, and on notice being given to the Directors of the 
Company, order such memorial to be made and filed, in case the Court 
shall be satisfied of the validity of such transfer ;attd every such memo¬ 
rial of transfer shall bo taken thenceforth as part of the last general 
memorial. 

XIX. No transfer shall bo deemed complete, nor shall any Share¬ 
holder be discharged from any liability by the transfer of any share, un¬ 
til! the memorial of such transfer shml have been filed as aforesaid, or 
untd the purchaser has been substituted as a partner instead of the sel¬ 
ler in one of the general hidf-yearly memorials, in respect of the share 
or shares so transferred ; and no person shall be liable as a Shar^ohler, 
by reason merely of having accepted such transfer, until such memorial 
ol the transfer shall be filed, or until he is entered as a partner in one of 
the geneial hall yearly memorials. 

XX. The Supreme Court in which aqy Company is registered may, 
nn petition and on notice being given to Directors, and to every other 
person to whom it shall appear to theConrt that notice ought to be given, 
ordc I any memorial filed under this Act to bo coiroctod, in case of any 
material error of omission or otherwise, either in the lists of SharGhoi- 
dors or anv other respect whatever. 

XXI. The Directors may close the Register of Transfers for a time, 
not exceeding fourteen days before the payment ofany dividend, and 
may fix a day for closing the same, of which seven days* notice shall be 
given in tlie Government Gazette. 

XXIL 'I'he Company shall not bo bound to see to the execution of 
any trust, whether express, implied, or constructive, to which any shore 
is snb}ect; and ihe receipt of the jierson in whoso name ony shaic stands 
ill the books of tlic Company, or in the case of a minor, idiot, or lunatic, 
the receipt of the guardian or committee, or wlu>ie the share stands in 
more than one name, the recdfpt of the person, whose name stands first, 
shall bo a sufficient dischatgo to the Company for any di«ulend or other 
sum of money payable on account of such share, whether or not the Com¬ 
pany had notice ofany such trust; and the Company shall not be bound 
to <>>00 to the application ofany money pa' i on such receipt. 

XXIII. Kvery such Registered Company shall sue and bo sued by 
the restored name of the Company, as if it irerc an incorporated Com¬ 
pany, and in no other manner; and service of any writ, order, or other 
process or notice on a Registered^ Officer of the said company, stone qf 
their usiial places of businesi^or, if he cannot be found, m such manner 
as the supreme Court in which such Company is legistered shall order 
and direct, shall be good service op such Conqiany. 

. XXIV. In any indictment or infonnation for any thofe or embezzle¬ 
ment of the monies or goods of any such Roistered Company, or for any 
other ofience committed against wem mr their property, or with inteqt 
to defraud or injure them, and in any proceeding in which it may be i)ie- 
cessary to name them, they may be dci^ibed by the roistered name qf 
the Compaq. 

XXV. In any suit brought or proceeded with In the name of any 
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such Registered Company, the plaintiffs shall be liable to be nonsuited, un¬ 
less it is proved on tnuir part, that the suit is brought or proceeded with 
by direction of one or more of the partners appointed at a general meet¬ 
ing tube Directors of the Compatiy, or by the direction of some ]>ersnn 
r>r [)orson3 having authority from the Directors to bring suits on behalf 
of the Company ; and such proof may be given either by filing a warrant 
to sue, signed by such Director or person, and supported by afJMavit, or 
in sucli other manner as shall be consistent with the practice of the 
C(»urt. 

XXVL No such suit, indictment, information, or other proceeding 
fthali abate or be prejudiced by any change of the [lersons constituting 
the partnership, or of the Directors, or of the person having such autho¬ 
rity. 

XXVII. No suit by or against the Company shall be in any wise 
cfi’eeteil by the defendant or plaintilf therein being or having been a 
SUnreholdor of the Company : but any such Shareholder, either alono 
or jointly with any other person or persons as against the Company, or 
the Company aa against any such Shareholder, either alone or jointly 
with any olliov person or persons, shall have the same right of action, 
remedy, ami execution, in respect of any claim whatever, as the S!ia>e- 
holder or Company •voiild have had, if the Shai -holder had been astran- 
ger. 

XXVITI. All unpaid Capital, or money c\)c on account of the (’npi- 
tal Stock of the Coinpaiij', sliall be deemed a debt due to tbe Company, 
and shall be recoverable ns .such by the description of money due by the 
dufeniliint, on account of a share in the business of the Comjian v. 

XXIX. A Registered Company, which shall commit any act which is 
Ju’reby deemed an act of forfeiture, shall be liable to the jurisdietiou of 
tlie Court for Relief of Insolvent Debtors, and n petition to the said 
(j.mrt in the case of such Company shtdl be prosecuted in the s.ime uiiiii- 
iier as petitiims in the case of Insolvent Debtors ; ami in ca.si* of .an ad- 
judic.'ifiou of forfeiture the law and practice of the .“niil Coart, with 
'such alterations of the practice as, from time to time, hball si'om to the 
Court necessary, shall be extended to the ease of sncIi Goinjniny, as in 
the case of an adjudication of insolvency in the cii.so of an Insolvent 
Debtor. 

XXX. An adjudication of forfeiture against any such Company 
shall not be deemed an act of insolvency of the Individual iuember.s of 
Bucli C.ompanv. 

XXXI. An adjudication of forfeiture against such Company shall 
convey to the Assignee or Assignees appointed, the whole of the real and 
personal property of tlie said Company, and all debts, can-ses of suit, and 
po.ssibilllies of interest, with the like power to sue either at Law or in 
Eiiuity, as fully and odectually ns an adjudication of insolvency against 
any individual could convey the same by any of the laws now in force 
or hereafter to be in force anecting Insolvents. 

XXX11. Whenever an adjudication of forfeiture shall have issued 
against any such Company, the Assignee or Assignees from time to time 
inay compromise any debts or claims belonging to the said Company, 
ami may gr.ant discharges to the parties to such compromises. 

XXXlll. Whenever the Director of any Registered Company shall 
be \inal)le to meet the engagements of the Company, they shall at a spe¬ 
cial meeting of the Directors, convened for that purpose, and by such a 
\imnber and majority of them as would be sulficicift for any^ ordiuary 
I'UsLii'ss of the Company, declare such inability by a resolution, whicb 
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being signed by the Directors by whose votes it has bcea carried, sliall 
be forthwith published in the GoMrument Gazette of the Presidency; and 
for two calendar months ai^er the publication of such resolution, but nor, 
later, such resolution shall be deemed an act of forfeiture of their pri¬ 
vileges fur the sole purjmse, nevertheless, of supporting a petition to 
the Court for liellef of Insolvent Debtors in case a petition shall 
be filed within t^vo months after the date of the publication thereof as 
oiuresnid, but not afterwards.

amount of Company’s Rupees One Thousand, may present a iiclitiun t(» 
tliut'ourt for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors at the Presidency within 
which such Company is registered, stating the amount due to such cre¬ 
ditor or creditors, and the registry and act of forfeiture of such Compatiy, 
and praying such Court would proceed as if such Company or the 
Sliarcliolders thereof had petitioned such Court for relief under the laws 
in force for Relief of Insolvent Dchtors-; wlicrciipon the Court shall cn- 
ipiire into the truth of such petition, and if such Court shall be satisfied 
thereof, such Court shall adjudge tlic same to be tiue, and that such 
Comjiiiny has committed an act of forfeiture, anrl proceed thoieuu pur¬ 
suant to Uic provisions of the Act for the Relief of insolvent Debtors iu 
linlia, and of this Act. 

XXXV. Upon the filing of any petition to the Court fur Relief of 
Insolvent Debtors in the case of any Registered Coin]>any, wlielher by a 
Shareholder or by a Creditor, the Court sliall make the like vesting or¬ 
der fur the pnirpose of vesting all the real and personal estate of' the 
Company in the Oil'icial Assignee, and such other orders auxiliary thereto 
as the Court might make in case of an individual insolvent debtor, and 
all the \)(»wer8 and autlioritiefi of the said Court, and all the lav.'S I’elating 
to insolvent debtors shall, so far us the circumstances of the case admit, 
be extended to all such Registered ConipanicH. 

XXXVI. Vi’hencvcr there shall be an adjudication of forfeiture 
against any Registered Company, the Directors of such Compnr.y at the 
time of filing the petition shall be subject to the orders of the said Court 
for the Reliefof Insolvent Debtors, and it shall be their duty individordly 
or coileclively to prepare such balance slieet and other accounts us the 
Court may deem necessary, and to assist the. Official Assignee in the 
exttiiiinutionuf and closing uU the affairs of theCompuny ; ami every Di¬ 
rector and person who sJiall at any time have been a Director of the 
Company bhall be liable to be examined upon oath, and to moke full and 
true discovery of the esCatcond effects, past and present, and business, 
affuirs, and interests oftbc Company, ciUier orally or upon written in¬ 
terrogatories, as the Court may order. 

XxXVlI. Upon the adjudication of forfeiture against any Register¬ 
ed Compuny, the claims of any creditor of the Coiniiotiy against the 
Shareholders shall nut becuibreed otherwise than under tlms Acl, except 
in respect of any special contract, or any debt or liability contracted by 
any Sliarehulder in his individual capacity, otherwise than by taking a 
share in the business of the Company. 
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Coni|>any asthc Ofliciul Assignee caumake an approximate estimate oftlie 
amount of tlm deiits and other claims against the Company, or of any cer¬ 
tain portion thereof, the said Court, on the application of the Oflicim As¬ 
signee, shall order Buchsum to be raised by contribution of the Sharehold¬ 
ers as may appear to the said Court necessary for the satisfaction of such 
debts and claims; and may from time to time order such further sum to 
be raised in like manner as may appear necessary ; /md upon obtaining 
such order the OfUdal Assignee shall assess the said sum ratably 
amongst the Shareholders, according to the number of shares held by 
them respectively, ancl^mcdiately proceed to collect the same; and 
monthly or olltcner shall report defaulters to the said Court, together 
with 1 he amounts at which they were assessed respectively, and there¬ 
upon the said Court, if satisfied that the said assessment is just, shall 
order the payment of such assessment within such time and upon such 
notice or demand by advertisements or otherwise, os the Court may see 
fit; and nonpayment thereof within the time ordered by the Court shall 
be an act of insolvency of the defaulting Shareholders ; and the said 
Assignee, or any person being a creditor of the said Company to the 
amount of Company’s llupces Five Hundred, or any two creditors to 
whojii such Company shall be indebted to the amount of Company’s 
Biijtees Seven Hundred, or any three or more creditors to whom such 
(’ompatiy shall be indebted to the amount of nmpany’s Rupees One 
Thousand, may present a petition to the Cmir< for the Relief of In¬ 
solvent Debtors of the Presidency within which the said Company is 
rogifilored, staling such act of insolvency, and praying that such de¬ 
faulting Shareholder may be adjudged to have committed an act of 
insolvency, and iipon such petition being duly verified, the Court shall be 
empowered to adjudge that such defaulting Shareholder has committed 
an act of insolvency, and the Court for Relief of Insolvent Debtors in 
the Presidency in which the defaulter is resident, may proceed tliorcon 
according to the provisions of the Act for tlicllelicf of Insolvent Debtors 
in India. 

XXXIX. The Shareholders of untransferred shares whoso names 
arc in the Last general iMcinorial, including!; tho.se (if any) who have been 
subsequently returned as Shareholders of the Company, shall be liable 
and be called upon in the first instance to satisfy the debts of the Com¬ 
pany ;but in case it shall appear to the said Couit that full satisfaction 
cannot, within such time us may appear reasonable to the Couit, be 
otherwise obtained, such other persons as at any time within three years 
next before the adjudication of forfeiture shall have been returned in any 
memorial it.s Shareholders of the Company shall be liable to contribute 
to such amount collectively as the Court mfty order ; and, upon every 
order for contribution from former Shareholders, the Official Assignee 
shall proceed ns hereinhefore prescribed in the case of present Sharehol¬ 
ders. 

XL. In fixing the sum to be raised from time to time by assessment 
of the Sharchohlers it shall be in the discretion of tlie Court to make 
such allowance for unrealized assets of the said Company, as the Coui*t 
mav deem just. 

Xlil. No such assefismcnt shall be deemed erroneous or set aside 
merely bv reason of its being in excess of other assessments ratably con¬ 
sidered, if the. same be needed for satisfaction of any creditor of the said 
Company, ami any such assessment may be reduced, urlien expediwt, by 
order of the Court.

If on realizing the assets of the Cuiiipaiiv a balance shall 
main, alter payment of the debts and other daius aj^ainettbe Cuuipanj, 
the said Court may order tlie repa^meut out of such balance, first, ut' 
such sums or ratable parts thercut, os have been )>aid by auv Share • 
holders not liable in the first instance to satisiy the debts of the Cunt* 
pany ; and secondly, of such sums or ratable ^inrts tbereof os have been 
paid by any other Shareholders in excess of their ratable liability, ae* 
cording to the number of their shares, regard being had to the number 
oi'other assessed Shareholders ; and lastly, if such a balance shall not 
thereby be exhausted, the said Court may oiHleiHAhe distribution of the 
remainder thereof among the Shareholders By the Ofiicial Assignee 
upon a scheme or plan to be submitted to and a])provt)d by the said 
Court, or may order the same to be paid to Uie Accountant General of 
the said Conrt to the credit of the said Company, tu abide such pro¬ 
ceedings as any parties interested therein may take at Law or in 
Equity ; and any order of the said Court for the disbursement of money 
shall be a suflicient authority to tlicsaid Official Assignee to protect him 
against all claims in respect of such disbursement by any Shareholder or 
Creditor. 

XLlIl. If any Begistered Company which carried on its business 
before registration shall incur an aajudieation of forfeiture before it has 
been registered for three years, such jKirsons as are not registered 
Shareboldera but were Co-partners or Hlinrcholdcrs thereof at any time 
before the registration of the Company, but within three years before 
the filing of the petition for relief, shall be liable to contribute to the 
debts of the Company, in like manner as if they were on the first me¬ 
morial of the Bliareholders of the Company. 

XLIV. Whenever it shall appear to the Court for Belief of Insol¬ 
vent Debtors that the aid of u Court of Equity will be necessary for 
closing the affiiirs of any Begistered Company, against which an ad¬ 
judication of forfeiture has been made, i||e said Court may order the 
Official or other Assignees to take proceedings in tlic Supreme Court 
in Equity, by bill, or by petition fur the like relief as might be had by 
bill, and the said Supreme Court shall have power on such petition to 
make such original and subsequent orders ns iqton a bill filed, and such 
orilers shall have the same efl'cet and be executed in the same manner 
as decretal orders. 

XLV. The said Sui>renie Court may likewise on oetilion of any 
Shareholder having any claim against any other Shareholder, in respect 
of the ail'airs of the Conqiuny, make such order as it may deem just for 
settling such claim between such Shareholders. 

XLvI. 'Whenever any Shareholder in a Ikegistei'cd Company, nhich 
shall have been adjudged toliave incurrc«l forfeiture, shall be udjudged 
an insolvent, cither on Ids own petition, or under the provisions affiresuid 
or othenvise, the Assignee or Assignees of such Begistered Company, 
shall be entitled, from time to time, to rank os a creditor on the estate of 
such insolvent, for such ratable contributions, as the Court for the Belied 
of Insolvent Debtors shall, from time to time, appoint to be paid by 
such insolvent Shareholder. 

XL VII. After the affairs of any such Begistered Company against 
which there has been an adjudication of forfeiture are elof>ed under this 
Act, the Company shall forfeit all its privileges under this Ar t, and the 
partnership shall be dissolved.

\Vhoveas the Ijnws in force for prevention of the unlawful manufacture 
and transportalion of Sail intlie Provinces uflicngal, JJehru', and Cnssa 
ar • <leli’i:tivc ; It is enacted as follows : 

I. Any Suit Agent or Supvrinteudent of Sail Chokies, and also any 
Assi.stant lo a Salt Agent or Sujjerintondent, or heuil OlHcer of any Sale 
Cliokec or A urung, to whom inforniation shall be given that salt is un- 
lawCully manufaetared ill any warehouse, dwelling house or other en« 
closed place within his juvisilirti"!!, may act upon sneh information in 
the same manner ns in Act XXIX. 1838 lie is authorized to act, upon 
information given him of salt e.Kceeding oneiniiund in f^uantity bring in 
htiire in n house, warelious -, or other place; and all freshly manufactured 
contraband salt found by such OUlcer sliall be liable to seizure, together 
witii theiniplenumts of manufacture, and the provisions of Section Hto 
X of Act XXIX.

An Act the appointment of imconcmntctl Maghtrnie^^ and for 

defmhig the duties of Deputy and Assistant Mi^istrates in Jitmhay. 

[25/A Aprd, 1851.] 

TThcroas the administration of justice will bo inipr«)vcd by extemling 
the provisions of Act XV. 1843, to the rrcsidency of llotnb.iy, and by 
more exactly defining the powers of Assistant Magistrates ; It is enacted 
as follows : 

I. So much of Act XIV. 1835, as empowers the Governor of Bom¬ 
bay in (’ouncil to confer on any Assistiint Magistrate, by a special order, 
any of the powers of ii M.'igistrate, is repealed. 

Ir. The Governor of Bombay in Council may appoint to any Zlllah 
or District one or more uneunveuauted Deputy Magistrates, with the 
powers hereinafter specified. 

in. ICvery person appointed to the ofhcc of Deputy Maj^lsfrafo 
under this Aot, shall before entering ui»ontlio execution ofthe duties of 
his office, make and subscribe Ijofore one of the Courts of Jlecord csta- 
bli'^hed in the said IVosidcacy, (or in the Zillnli to which ho is ap- 
pointed) a deelaratiou lo the sanu* eflcct as the oath reriulrcd by Law to 
bo taken by .M.agi.strutes, which declaration shall be deemed to be made 
mnlor Act XXI. 1837. 

IV. A Deputy Magistrate appointed under this Act, or an Assistant 
Ma'iistrate, may be employed as a judicial officer, or as an officer of 
r»lioe, or both, at the Uihcrctiouof the Governor of Bombay, in Council. 
As a judicial officer ho shall exercise the powers of a covenanted AssiKtinit 
under Sod ion III. Regulathm Xll. 1827, llegulafion IV. 1 h 30, 
Regnlntiou Vlll. 1831, of the Bombay Code, and Act XXV. jN3y, or 
the full powers of a Magiatrafc, wjien speci.aJly anfliorizcd by tJio 
Governor nf Bombay in Council ; and, in such case*, ho shall ho sulijeet 
to such authority in regard to appeals from his decisions and judicial 
orders .is is provided under the above mcntioueil Regulations Jlir the 
decisirms and order* of a covenanted yVaslstant or of a Magi.strute re¬ 
spectively. As an Officer ufi*ulicc, he slisill be in all respects suliordinatc 
to tlic Magistrate under whom he is placed ; be shall exercuse snch exe¬ 
cutive powers only ns the Governor of Bombay in Council, or the 
Magistrate, with the sanction of the Governor of Bo]nb.-iy in Council, 
commits to him, and shall obey .‘dl lavt'ful orders so issued, ami perform 
alt duties so assigned to him by the said Magistrate, who shall be at all 
times emupotent, subject lo such orders as he receives from time to tiiuo 
from the Govemor of Bombay in Council; to extend, lirnif, or ret-ume 
the executive powers committed to such Assistant or Deputy. 

V. Nothing in this Act contained shall be held to «iisf|uah'fy any 
un(‘ovcnatited Officer in the Revenue and Jndical Iim>aitraents from 
holding, at the suine time with any other office, the (»ffice of Dejmty 
Magistrate. 

YI. A Deputy Magistrate appointed under this Act shall not be 
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disiiiiiiscil from ofll'c for midcondact, without the sanction of the Gover¬ 
nor of Bombay in Council. Whenever there is reason to believe, that a 
Deputy Magistrate is disqualified, b 3 r uefflect, incapacity, corruption or 
other misbehaviour, for continuance in office, a report sn^l be made by 
the Magistrate, for the consideration and orders of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, who shall be competent to suspend such Deputy 
Magistrate, and order a further enquiry into his behaviour, or order his 
immediate dismissal, as appears just and proper.

For relief of certain sufferers hy the Insolvency of Sir Thomas Turton, 

Baronet. 


[6/A June 1851.] 


Whereas, under an Act of Parliament passed in the fortieth year of 
thcTleign of King George the Thinl, entitled “ an Act for establishing 
further Regulations for the Government of the British Territories in 
India, and the better Administration of Justice within the same,” Sir 
Tiiomas Edward Mitchell Turton, Baronet, Ch > registrar of the Eccle¬ 
siastical Court at Fort William in Bengal, wn.s •iuipowered to administer 
to the Estates of all British Subjects dying intestate within the said 
Presidency of Fort William in default of any claim made and establish¬ 
ed on behalf of any next of kin or Creditor to the deceased ; And where¬ 
as the said Sir Thomas, on or about the 25th day of February 1848, re¬ 
signed the Office of Registrar of the said Ecclesiastical Court, then being 
insolvent, and unable to pay several large sums of money due to the 
owners of sundry Estates to which he had administered or liad assumed 
to administer under the power vested in him by the said Act, and also 
other Stuns of money due to the owners of sundry Estates of which he 
hud taken cliargc as such Registrar, although on account of the small 
value thereof or otherwi.se, on Letters of Administration of the last 
mentioned Estates were granted 1o him, and also other sqms of money 
belonging either to suitors of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort 
William in Bengal, or other persons for whose benefit a trust was creat¬ 
ed in the said Sir Thomas, by reason of hi.s holding the office of Regis¬ 
trar of the said Court, on itsEcclesia.stical, £<{uity, and Admiralty sides, 
or as Curator under Act XIX. 1841, eras Official Trustee under Act 
XVII. 1843; 

And whereas, in order to know the deficiency of the said Sir Thomas 
in respect of the said several particulars of charge, certain Commis- 
sioner.s were appointed hy an order under the seal of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature at Fort William, bearing date the 8th March 1848, to en¬ 
quire and report thereon to the Court; 

And whereas the said Commissioners made their report to the said 
Court, bearing date the 25th January 1849, and now med of record in 
the said Court, whereby they reported fully on the several matters com¬ 
mitted to them as aforesaid, setting forth in the body of the said Report, 
and also in certain Schedules thereunto anne.\ed marked (A,) (B,) (C,) 
(D,) (£,) and (F,) respectively the names and titles of the several 
Estates, suitors and other persons to whom upon the account taken ty 
them, money or securities for money appeared to be due by (ke said Sir 
Thomas. 
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And whereas, it»deemed expedient that the said sttiTerers hy the 
insdvcucy of the siud Sir Thomas Edward Mitchell Turton be reimbursed 
their screral losses out of the accumulated produce of certmn utt^imed 
Estates, now in the custody and management of the Admhustrator 
General, due provision being made for securing the inter^ts the 
rightful claimants thereunto, if any shall hereafter appear; It is enacted 
as tbllows: 

I. The net proceeds ofall Estates to which the Begistrar of the said 
Ecclesiastical Court has administered in the right or under colour of hia 
oflice under the smd Act of Parliament, and which from the official 
books and accounts of the said Begistrar appear to have been in the 
custody or control of the said Begistrar ready to be distributed before 
the first day of January 1836, ana to have been since that time unclaimed 
and now to continue unclaimed in the custody or control of the Ad> 
ministrator General iu Bengal in right of Us office under Act. Vil. 
1849, and also from time to time the net proceeds of all Estates to which 
ilic said Begistrar or the said Adminislrator General under the smd Act. 
VII. 1849 has administered, or to which the said Administrator Gene* 
ral shall hereafter administer, and which shall inlike manner appear to 
have continued for fifteen years in his custody or control uncUimw shall 
bo transferred and paid, as the same resj^ctiv^ accrue, to the Sub- 
Treasurer of the East India CompaDy at^rt William in Bengal, and 
be carried to the account and credit of the East India Company fi>r the 
general purposes of Government, and the receipt of the said Sttb*Trea* 
surer shall be a full indemnity and discharge to the said Administrator 
General for any such payment. 

II. If any claim shall bo hereafter made to any part of tlic net pro- 

cec‘<ls of any Estate so transferred and paid to the account and credit of 
the East India Company, and established to the satisfaction of the Admi* 
nlstrdtor General and Accountant to the Government of Bengal for the 
time being, the said Accountant shall direct the Sub-Treasurer to re¬ 
pay, and uio Sub-treasurer shall thereupon repay the principal sum so 
paU or represented by the Securities so translorrcd, or so much thereof 
as shall appear to be due to the claimant out of the monies of the East 
India CompiAiy in his custody. If the claim is not established to the sa¬ 
tisfaction ofthe said Administrator General and Accountant, the claimant 
may apply by petition to the said Supreme Court against the East 
Inmu Company and Administrator General, fiir the time being; and, af¬ 
ter taking evidence either oraUy or on affidavit in a summary way as 
the Conrt shall think fit, the Court shall make suchorders on the petition 
as justice requires, which shall be binding on all parties to the 
suit. • 

III. The Accountant to the Government ofBengal is authorized and 
required from time to time to direct the Sub-Treasurer 1o pay, and the 
Sub-Treasurer shall thereupon pay, oiit of the monies of the East India 
Company in his custody, such sums os will he sufficient 10 pay oil' and 
discharge to such persons os shall appear to tic entitled thereunto, as 
the lawful representatives ofthe Intestates and othps named in the Sche¬ 
dules (A,) (B,) (C,) (D,) annexed to the said report, and also to the 
suitors and other persons entitled to the Equity Deposits aud Trust 
monies in the suits and under the trusts named in the Schedules (E) 
and (VI annexed to the said reriort, and other deposits aud tj'ust inonies 
(If Any; paid or entrusted to the said Sir Thomas by order of Uio said 
Court, aud to the net proceeds of the estate of Bumnniaiu Coondo, of 
which the said Six Thomas was Curator under Act XIX. 1841, the 
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several princitKil sums of inouej vrhich, upon the final adjustment of the 
accounts of their several claims aud esta^ shall appear to have been 
due to tlicm respectively from the said Sir Thomas on the 2dth day of 
February, 1848^ and to be then still doe and unsatisfied ; and also the 
balance d ue by the said Sir Thomas to Government in respect of Court 
Iccs received by him as Registrar of the said Court, but not accounted 
lor by him to Government. 


Act No. VI. or 1851. 

Respecting cei Uif,n land in Bombay called Foras Land, 

[6lh June, 185L] 

Whereas the East India Company are legally entitled to the freehold 
reversion of the several lands Wetofbre paying a render called Foras, 
the outline whereof is delineated in a plan deposited in the olBce of the 
Secretary to the Government of Bombay, and authenticated by the 
signatures of the Right Honorable the Governor and Members of the 
Council of Bombay and numbered I, subject to certtun tenancies therein 
at will, or from year to year ; and whereas it is considered expedient as 
of grace and favor that the rights of the said East India Company in all 
of the lands included in the said plan, save thoh marked upon the said 
plan as to be taken, or as having already been i.ak^ for public roads, 
tanks and other public purposes, the outline of which land so to be or 
having been taken is also delineated in another plan numbered 2, also 
deposited and authenticated as aforesaid, should be extinguished save as 
hereinafter mentioned ; It is enacted as follows : 

I. The lands comprised in the said plan No. 2 shall, from and after 
the first day of July, in the year 1851, be vested in the said Cojnpany 
free from all rights therein of all other persons, for the purpose of coii- 
atructing public roads, tanks and other public purposes. 

II. From and after the said first day of July, the rights of the said 
Company in all of the said lands mentioned in the said plan No. 1, 
except those mentioned in the said plan No. 2, shall be extinguished in 
favor of the persons who shall then hold the same respectively os the im¬ 
mediate rentpayers to the said Cbmpany, saving the rents now severaliy 
payable in respect of such tan^ which shall continue payable, and re¬ 
coverable by distress or by any means by which land revenue in Bom¬ 
bay is or shall be recoverable under any Act or Regulation, and saving 
also all rights of forfeiture and escheat, in respect ot want of heirs or 
representatives, or of felonies committed, or otherwise in respect of 
attainder. 

III. As between such rentpayers and other persons, such extinguisb- 
lueiit shall ensure for the benefit of the persons beneficially entitled to 
the lauds thereby aflcctcd and not of any mere Trustee or other person 
in whom the legal estate only is or may oc vested. 

IV. Nothing herein contained shall exempt such liands froin being 
liable to any future general taxes on IWd in Bombay, or from being sub¬ 
ject to Act XXVIII. 1830 and Act XVII. 1850. 

V. After the said first dw of July as soon as tiiall bo convenient, 
the Governor of Bombay in Council shall apiK>iiit fit pereons, not exceed¬ 
ing five in number, to bo Commissioners under this Act, for the purpoMS 
hereinafter mentioned (with such salaries or remuneration as to the said 
(lovcriior in Council shall seem fit) ; any three or four ol wlnmi met 
together, (two being Officers of Govemmeut), may do any act which by

tills Act. the Conimissionerfl are erajiowereil to do ; and in case of tlie 
death, resignation, remoral, or absence of any such Oommissioner, the 
^Governor in Council shall appoint another ia ois room. 

VI. A duplicate of the saitl plans, authenticated by one of the Sc< 
cretariea to the Government of Bombay, shall be lodg^ with the said 
Commissioners and shall form a record of thmr office. 

VII. From and after the said first day of Jolv the said Commis¬ 

sioners shall proceed to estimate the value of Ihe several portions of 
land and tlie improvements thereon comprised in the^ said plan No* 2, 
and of the cxpenccs wliieh wUl be incurred in executing this Act, and to 
assess the amount of such estimate in such and in such proportions as 

to them shall seem right to and upon the landK'mentioned intho stud plan 
No. 1, and the fund to be raised by such assessment shall be denominated 
the “ Foras Land Assessment Fund” ; and for the purpose of framing 
sudi estimate and making such assessment the said Commissioners may 
summon as witnesses any Persons whomsoever, whethw interested or not 
in the said lands, and examine them on oath or otherwise as they may see 
fit, or proceed upon a mere estimate, according to the best of tlieii: 
judgment, without evidence. 

YIII. Any person summoned as a witness, wd refusing or without 
lawful excuse neglecting to appear and give evidence according to the 
terms of the summons may, on proof thereof, be fined by any Magis¬ 
trate of Police for every default a sum not exceeding ten Rupees, to bo 
paid to the said Commissioners for the said Foras Land Assessment 
Fund, and may be committed to prison in default of payment. 

IX. Tim said estimate and assessment when completed shall be sign¬ 
ed by the said Commissioners and form a record of tneir office. 

X. After the completion of the said estimate the said Commissioners 
shall make out and sign certificates wliich shall, by numbers, or in such 
other way as to the said Commissioners may seem more convenient, refer 
to the several portions of land mentioned in the said plan No. 2. and 
shall shew the estimated value of the land and improvements thereon to 
which the same refer, which certificate shall give to the holders thereof a 
right to demand payment of the sums for which the same arc in the body 
of the sam#exprc8sed to be granted, from and out of the said Foras 
Land Assessment Fund”, after the said Commissioners shall, by public 
advertisement in the Bombay Government Gazette, have advertised that 
th^ are ready to redeem the said ccrtifi<6ates. 

XL The person who shall have been the rcntpajrcrs to the said 
Company on the said first day of July of any land mentioned in the saul 
plan No. 2, or their representatives or assigns shall bo entitled to be the 
first holders of the certificates relating to the same lands. 

XII. When the said certificates shall have been completed, the said 
Commissioners shall distribute the certificates to the persons entitled 
thereto ; or, if it shall appear to them doubtful to whom any certificate 
should be delivered, may deposit it with the Prothonotaryof the Supremo 
Court of Judicature established at Bombay by Royal Charter, which 
Court may adjudicate upon the right to every certificate so deposited, 
and may direct how such right abail be tried. 

XIIL The delivery to any person by the Commissioners of any cer¬ 
tificate shall not confer upon him any right to retain the some us against 
any person having a better title thereunto, who shall be at liberty to sue 
for and recover the same, and all benefits thereto belonging, in the said 
Supreme Court, by such proceeding as the said Court shall direct. 

XIV. When the said assessment shaU have been completed, the 
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Commissioners sholl give notice thereof in tlie Government Gnzette, anrl 
ftftcr the expiration of three weeks next following the puhlicatinn of such 
notice shiill proceed to collect the assessments, and if necessary to levy 
them by distress and sale of any goods found on the said lands, or by 
sa1(» of the lands tuisessed; and the said Commissioners shall keep ac¬ 
counts of the sums received for assessment, and pay the same from time 
to lime into the Bank of Bombay. 

XY. The said Commissioners, subject to the approval of the Gover¬ 
nor of Bombay in Council, may employ such Surveyors, Accountants and 
Clerks as to them shall seem fit, and incur such other charges and make 
such dibbursements from.^e said Foras Land Assessment Fund os may 
be necessa^ for exccutinf^thc provisions of this Act. 

XVI. The Commissioners may reeeivc any portion of the assessment 
from any person, but any receipt granted by them for the same sliall not 
afl'oet the title to any lands in respect whereof the same shall have been 
paid ; and, when the said Foras Land Assessment Fund, or such portion 
thereof as to the said Commissioners shall seem adequate, shall have 
been recovered, the said Commissioners shall redeem the certificates on 
demand by the holders thereof. 

XVII. When, on the sale of any land or goods for satisfaction of any 
assessment, more money shall be raised than is required to pay the 
amount to be levied, the Commissioners shall pa the overplus to such 

{ >cr.son or persons ns shall appear to them to hav been entitled to the 
and or goods sold ; or, if they, arc doubtful to whom they should pay 
the same, may pay such overplus to the Accountant General of the said 
Supreme Court, and any persons claiming to be entitled thereto may sue 
for and recover the same by such proceeding in the said Supreme Court 
as the said Court shall direct. 

XVIII. The Commissioners shall not be liable for the amount so p.'iid 
to any person, in case another person having better title thereunto shall 
afterwards appear, but tbc same ma^ be I'ccovercd from the party who 
Tccolvcd the same or his representatives at the suit of the person entitled 
thereunto. 

XIX. The said certificates shall be transfcrrable by endorsement. 

XX. The said Commissioners, at any time after the said first da^ of 
July may grant a warrant to any person or persons to take and deliver 
to the Officers of the Bombay government any of the lands mentioned 
in the said plan No. 2, wliico Warrant shall confer on such person or 
personsthe same powers and rights which the Sheriff has for executing a 
writ of possession issued by the said Supreme Court. 

XXI. The said Commissioners, witli the consent of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, to bo signified in writing upon the smd plan No. 2, 
under the hand of one of the Secretaries to the Government of Bombay, 
at any time before the completion of the assessment, may after the plan 
No. 2 lodged with the said Commissioner and corresponding alterations 
shall be made in the plan No. 1 lodged with the said Commissioners, 
and the Governor of Bombay in Council shall therei;^n cause the like 
alterations to be made in the plans deposited in the Office of the Secre¬ 
tary to the Government of Bombay ; and, if any such alterations shall be 
so made, the plans so altered shall to all intents mid purposes of this 
Act bo consi^red as the plans referred to by this Act. Provided always 
tWt, if any difference shall at any time appear between the plans de¬ 
posited with the Commissioners and the plans deposited in the office of 
the Secretary to the Government of Bombay, the latter shall be deemed 
the origimd and authentic plans referred to by this Act.

Act No. VII or 1851. 

To amend the law of the Bombay Presidency relating to exeoniim of 

Decrees, 

[13/A June, 1651.] 

Whereas it is necessai^ to amend the Law of the Bombay Presidency, 
relating to execution of Decrees; It is enacted as follows : 

I. Olansc 2nd, Section LX I., Regulation IV. and .'Uause 3rd, Sec • 
tion VII., Regulation XXIX. 1827, of the Bombay Code, are repealed. 

IL Decrees in Civil Suits, whether original or in appeal, shall be 
inode to the Court in which the Decree was originally passed. 


Act No. VIIL of 1851. 

Au Act for enabling Government to levy Tolls on public Roads and 

Bridges, 

[4<A July 1851.] 

Whereas it is expedient to enable Government to levy Tolls upon 
Roads and Bridges; It is enacted as follows : 

I. Acts 11.18S7 and Vlll. 1838 are repealed, but not so as to 
revive any Regulation or Act fJiereby repealed. 

II. The Governor of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, the 
Lieutenant Governor of the North Western Provinces of Bengal, the 
Governor of the Presidency of Fort St. George in Council, and the 
Governor of the Presidency of Bombay in Council, may cause such 
rates of Toll, not exceeding the rates meutioned in the Schedule annexed 
to this Act, as they respectively think fit, to be levied upon any road or 
bridge which has been, or shall hereafter be made or repaired at the 
expense of the Government; and may place the collection of such Tolls 
under the management of such persons as may appear to them proper; 
and all arsons employed in the raaniigeuicnt and collection of such Tolls 
shall be lialde to the same responsibilities, as would bdong to them, if 
enmloyed in the collection of the Land Revenue. 

III. In of non-payment of an^ such Toll on demand, the Officers 
appointed jwiDllcct the same may seize any of the carriages or animals 
ou which irlPchargeable, or any part of their burden of sufficient value 
to defray the Toll; md, if anjjr Toll remains undischarged for twenty- 
four hours, with the cost arising from such seizure, the case shall be 
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broucLt before the Officer appointed to superintend tbe collection of the 
enid Tollf who may sell the property seized for discharge of the Toll, 
and all expenses occasioned by such nonpayment, seizure, and sale, and 
cause any balance that may remain to be returned, on demand, to the 
owner of the property; and the said Officer, on receipt of the property, 
shall forthwith issue a norice that, at noon of riie next day, exclusive of 
Sunday, or any close holiday, he will sell the property by auction. 
Provided that if, at any time before the sale has actually begun, the 
person whose property has been seized shall tender the amount of idl the 
cx^iiccs incurred, and of double the Toll payable by him, the said 
Officer shall forthwith release the property seized. 

IV. No Tolls shall bo pmd for tbe passage'of Troops and Military 
Stores and Equipages on their march, or of Police Officers on duty, or of 
any person or property in their custody ; but no other exemption from 
payment oftheTmIs levied under this Act shall be allowed. 

V. Ail Poilicc Officers shall be bound to assist the Toll Collectors, 
when required, in the execution of this Aot; and, for tfaatpu^se, shall 
have the same power which they have in the exercise of riieir commuii 
Police duties. 

VI. Every person, other than tbe persons appointed to collect the 
Tolls under this Act, who shall levy or demand any Toll on any public 
road or bridge, or for passing throush apy situated thereon, and 
also every person who shall unUwfiuly and extorrionately deniund, or 
take any other, or higher Toll than the InwIUlToll, or under colour of 
this Act seize or sell any property, knowing such seizure or sale to bo 
unlawful, or in any manner unlawfully extort money, or any valuable 
thing from any person under colour of this Act shall be liable on con¬ 
viction before a Magistrate, to imprisonment lor any term not cxiteeding 
six Calendar months, or to fine not exceeding two hundred Rupees, any 
part of which fine may be awarded by the Magistrate to the person ag¬ 
grieved : but this remedy shall not be deemed to bar, or affect his right 
to have redress by suit in the Civil Court of the Zillali. 

VII. A Table of the Tolls authorized to be taken at any Toll-gnte 
or Station shall be put up in a conspicuous place near such gale or statiou 
legibly written or printed in English words and figures, and also in Uiose 
of the Vernacular language of the district to wliich shall be annexed 
written or printed in Tike manner, a statement of the penalties lur re¬ 
fusing to pay the Tolls and for taking any unlawful Toll. 

VllJ. Toe Tolls, levied under this Act, shall be deemed public 
revenue ; but the net proceeds thereof shall be applied wholly to the 
construction, repair and maintcnimce of roods and bridges, within the 
rreridency in wliich they arc levied.

Act No. IX. or 1851. 

An Act for (he prevention of Qamhling in JBotnhay. 

[lltkJuly, 1851. 

Whereas tlie vice of Gambling has of late yenru much iucroased, and 
many gaming houses have been established within the Town and Island 
of Jlombay, iur suppression of which the laws now in force arc inadc> 
quote; It is enacted as follows : 

I. So much of Article II. of Title Fifth of a Hulc, Ordinance and 
llcgnlation passed by the Governor of liombay in Council on the lltU 
day of April 1827, and registered in the Supreme Court of Bombay on 
the 2'2nd day of Juno 1827, ns provides that the Court of Betty Sessions 
shall exercise jurisdiction over common gamblers who shall nut give a 
satisfactory account of any other means of livelihood, is repealed. 

II. Fvery person wlio, within the Town and Island of Isouxbay, shall 
keep a common gaming house, or any room, or other place used fur the 
purposes of a common gaming house, or who shall have the care or ma¬ 
nagement thercoij or shall in auy manner conduct the business of any 
such common gaming house, either as Banker, Sbroif, Croupier or other¬ 
wise, shall, on conviction before the Court of Petty Sessions, be punish¬ 
able by fine not exceeding One Thousand Bupecs, or, in the discretion 
of the said Court, may be imprisoned with or without hard labor for any 
period not exceeding six Calendar months. 

III. And, whereas it may be doubted, whether or not certiun houses 

or rooms alleged or reputed to be opened for the use of the subscribers 
only, or not open to all persons desirous of using tlie same, arc to be 
deemed common gaming houses, it is declared and enacted that, in de¬ 
fault of other eviueucu proving auy house, room, or place to be used as a 
common gaming house, it shall be enough, in support of the allegation in 
any information or indictment that any house, room, or place is acommon 
gaming bouse, to prove that such house, room, or place is kept or used 
fur playing therein at cards, dice, or any unlawful ^aine^ and that a bonk 
is kept there by one or more of the players exclusively of the others, or 
that the chances of any gamj^^yed therein are not alike favorable to 
all the idnyers, including, the players, the banker or other person 
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by whom the game is managod, or against wham the otlier players slakes 
play or bet; and every sucm bouse, room, or plaee shall be deemed a 
common gaming house. 

IV. Every person who shall be found in any such eonunon gamiiTg 
house playing or gaming with cards, dice, counters, money, or other in¬ 
struments of gaming, or who shall be found there present during such 
playing or gamingi'or for purpose of gaming, or who shall, be found 
gaming with cards, dice, oodtitors, money, or outer instruments of gamiim 
m any street or public place or thoroughfare within the said town and 
island, whether piaying for any money, wager, stake, or otherwise, shall 
be punishable, on conviction ^fore the Court of Petty Sessions, by fine 
not exceeding Five Hundred Rupees ; or in the discretion of the said 
Court, may be imprisoned with or without hard labor lor any period not 
exceeding three Calendar months. 

V. Any Magistrate of Police, upon information laid before him on 
oath that there is reason to suspect auy house, room, or place within the 
said town and island to be used as a common gaming house, may, by 
his warrant, give authority to any Constable of Police in the town and 
island of Bombay to enter, with such assistance as may be found neces- 
aary, by night or by day, and by force if necessary, any such house, 
room, or other place, and to take into custody all persons whom he finds 
therein, whether or not then actually gaming; and to seize all instru¬ 
ments of gaming, and all monies and securities for money found therein, 
and to search ail parts of the house, room, or place which he shall have 
so entered, when he has reason to believe that any instruments of gnm- 
iiij? are concealed ; and to search also the persons of those whom he so 
takes into custody, and to seize and take possession of all cards, dice, 
counters, aud other instruments of gaming which he shall find upon such 
search. 

VI. When any cards, dice, gaming table or cloth, or other instruments 
of gaming are found in any house, room, or place of whicli information 
has been given on oath to a Magistrate of Police, that it is suspected of 
being used as a common gaming house, or about the person of auy of 
those who are found therein, it shall be evidence, until the contrary is 
made to appear, that such house, room, or place is used us a common 
gaminghouse, and that the persons found therein wore there present for 
tlie purpose of gaming, although no play was actually seen by the Con¬ 
stable or any ol his Assistants. 

VII. On conviction of any person for keeping or beint present for 
the purpose of gaming in any common gaming bouse, all the instru¬ 
ments of gaming found therein shall be destroyed by order of the Court 
of Petty Sessions, which shall also order all, or any of ihe seenrities for 
money, and other articles seized, not being injitrnmcnta of gaming, 
to be sold and converted into money, and the proceeds thereof, with 
all monies seized therein, to be forfeited, or in its discretion may order 
any part thereof to be returned to the parties appearing to have been 
severally thereunto entitled. 

VHL Any Officer of Police may arrest without warrant all persons 
whom he may^ see in the act of gaming in any street or public place or 
thoroughfare in the said townor island, and seize all cards, dice, counters, 
and instruments of gaming which he finds in their possession, which, on 
conviction of any of the parties, shall be destroyed by order of the 
Court. 

IX. It shall net be neces^ry, in order to convict any person of keep-

ing a common gaming liouKe, or of being concerned in tlic management 
ofany common gaming house or gaming table, to prove that any person 
found playing at any game was phiying for any money, Vngor, or stake. 

' X. Any penson who shall have been coueerned in any unlawful gam¬ 
ing, and who shall be examined as a witness before the said Oonrt of 
IVt ty Sessions on the trial of any person or persons for a breach of any 
of the provisions of this Act, and who upon sdeh examination shall mnko 
true and faithful discovery to . the best of his or her knowledge of nil 
things as to which he or she shall be examined, and who shall thereupon 
receive from the said Court a certificate in writing to that effect, shall be 
freed from all prosecutions under this Act for any thing done before that 
time in respect of such unlawful gaming. 

XL Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this Act contained shall 
be held to apply to any game of mere skill played at Hotels or Tavern.^, 
licensed by the Collector of Land Revenue, and the Senior Magistrate of 
Tolice under Act XVIIL 1840, or in any place of public resort licensed 
by the Court of Petty Sessions under Act AlV. 1842. 

XIL Every person who shall by any fraud or unlawful device or 
ill practice in playing at or with cords, dice, or other game, or in bear¬ 
ing a part in the stakes, wagers or adventures, or in betting on the siih’s 
or hands, of them that do play, or in wagering on the event of any game, 
sport, pastime, or exercise, win from any oti'. person for himself, or 
any other or others any sum of money or valufiblo tfcing, shall be deemed 
guilty of obtaining such money or valuable thin" from such other person 
by a false pretence, with iutent to cheat or defraud such person of the 
same, and being convicted thereof sliall bo punished accordingly. 

XIII. No conviction or other proceeding before the said Com*t of Pet¬ 
ty Sessions under this Act shall be quashed, or set aside or adjudged 
void or insufficient for want of form, or be removed by Certiorari into 
Her Majesty’s Supreme Coitvt. 

XIV. All lines imposed under this Act shall be recovered under Act 
11. 1839. 

XV. The Court of Petty Sessions shall on conviction have power to 
direct any portion, not exceeding one-fourth of any fine which shall be 
levied under the provisions of this Act, or any part of the monies or pro¬ 
ceeds of articles seized in any common gaming house and ordered to ho 
forfeited, to be paid to an informer, and the balance of such fines and 
monies or the,<wholc thereof, as the case mayJl>e, shall be applied to the 
use of the Municipal Fund under Act XI. 1851. 


Act. No. X. of 1851. 

To amend Act XX. IBilforthe c^ministration of personal Estate of 

deceased persom. 

[18/A My, 1851.] 

For amendment and extension of the power to grant Certificates of Ad¬ 
ministration of the personal Estate of deceased persons under Act XX. 
1841, It is enacted as follows: 



I. In Uiecase ofiHsputes amnug persons, craimimp; (oliojoinUy entitled 
to be proprietors of any piiblle Securities of the fiast India Company, 
as tliereprcBcntativesofaiiydeceaseil po^u, the District or Zillah Judge, 
tvhcQCveL* sufficient cause shall be shewn to him, and on the request of 
any such claimant, may grant a Certificate of Administration of tlio per¬ 
sonal Estate of tlbe deceased, so far as concerns the said Securities, ac¬ 
cording to Aet XX. 1841, to such person as shall be frcrni time to time 
fq)poIuted by the Governor of Bengal,and Governors of Madras and’Bom- 
bay in Council respectively, to act as trustee under this Act; and shall 
speciir in such Certificate the several persons appearing to him to be 
such ^oprietors, and their several shares; and the said 1 rustcc, by vir¬ 
tue of such Certificate, shall be entitled to receive and give discharges 
for the interest accruing due on such Securities; and shall account ffir, 
and pay the sum, to the several persons specified in the Certificate to be 
thereunto entitled, according to the shares therein set forth; and shall be 
empowered to act in all other respects concerning the said Securities as 
Agent for such persons ; and shall be entitled to the same rateof Commis-< 
sion upon all such trandactions os is allowed to the Government Agent 
for the time being on the like transactions, as Agent of the public cre¬ 
ditors of the East India Comi>any, by any regulations from time to time 
made by the Governor General of India in Council: Provided never¬ 
theless that the right of any other person to recover the whole or any 
part of the monies so paid, by regular suit against all or any of the per¬ 
sons to whom the same have been paid, shall not be alTected by this Act. 

II. If any such disputes, among persons claiming to be proprietors 
of public Securities of the East Inaia Company, arc not ended within two 
years from the date of the Certificate of Administration granted by any 
District or Zillah Judge, the said Trustee may apportion the principal 
suiu of the said Securities rateably among tlic parties iqipcoring from the 
aforesaid CerI Ificatc to be proprietors thereof, and may apply for and 
receive new Securities from the proper Officer appointed to issue the 
same, iu the respective names of the several parties certified to be en¬ 
titled thereto ; provided that such new Securities shall be issued only 
accorduig to the rules in use for the regulation and issue of such public 
Securities; and the receipt of the said Trustee for such new Securities, 
by endorsement on the old Securities or otherwise, sluill be a legal dis¬ 
charge to the East India Company against the disputing parties claiming 
to be entitled to the several amounts for which such Sleurities shall bo 
issued : Provided always that, if the amount of aiijr Securities in dispute 
or any part thereof, shall not be sufficient to admit to their rateable di¬ 
vision according to tlie Kales applicable to the issue of such Securities, 
the said Trustee may sell, and dispose of the diapulcd Securities, or .such 
part os shall be necessary under this provision, and apportiou the 
proceeds thereof among the parties entitled to receive the same. 

III. Every such Certificate, granted to the Q'rustec appointed under 
this Act, shall be taken to supers^e and annul any previous Certificale 
given of a half or any other share in the said personal Estate, so far ns 
concerns the said Securities. 

,XV.. Aa regards Residents in Foreign States, out of the jurisdiction 
of British Courts of Justice, a Certificate of Administration to personal 
Estates granted by the British Representative accredited to the State, 
or as regards the Residents in any district to which Act XX. 1841 docs 
not extend, such Certificate granted by the British Officer in that dhuict, 
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iiplding tbc blglicst executive authority, shall have the same cflbct, as 
regards public Securities of thf East India Company, as a Certificate 
granted to a native subject of Her Majesty under tne provisions of itet 
XX. 1844, as amended by this Act. 
y. This Act shall be construed with and as part of Act XX. 1841. 


Act No XV. or 1851. 

An Act for the hatter euppresaion offrauda in reaped of cotton in BonAa^. 

\The 21sf Nor., 1851.] 

For the better suppression of fraudulent practices in the Cotton 
Trade in Bombay, It is enacted as follows : 

I. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall frau¬ 
dulently mix Cotton of a good and bad description or quality in 
one bale, usually termed false packing, shall be deemed guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanour. 

II. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall frau¬ 
dulently deteriorate Cotton by exposing it by ght to heavy dews, or 
by putting with it uncleaned Cotton, commoriv cidled Kuppas, or by 
means of dirt, stones, earth, water, or any other substance, or liquid, 
or who shall in any other way fraudulently deteriorate it with the view 
of making it heavier, and packing it in that state, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanour. 

III. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colab^ shall frau¬ 
dulently sell or ofler for sale under false sample, or otherwise, any Cot¬ 
ton mixed or adulterated, as in the first and second Sections of this 
Act mentioned, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 

IV. Any person who, in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba, shall know¬ 
ingly and wilfully have in his possession any such mixed or adulterated 
Cotton ns aforesaid, with a view to any fraudulent sale or disposition 
tlioreof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdcnicanonr. 

V. Any person committing a misdemeanour a^ainiit this Act shall be 
tried summarily for the same before tho Court of Petty Sessions at Bom¬ 
bay, and on eoiivietion shall be liabie to a fine not excceiiing Rupees One 
Thousand, or imprisonment, with or witliout hard labour, not exceeding 
twelve mouths, and at the discretion of such Court to bothHiie and impri¬ 
sonment : Provided always, that it shall bQ lawful for the Chairman of 
the said Court to commit^ or hold to bail, any person charged with any 
misdemeanour under this Act to take his triu in the Supreme Court. 

VI. All Cotton in the Islands of Bombay or Colaba which shall be 
fraudulently mixed, as mentioned in the first Section of this Act, or which 
shall be frauduleiiily deteriorated os mentioned in the Second Section of 
this Act, shall be liable to confiscation. 

VII. The said Court of Petty Sessions, upon credible infonnation on 
oath of any Cotton liable to confiscation under this Act being in Bombay 
or Colaba, may order the seizure thereof, and the Chairman of such Court 
may issue a warrant for searching for, and seizing the same, and upon 
the same being proved to the satisfaction oftbe sud Court to be liable to 
confiscation, may order the confiscation thereof, whereiipim the same 
shall be confiscated, and the said Court of Petty Sessions shall cause an 
intimation of every such confiscation to be forthwith given to the Col- 
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Icctoif of Customs at Bombay* urbo shall forthwith cause a valuation of 
the oonfisoated Cottmi to be made,-and furnish the same to the said Court 
of Petty Sessions, who shall theremon moke over j^e confiscated Cotton, 
with the valtiation thereof, to the Bombay Government, and the said Go¬ 
vernment ^all keep the said confiscated cotton, and shall from time to 
time export the same to Europe, to be there disposed of as ^ulterated 
or deteriorated Cotton. . ' i 

Yin. All fines levied and recovered under this Act shall be pmd into 
the General Treasury at Bombay. . , 

IX. The said Court of Petty Sessions as to any fine paid to such Court, 
or Cotton CMtfiscatcd by its order under this Act, and thc^uprerbe Court 
as to any fine on conviction in such Court, respectively, may award 
the whole or any part, of the fines recovered, and any portion of the 
valuation by the said Collector of Customs of confiscated Cotton, not ex¬ 
ceeding tffo-thirds of the amount of such valuation, to be paid to the in¬ 
former or informers, whose information shall have led to the convicti(dn 
of the offender, or confiscation of the Cotton respectively, and maygi'ant 
such informer or informers an order on the General Treasury at Bombay 
for the amount so awarded. 

X. Nothing in this Act shall affect the Civil rights of any parties de¬ 
frauded by any offender against this Act, but they may sue for the same 
as if thU Act had not been }>assed.

And 
he did thereby create, direct and constitute the said Supreme Court 
of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal to be a Court of Record with 
such powers and authorities as arc in and by the said Letters Patent 
mentioned and contained. And by the said Letters Patent his said Ma¬ 
jesty did reserve to Himself his Heirs and Successors all amercia- 
ineuts, tines, ransoi^is and forfeitures to be set and imposed by the said 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal or otherwise 
incurred. Now Know Ye that we have of our special grace, cci’tain 
knowledge and mere motion, have given .and granted, and by tliosc 
I’resfcnts tor Us, our Heirs and Sncce-ssors, do give, grant, and confirm 
unto the East India Company and their Successors, all such amercia¬ 
ments, fines, ransoms, fori'eitures, penalties or parts of penalties and sums 
of money whatsoever as have heretofore been ordered, charged, adjudged, 
set, imposed or awai'dcd upon or against any person or persons whomso¬ 
ever in or by the said Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal, or in or by any Court of Jo.sticc, or in person at Fort William 
aforesaid liuving lawful authority to order, charge, adjiidge,set, impose or 
award the same ; and all such amerciaments, fines, ransoms, forfeitures, 
]>Rualties,or parts ofpenaltiesor sums ofmoncy whatsoever which hcreaRer 
ilurttag all the residue of the term of the continuance of the said East India 
Company's Governments, shall be ordered, judged, set, imposed or award¬ 
ed upon or against any person or persons whomsoever in or by said 
Supreme Court of Judicature, or by any Court of Oyer and Terminer and 
traol Delivery or General Court of Quarter Sessions ; or by any of the 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of Oyer and Terminer, or GaoI 
Delivery fur the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal aforesaid, or any 
of them or by any other Court of Justice, or by any otherperson or per¬ 
sons there, having lawful authority to order, charge, adjudge, set, imijose 
or award the same, fur or by reason of any oficnees, misdemeanours^ dc- 
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faalti, contonpfcis neglocls, or forfeiturei whatsoever. To have, hofil, 
receive, levy, sue for, recover and enjoy the same to the said Kast India 
Company in as large and ample manner to all intents and purposes as wc 
our nei^s or Successors coilm or nnght have had, held, received, levied, 
sued for, recovered and enjoyed the same if these Presents had not been 
mode, vrHbont any account or other matter or thing to be rendered or paid 
for the same unto Us, our Heirs or Successors. Provided always never¬ 
theless tliat it shall and may be lawful, and we hcrel^ authorize and 
empower the said Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Ihntgal BfoTCsmd to make such satisfaction to Prosecutors of Trforma- 
lion or Indictments as to the said Court shall seem reasonable and fit, 
out of any fine or fines, to be set os impose<l upon any persen or persois 
who shall be conyicte<l upon suolw proceedings respectively. And we 
will that such fines shall be paid according to such order to be given by 
the said Court. 

And we do hereby for Us, our Heirs and Successors ^ive end grant 
unto the said East India Company full power and authority to sue for, 
recover and levy all and every the said amerciaments, fines, ransoms, 
forfeitures, penalties or parts of penalties and sums of money by any ac ¬ 
tion or actions, or by such other suits, actions, Avays, means, and pro¬ 
ceedings as m.ay bo lawfully had and prosecuted in the said Supreme 
Court of Judicature in their Corporate name, or by any other lawful 
ways or menus either in the name of Us, cur Heirs or Successors, or of 
ilie said East India Company or their Successors, and to collect, take, 
seize and levy the said amerciaments, fines, ransoms, forfeitures, penal¬ 
ties or parts of penalties and sums of luoncy in and by ihe.se presents 
granted or mentioned to bo grunted from time to time by the proper 
Officers and Ministers of the said East India Company and their Suc¬ 
cessors to the only proper use and behoof of them and their Siicceasors, 
without any Writ, Warrant, or other proee.S8 out of the Exchequer of 
Us, our Heirs or Successors, or by any otber Court or Courts of Us, 
our Heirs or Successors Avliatsoever and Avbercsoever to be had and 
obtained in that behalf, any usage or custom to the contrary thereof in 
any wise notwithstanding, subject nevertheless to such orders as shull bo 
made, for the satisfaction of Prosccutm-s as bercinbetbre directed. • 

And wc do hereby for U.<*, our Heirs and Successors, direct, niilhorize 
and command the Chief Justice and other Justices of the said Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort William in Ecngal aforesaid, and of any 
other Court of Justice, or other person or persons there having laivfiil 
authority lo order, charge, adjudge, set, impose or aivard fines, amer¬ 
ciaments, ransoms, forfeitures, penalties, or sums of money whatsoever 
for or by reason of any ofibnees, misdemeanours, defaults, contempts, 
neglects, or forfeitures whatsoever. And all Justices of the Peace, Com- 
nitssioncrs ofO^rand Terminer and Gaol Delivery now and for the time 
being, all Sheriffs, and other Officers and Ministers, and all others therein 
concerned respectively by virtue of these onr Letters Patent, to cause to be 
paid over to tne said East IndiaCompany from time to time all such nmer- 
eiiunents, fines, ransoms, forfeitures, penalties, parts of penalties, and 
sums of mtmey as shall be kit or imposed upon, or be forfeited nr accrue 
due by or from any person or persons as aforesaid, and the same shall he 
paid or satisfied by such person or persons accordingly, or otherwise shall 
and may be recovered and levied by any of the ways and means 
before mentioned, subject nevertheless to such Orders as shall be 
made for the satisfaction of Prosecutors as hereinbefore directed, 
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anil we do by these presents, for Us, our IXeIrs and Suocessors, 
declare and grunt that such payments so to be made shall be as full 
and sufKcieni a dischnrjrc to all iutonts «nd purposes to the said Chief 
Justice and other Justices of the said Supreme Court of Judicature 
at Fort William in Bengal and of the JustioM of any other Court of 
Justice there, Justice of the Peace, Comimssioners of Oyer and Ter¬ 
miner and Gaol Delivery, and the said respective Officers and Minis¬ 
ters and all and every other person and persons as if such payments 
bad been nude to Us, our Heirs and Successors at, the receipt of our 
Of llieir Exchequer. 

And we hereby further will and direct, that the Commissioners of 
the said Court of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery and the Jus¬ 
tices of any other Court of Justice there, and the Justioe of the Peace in 
their Courts of General and Quarter sessions shall by themselves or by 
tlie proper Officer of the^same Court in every Term next after the holding 
of the said Courts reflectively deliver up to the said Supreme Court of

And it is our further will and pleasure and wc do hereby further will 
and direct that it shall be lawful fur the Governor in Council of the Pre¬ 
sidency of Fort William in Bengal to mitigate or discharge all 
amerciaments, lines, ransoms, and ibrfeiturc.s heretofore set or imposed 
or hereafter to bo set and imjioscd by the said Supreme Court of ,J udi- 
eature at Fort William aforesaid, or by any other Court of Justice or 
other person or persons there having lawful authority to order, charge, 
adjudge, set, impose, or award lines, ameruiaments, ransoms, forfeitures, 
penalties or sums of money by reason of any ufieiice.s, misdemeanours, 
dclauUs, contempts, neglects or forleiturus whatsoever, as our Court of 
Exchequer in England or the Chancellor or Barons thereof may or can 
lawfully do in England. With power also for the said Governor in 
Council of the Pre.sjdency of Fort William in Bengal aforesaid by any 
Ox’der to cause a sjmrc or proportion of any fine imposed on any pei'soii 
or persons fur any delinquency or misdemeanour prosecuti>d to judg¬ 
ment to be paid over to the Prosecutor towards defraying his cximeuces 
occasioned thereby, os such Governor in Council shall think nt and 
expedient.

Whereas it is desirable to lessen the expense of Law PrdoaedinM 
on all sides of this Court, and to assimilate the practice to that of the 
Superior Courts at Westminster Hull wherever toe English praedee ii 
found to be more beneficial to suitors ; It is hereby orders that the 
following Rules be hencetbrUi observed, and all previous Rules and 
Orders or parts thereof inconsistent with these Rules, but not furtilter 
or otherwise, are hereby abrogated and discharged. 

GENERAL RlTl.ES. 

1. Ail the oificea of tlte Court shall bo open for the despatch of 
business from half-past ten o'clock in the forenoon during term, and 
from eleven o'clock till five during vacation. 

2. A return of fees by each of the otfieers of the Court shall be laid 
before the Judges on the 1st day of February term in each year, 
showing the net value of the office for' the last year, and the average on 
the preceding seven years. 

3. Verification of proceedings may bo made by affidavit instead of 
certificate in cases where affidavits may be used with greater economy. 

4. All affidavits on all sides of the Court are to be taken and 
expressed in the first person of the dci)onent, under the j>eDaUy as to 
costs mentioned in Lord Lyndhurst's order 128 of May 1848. 

ECCLESIASTICAL SIDE. 

1. The practice of the Ecclesiastical Court of the diocese of Lon¬ 
don is adopted in this Court with respect to | robates and letters of 
administration, or as uear thereto as the circuinstnnces of the country 
permit, subject to the Rules of this ('ourt. with respect to caveats, and 
the taking of evidence by viva voce examinatinn. 

2. To obtain probate, the Proctor, on being satisfied as to the 

f enuinencss and due execution of the will, shall indorse upon it the 
urat, and draft an affidavit tf> be sworn by tlic executor, stating the 
time and place of the death of the testator, and the nature and amount 
of his property, and shall appear before one of the Commissioners of the 
Court with the executor, who shall thereupon, be sworn to his trust, 

3, The Proctor shall then deposit the will, affidavit, and all tes¬ 
tamentary papers with Uie Registrar, and the Kegistrar on being satisfied 
of the due execution of the will, on the expiration of fourteen dajrs 
aafler the deposit of the tcstamesitary papers, shaU deliver out the 
probate under the Seal of tlie Court according to the present practice, 
unless a caveat has been filed. 

4. In all cases of wills of' Hindu fbipdes, and in other cases both 
of will and intestacy, where, in the opinion of the Registrar, notice of 
the application ought to be jRiven, proWe on letters of administration 
shall not be delivered out of the ‘Registry until fourteen da;^s afler an 
advertisement giving notice of the application has bem inserted fn 
some newspaper, to be named or approved of by the Re^tfar, or until 
after such citations or notices have been served as the Acgistrar sliHl

direct, bot formal citations are not to be required except in case* 
where they arc necessary, by English practice. 

3. To obtain administration, tue Proctor, on being satisfied as to the 
claim of the p»rty to the administration, shall draft an act ^ lead 
the administration with an affidavit from the party stating the time and 
place of the intestate’s death, the absence of any testamentary paper, 
nature and amount "f <he property to be administered, the family or 
other relatives of the intestate, witn the name and address, in case of 
applications by Native widows, of the nearest male relative of the 
husband, and on the affiadvit being sworn by the applicant, the Proctor 
shall take him before one of the Conunissiouers of the Court to be sworn 
to his trust.

7. No proxy is necessary where the executor or party seeking ad¬ 
ministration resides within the jurisdiction of the Court.

9. Where an executor or next of kin, subject to the Ecclesiatical 
Law of England, is resident in India, and neglects *0 represent the party 
decca.Med, citations may be issued by the Ii(‘gistri> .it the instance of any 
party interested in the representation, which citations shall be served 
personally if the party is re sident in the islands of Bombay or Salsette, 
or may be served through the Post Office or otherwise as the Registrar 
directs. 

10. In all applications by the Administrator General for Letters of 
administration, so long os his office is combined with that of Ecclesiastical 
Registrar, he shall apply by petition to the sitting Judge for his fiat. 

11. It shall not be necessary to submit Proctor's bills for taxation, 
unless the party to be charged thereby desire to have the bill taxed 

12. Ecclesiastical business standing fur hearing shall be taken before 
all other busiitess on every Monuay not being an Insolvent Couj*t day» 

PLEA SIDE. 

1. Service of process may be made by the party or his Attorney in 
all cases where service may be so made in England, except in cases 
where the Charter directs that service 'shall be made by the Sheriff. 

2. On the plaint being filed, the plaintiff may serve a copy upon the 
defendant as in England, and all subsequent Pleadings may be delivered 
between the parties, but the party who sets down the cause for trial 
must make up a record on plain paper of all the pleadings and the par¬ 
ticulars of demand, and file the same with tlic Prothonotaiy. 

3. Defendant may plead several inatt^^rs without a special order, and 

if any of such pleas should be objected to, a summons may be taken 
out before a J udge. IH 

4. The signature of Counsel need not be obtained for Special pleas. - 

5. Blank subjHenas may be taken out according to the English prac¬ 
tice, but more than six namci are not tolm insert^ Uierein. 

B. When the plaintiff is entitled to sign Judgment, he may do so on 
his own responsibility, as in England. 

7. In all ejectment suits, the pai'tj filins the plaint shall deliymr with 
the plaint a bul of particulars, describing the premises sot^ht to be re¬ 
covered. 



8. In all oUter matters not provided for bj rule, the practice of the 
Court of Queen’s Bench shall be followed as near as may be. 

EQUITY SIDE. 

I. Any person seeking equitable relief may, without speeial leave 
of the Court, and instead of proceeding by bill of complaint in the 
usual form, file a claim in the liegistrara office in any ol the following 
cases, that is to say, in any cases where the plaintiff is or claims to be,*— 

Ist. A creditor upon the estate of any deceased person, seeking pay¬ 
ment of his debt out of the deceased’s assets. 

2nd. A Mgate under the will of any deceased person not being a 
Mabomedan or Hindoo, seeking payment or delivery of his legacy but 
of the deceased’s personal assets. 

3rd. A legate under the will of any deceased person being a Mabo¬ 
medan or Hindoo, seeking payment or delivery of his legacy out of the 
deceased’s general estate. 

4th. A residuary legatee, or one of the residuary legatees, of any 
deceased person, seeking an account of the residue, and payment or ap¬ 
propriation of his share therein. 

5th. The. person or any of the persons entitled to the personal estate 
of any person, not being a Mabomedan or Hindoo, who may have died 
intestate, and seeking an account of such personal estate, and payment 
of his share thereof. 

€th. The person or any of the persons entitled to the estate of any 
Mabomedan who may have died intestate, and seeking an account' of 
such estate, and the ascertainment, pavniunt, or apropriation of his share 
thereof, ai^cording to the Mabomedan law of succession nb intestaio. 

7th. The person or any of the persona entitled to the estate of any 
Hindoo, who may have died intestate, and seeking an account of a 
partition or an account and partition of such estate. 

8th. An executor or administrator of any deceased person, seeking 
to have the assets of such deceased person administered under the direc* 
tipns of the Court. 

9th. A legal or equitable mortgagee or person entitled to a lien aa 
security for a debt, seeking foreclosure or sale, or ollicrwisc to eiiibrco 
his security. 

loth. A person entitled to redeem any legal or equitable mortgage 
or any lien, seeking to redeem the same. 

11th. A person entitled to the specific performance of an agreement 
for the sale or purchase of any property, seeking such specific perfor¬ 
mance. 

12th. A person entitled to an account of the dealings and transac¬ 
tions of a partnership, dUsulvcd or expired, seeking such account. 

13th. A person entitled to an equitable estate or interest, and seek¬ 
ing to use the name of his trustee in prosecuting an action for his own 
■ole benefit. 

14tb. A person entitled to have a new trustee appointed in a ease 
where there is no power in the instrument creating the trust to appoint 
new tiiutees, or wberc the power cannot be exercised, and seeking to 
appoint a new trustee. 

II. Such clum in the several cases enumerated in Order I. is to be 
n the form and to the efiect set forth in Schedule (A.) hereunder writ** 
ten as appUeabjie to the particular case, and the filing of su^ claim is, 
in all cases not oth^ise provided fi>r, to have the form and effect of 
filing a bill. 
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III. Upon 6lm<; Pitch claim, tb« plaintiiF thereby claiming shall Mie 
out a writ of gtunnions against the defendant to the claim, reqairing 
liim to cause an appearant^ to be entered to such writ, and also requir¬ 
ing him on a day or time to be therein named, or on the motion day then 
next following, to shew cause, if he can, why such relief as is claimed by 
the pluintitf should not be had, or why such order as shall be just with 
reference to the claim should not be made. 

IV. Such writ of summons is to be in the form and to the effect 
in that behalf set forth in No. 1 of Schedule (1).) hereunder written, 
with such variations as circumstances may require, and is to issue upon 
a Judge's order obtained on the Registrar's certificate of a’ claim filed, 
and the usual affidavit that the defendant is subject to the jurisdirtion 
of tbe Court, and is to he sealed in the same manner as a writ of 
subpeena and respondendum. 

V. In any case other than those enumerated in order I., or in any 
case to which the forms set forth in Schedule (A.) are not applicable, 
the fourt (if it shall so think fit,) may, up m the exparte application of 
any person socking equitable relief, and upon reading the claim proposed 
to be filed, give leave to file such claim, and sue out a writ of summons 
thereon under these orders; and if such leave be given, an indorsement 
thereon-by the Registrar upon the proposed claim ahull besuificient 
authority for tbe Registrar to receive and file such claim. 

VI. In the cast; provided for by the 5th artiel. ^f order T., any one 
person, whounder the 3rd or 4lh article of order j , might have claimed 
relief against the executor or administrator of the deceased person 
whose personal estate is sought to be administered, and the executor or 
co-admiiiistraior (if any) of the plaintiff, may be named in the writ of 
summons as dtd'endunts to the suit ; and in the first instance no other per¬ 
son need be therein named. 

In other cases, the only person who need be named in the writ 
of summonsas defendant ti> the suit in the first instance, is the person 
against whom the relief is directly claimed. 

VIH All clttims, and ull writs, caveats, proceedings, directions, and 
orders consequent thereon, either before the Court or in the Master's 
offices, are to be deemed proceedings, vrrits, and orders, subject to the 
general rules, orders, and practice of the Court, so fur as the same are, 
or may b*‘, applicable to each particular case, and consistent with these 
orders ; and all orders of the Court made in such proceedings are to be 
enforced in the same manner and by the same {trocess as orders of the 
Court made in a cause upon bill filed 

IX. Writs of summons are, as to the number of defendants to be nam¬ 
ed therein—as to the mode of service thereof, and as to the time and 
mode of entering appearances thereto, - to be subject to the same rules 
as writs of subpmna to appear to and answer bills. 

X. 'i’he time for shewing cause named in any writ of summons (ex¬ 
cept a writ of summons to revive or carry on proceedings) is to be six 
days at the least aAer the time limited by tbe writ for the appearance of 
the defendant, but by consent of the parties, and with the leave of the 
Court, cause may be shewn on any earlier day. 

XL At the time for showing cause named in the writ, or on the

being entered by the defendant, or an affidavit of the writ oraummona 
being duly served, the Court may, if it shall think, fit, make an order 
granting or refusing the relief claimed, or directing any accounts or en¬ 
quiries to be taken or made, or other proceeding to be ha(^ for the 
purpose of ascertaining the plaintKTs title to the relief claimed; and 
fiirtner, the Court may direct such (if any) persons or classes of persons 
asit shall think necessary or fit to be summoned,or ordered to appear, 
as parties to the claim, or on any proceedings before the Master, with ro- 
terence to any accounts or enquu'ies directed to bo taken or made, or 
otherwise. 

XIII. Every order to be so made is to have the eficci of, and may be 
enforced as, a decree or decretal order made in a suit commenced by bill, 
and duly prosecuted to a hearing, according to the present course of 
the Court. 

XIV. If, upon the application for any such order, or during any 
proceedings under any such order when made, it shall appear to the Court 
Uiat, for the purposes of justice between the parties, it is necessary or ex- 
pediont that a bill should be filed, the Court may direct or authorize 
such bill to be filed, subject to such terms, as to costs or otherwise, as 
may be thought proper. 

%Y. The orders made for granting relief in the several cases to 
which the forms set forth in Schedule (A.) arc applicable, may, if the 
Court thinks fit, be in the form and to the elfeet set forth in Schedule 
(C ) 08 aiqilicable to the particular case, with such varialiuus as cii’cum- 
stanccs may require. 

XVI. Under every order of reforenco to the Master under these or¬ 
ders, the Master is, unless the Court otherwise orders, to be at liberty to 
cause the parties to be examined upon oath, u])on interrogatories or 
. viva vocc, and to produce dci'ds, books, papers, and writings, as he shall 
think fit, and to examlue witnesses upon oatii, and to stute any cirnum- 
itanccs specially as he shall think lit, and to cause advertisement for cre¬ 
ditors, and if he sliall tliiuk it necessary, but not otherwise, for lioirs and 
next of kin, or other unascertained iicrsons, and the rvprcsent^tivo of 
such as may be dead, to be publlsheu in the usual forms, or otherwise, 
as the circumstances of the case may require ; and in such advortirio- 
ments to appoint a time within wliich such persons are to come in and 
prove their claims, and within which lime unless they so come in, they 
are to be excluded from the benefit of the order, and in taking any .ac¬ 
count of a deceased's personal or moveable estate under any such order 
of reference, the Muster is to take an account of fchu personal or moveable 
estate of the deceased come to the hands of the person against whom 
such account is directed to be taken, or to the hands of any other person 
by Ids order, or for hi.s use, and is also to in([uirc and state to the Court 
what part, if any, of the deceased's personal estate is outstaiuling or un¬ 
disposed oi^ and is also to compute interest on the deceased's debts, as to 
such of them as carry intere.st, after tUe rate they respectively carry, 
and as to all others, after the rate of six per ceut. per annum, ii om 
the date of the order, and to compute interest on legacies after the mUs 
of six ,per cent, per annum from the end of one year ailor the deceased’s 
death, unless any other time of payment or rate of interest is directed by 
the will, butin that case according to the will,a»d in tukiug any account 
of a deceased’s real or unmoveable estate, he is to inquire atid state to 
the Court of or to what real or ttmooveable estate, if any, tho doceas^ 
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di«tl ponesscd or ontltled, and who aiuoe ibe death of the deceased has 
b^n and at the time of taking such account is in pcMsession thereof, or 
in the receipt of the rent or profits thereof; and if he shall find that any 
part of the rents, issues, profits, or produce of such r&al or unmoveable 
estate has been received by the defendant imainst whom such account 
shall be directed, he shall take an account of all such rents, issues, pro¬ 
fits, and produce as have come to the hands of the said defendant, or of 
any other person by his order or for his use, and under every order 
whereby an^y property is ordered to be sold, with the approbation of the 
Master, it is to bo understood that the same is to be sold to the best 
purchaser that can be got for the same, to be allowed by the Master, and 
that ail proper parties are to join in the conveyance as the Master shall 
direct. 

XVII. If| upon the proceedings before the Master under any such 
order, it shall appear to the Master that some persons, not already par¬ 
ties, ought to attend, or to be enabled to attend the proceedings before 
him, he is to be at liberty to certify the same ; and upon the production 
of such certificate to the Registrar, the plaintiiT may sue out a writ of 
summons requiring the persons named in such certificate to appear to 
the writ, and such persons arc thereupon to be named and treatea as de¬ 
fendants to the suit. 

XVIII. Such writ of summons, under an ord^- or Master's certificate, 
is to be iu the form and to the cfTect in that beli u. set forth in No. 2 of 
Schedule ^il^h such variations as circumstances may require. 

XIX. The persons so summoned, having nppcaretl, arc to be at liberty 
to attend, and to be entitled to notice of the proceedings before the Mas¬ 
ter under the order of reference, subject to such directions as the Mas¬ 
ter may make in respect thereof. 

XX. Where any proceedings originally commenced by claim and 
writ of summons shall, by the death of parties or otherwise, have become 
abated or defective for want of parties, and no new relief is sought, a 
claim to revive or carry on the suit may be filed, and such claim is to be** 
ill the form set forth in No. 12 of Schedule (A ) 

XXL The party claiming simply to revive or carry on proceedings 
may sne out a writ of summons reqiuiring the defendant thereto to ap¬ 
pear to the writ, and to shew cause, if he can, why the proceedings should 
not be revived or carried on. 

XXII. Such writ of summons is to be in the form and to the effect 
in that behalf set forth in No. 3 of Schedule (B.), with such variations as 
circumstances may require. 

XXIII. If any deiendant to any such writ is desirous of shewing 
cause why the proceedings should not Vie revived or carried on, he is to 
appear, and to file a caveat against such revivor or carrying on, in the 
Begiotrar’s office, in the form set forth iu No. 4 ■ of Schedule (B.), and 
to give notice thereof iu writing to the opposite party. If no such 
caveat be filed within eight days trora the time limited for the appearance 
to the writ, that at the expiration of such eight days tlie proceedings are 
to be revived, and may be carried on without any order for the purpose; 
and a certificate of the Registrar that no caveat has been filed within the 
time limited is to be a sufficient authority for the Master to proceed* 
But if any such caveat be filed, the proceedings mre not to be revived or 
carried on without an order obtaiued on motion, of which due notice 

is to be given. 

XXI v. Where any further or supplemental relief is sought, andsneh 
supplemental relief is such as is provided for in any of the eases eaume- 
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ritt«d under order 1., a Rupplemenial claim mav be filed in such of the 
forms set forth in Schedule (A.) as is applicable to the cue. 

XXV If such sunplinieatal relief is not such as is provided tor by or« 
der XXIV., a supplemental claim may be filed, stating shortly the nature 
of the plsintiiTs case, and the supplemental relief claiined» but the leave 
of the Court is to be obtained previously to the filing ther^t'c^n aa 
ex parte application for the purjmse, in a manner specified in order VI. 

XXVI. A Writ of summons may be sued out, and other proceedinga 
may be taken, upon a supplemetital claim, in like manner aa upon 
an original cbdm. 

XXVII. Guardians ad litem to defend may be appointed fm: infimtf 
or persons of weak or unsound mind, against whom any writ of summons 
may have issued under these orders, in like manner as guardians ad litoin 
to answer and defend are now appointed in suits on bills filed. 

XXVIII. Any order or proceeding made, or purporting to be mador 
in pursuance of these orders, may be discharged, varied, or set aside on 
motion, and any order for accelerating proceedings may be made by 
consent. 

XXIX. If any of the cases enumerated in order I. involve or are 
attended by such spccitd circumstances, aOecting either the estate or ^ 
personal conduct of the defendant, as to rccpiire special relief, the plain¬ 
tiff is at liberty to seek his relief by bill, as-if these orders had not been 
made. 

XXX. If at»any time after those orders come into operation any suit 
for any of the purposes to which the forms set forth in Schedule (A.) are 
applicable, shall be commenced by bill, and prosecuted to a hearing in 
the usual course, and upon the hearing it shall appear to the Court that 
an order to the efl’ect of the decree then made, or an order equally bene* 
ficial to tbeplaintiff, might have been obtained upon a proceeding by sum¬ 
mons in the manner authorised by tliese orders, the Court may order 

, that the increased costs which have l>een occnsioneil by tho proceeding 
by bill, beyond the amount of costs which would have been susttunediti 
th^roceeding by summons, shall be borne and paid by the plaintiff. 

aXXI. In toese orders and schedules, the following words have 
the several meanings hereby assigned to them, over and above^ their 
several ordinary meanings, unless there be something in the subject or 
context repugnant to such construction, #iz. < 

1st. Words importing the singular number include the plural num¬ 
ber, and words importing the plural number include the singular num¬ 
ber. 

2 nd. Words importing the masculine gender include females. 

3rd. The word affidavit” includes ** afiirmation” and ** declaration 
on honour.” 

4th. The word ** person” or '* party” includes a body politic or 
corporate.” 

4th. The word “ legacy” inMudes “ an annuity,” and “ a specific 
as well as a pecuniary legacy.” 

6th. The word ** I^atee” includes a person interested in a legacy.” 
7th. The expression ** residuary legatee” includes ** a person mter- 
estsd in the residue.” 

XXXIL When a party shows cause on a claim being filed, 4nd tb 
appears to the Court that questions of fact or mixed questiotttpf law 
and fact arise between the parties, the Court will proceed settle 
issues without a reference, ana if necessary to direct interrojpstiQ^i'tobe 
exhibited in the subject matter of the chum or counter claim, and will 
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five the necessary directions for trial as in the case of an issue direct¬ 
ed W the High f'ourt of Chancery. 

AXXiri. Claims may be amended at the trial under the rule appli¬ 
cable to issues at common law, and before trial like bills in equity. 

FbOC££1>ING8 before THE MASTER. 

XXXIV. Every deci*ee or order of reference directed to the Master 
is to be brought intr> his office within eight days after the same shall 
have been passed and entered, and in default thereof any other party to 
the cause or matter is to be at liberty to bring in the same, and such 
party shall have the carriage of the proceedings under such decree or 
order, unless the Master shall othci'Wise specialty direct. 

XXXV. If upon the warrant taken out for considering the decree 
or order of reference, or at any time during the reference, it shall appear 
to the Master, with resjiect to the whole or any portion of the proceed¬ 
ings, that the interests of the parties can be classified, he is to be at liber¬ 
ty to require the persons constituting each or any class to be represent¬ 
ed by the same Solicitor ; and if the parties constituting such class can¬ 
not agree upon the Solicitor to represent them, the Master is to be at 
libcpty to nominate such Solicitor for the purpose of the proceedings 
before him ; and if any of the parties constituting such class shall de- 
cilne to authorize the Solicitor so nominated to act fur him, and shall 
insist upon being re[>rcsented by a diflerent So itor, such party sliall 
personally pay the costa of his own Solicitor of ond relating to the pro¬ 
ceedings before the Master witli respect to which such nomination shall 
have betm made, and all .such further costs ns shall be occasioned to any 
of the parlies by bis being reju’csented by a diflerent Solicitor from the 
Solicitor to be nominated. 

XXXVJ. The duration of warrants, to ])rocccd upon any reference 
before the blaster, is not to be limited to an hour, or any other period 
oftime, and the prociecilings upon any warrant arc, as far as possible, to 
be continued consecutively frojii hour 1o hour, and from day to day, 
until the same sliall be coniplelcd, but nut so as to cause unreasonable 
delay in other causes or matters depending before the blaster ; and the 
Master shall therefore be at liberty to ailjourn the further iiearing of any 
matter or thing before him to such future day as ho shall think fit; and 
oa every such adjournment the party shall be obliged to attend without 
a further waj^rant, unless the Master shall otherwise direct. 

XXXVll. The Master’s power to proceed e-xpartc, in case of the 
non-attcndanoc of any party on any warrant, shall extend to the case 
of his non-at tendance upon any adjournment of any warrant, and in case 
of neglect or refusal to pay such costs the party to whom they are di¬ 
rected to be paid shall be entitled to sue out a subpoena for the same. 

XXXVlil. The blaster shall have powerlo award costs, and to fix 
the sum to be paid for such costs, in case of non-attendance of any party 
upon any warrant, and such iwwer shall extend to the case of nis non- 
attendance upon any adjournment of any warrant to a fi.vcd time. 

XXXIX. In all cases where a proceeding has been unduly delayed, 
by reason of the neglect of any party or his Solicitor, the Master shall, 
in the fiirst report which he shall make on the subject matter in respect 
of which sncli proceeding has been unduly delayed, state specially to the 
(lourt the circumstance of such delay, in order that the Court may, if it 
shall so think fit., in addition to and notwithstanding any costs which the 
Mn.ster may have certified to be paid in the cause of the proceedings 
before him, make such further order in respect thereof as justice shall 
require.

XL. If it nhall appear to the Master that any stale of facts, affidavit, 
or other proceeding before him, contains statements which are intperli- 
nent, or of unnecessary length, he shall be at liberty ^without any ap¬ 
plication made to him for the purpose) to disallow such matter, distin¬ 
guishing by his initials in the margin the parts so disallowed : and he 
shall cause a memorandum of his having disallowed such impertinent 
matter to be endorsed on the office copies of the draft of hb report, as to 
the particular enquiry on which such state of facts, affidavit, or otiicr 
proceeding shall have been U8C<1 before him ; and in the taxation of costs, 
no costs shall be allowed to the parties by or on whose behalf such state 
of facts, affidavit, or other proceeding was brought into the Master's offios;, 
for or in respect oftlu* matter so disallowed: and the taxing officer shall 
allow to the other ])arties to the suit or matter all such costs os have 
been incurred by, or occasioned to, them by reason of the matter so 
disallowed; and such costs shall be paid by the party on whose behalf 
suchotntc offsets, aflidav'it, or other proceeding was so brought in. 

XLL In all proceedings before the Master, where he is attended by 
Counsel, the allowances on the taxulion ol costs in respect ol the fees to 
such Counsel 'are to be regulated upon tlic same principles as if the pro¬ 
ceedings were before the Court. 

XLll. The costs of procuring the attendance of Counsel before the 
Alastcr are to be nIiowcA in the taxation of costs os between pm'ly and 
party, in all ca.sesin wliich tlic Muster shaH’certify such attendance to be 
proper, and in no other case. 

XLlIl. All matters which arc to be heard by the Master shall be 
entered by him in one or more list or lists, in regular order, except such 
matters, if any, as the ]t!nstcr shall direct to betaken at particular 
times, and the Master shall proceed to hear and dispose of the matter in 
such list or lists, in the order in which they stand therein; but this is to 
be subject to special directions by the Court or the Master in any ma>t- 
ters r«.‘quiring iinincdiatc despatch. 

XLI v\ If any proceeding before the Ma-ster, inany cause or matter, 
in any list, fails by reason of the non-atteudanee of any part y when the 
same shall be called on in its turn, (from wliatevcr cause such non- 
attendance may arise,) and the Master does not think it expedient to 

{ iroceed ex parte, the cause or matter shall, if he think fit, be nereinptori- 
y struck out ofthe list, and sliall on no account whatever ne heard or 
entertained by tbu Master until the same be again set down in the list in 
regular course, by taking out a fresh warrant for that purpose. 

XLV. All proceedings before the Master shall be commenced and 
proceeded in, not by state of facts and proposal, but orally or in such 
way as the Master shall direct, to besupporUid if need be by evidence, 
provided nevertheless, that where, owing to the aaturc of the subject, the 
Master shall deem it expedient to direct the parties before him to proceed 
by a state of facts in writing, he shall give direction to such effect, and 
enter the reasons for so doing in hi.s minute book ; but, subject to the 
al)ove rule, the arrangement and regulation ofthe cause of proceedittga 
under each reference are to be wholly subject t« the control and di¬ 
rection of the Master ; and the Master is to proceed with the reference 
made to him as speedily as the nature thereof and the business of the 
offic.e will allow', 

XLVl. In all cases of disputed fact, the Master, where it is prac¬ 
ticable, shall take the evidence viv& voce, but bonds, deeds,. and notes, 
and other securities, and also small matters of formal proof, may bn 
proved by affidavit as heretofore. 
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XLVIl. In rases nvhere the Muter requires to examine witnesset 
viv4 TOce, tlie subpoena for their attendance (which may contain six 
nunes) shall be Issued from the Kegistrar's office, and Hoies 136, 137 of 
18th May 1843 are hereby repealed. 

XLVIII. In order to resolve any question of law or fact that may 
arise between any of the parties before nim, the Muter may direct suoh 
parties as he shall in that behalf appoint to proceed to try in the 
8 u{>rcme Court any issnesof fact or any mixed questions of law and fact 
proper in the opiiuon of the Muter to be determined by the Court, and 
he shall settle such issues, and give such directions u he shall think 
right or expedient with reference thereto, and such issues shall be ac¬ 
cordingly tned, provided always that it shall be competent to tbe par¬ 
ties at or before the trial to move that such issues shall be otherwise 
moulded. 

XL IX. Ko orders^ reports, or certificates of the Muter shall require 
confirmation, except any such special report as hereinaller mentioned, 
and all orders unappealed against for the term of iburteen days shall 
be enforced by the same process u orders of the Court. 

L. The Muter, if he thinks fit, shall moke a special report concerning 
any matter or thing arising in or about the matter referred to lum, in 
order that the opinion of the Court may be taken therein or with respect 
thereto, and such special report shall be brought before the Court by 
such parties as the Master sWl direct by a urn on or notice that such 
mecial report may be confirmed, discharged, or \ aried by order of the 
Court, or that any directions may be given tlier con : and on the hearing 
of such motion the same shall be cunfinued, discharged, or varied as 
the Court shall deem just, or such directions shall be given as shall 
appear to be nercisary or expedient in that behalf. 

LI Where any order, direction, report, or other proceeding in the 
Master's office is objected to, it shall not be necessary to file objections 
or exceptions in the Muter's office, but the party objecting shail serve ^ 
notice of motion by way of appeal on the parties respectively in whose 
favor or at vrhoss* instance the order or proceedings appealed from was 
made ; and upon the heuing of such appeal the proceedings which shall 
have taken place beibre tbe Mister shall be produced in Court, and no 
fiirther evidence shall, without express leave of the Court, be used ex¬ 
cept such proceedings ; Provided always that except on'special leave of 
the Court or a Judge to be obtained on motion exparte, or on notice if 
the Court or Judge shall so direct, no such appeal shall be brought after 
the expiration of fourteen days after the order, direction, report, or 
other proceeding complained of shall have been made or tidten place by 
or before tbe Muster, or after service of the same, in case the party 
complaining shall not have been present. 

Lll. Parties desiring to inspect documents deposited in the Master's 
office shall take out a warrant to show cause why the documents should 
not be open for inspection during the period to be mentioned in the 
warrant, and the Master at tbe bearing shall fix the number of days ac¬ 
cording to the amount of inquiry he deems necessary, during which the 
books shall be oMn ^to inspection, and no other warrant shall be opened 
(cft sttcffi inspection.
